LONDON'S  KPIDKM IC. 

The  Influenza  is  Still  Raging;  Fumigat- 
ing Parliament  House. 
Nkw  Youk,    June    10.-  A    J,ondon    dis- 
patch says:     The    inrtueu/ji    epidemic    is 
still  raging  although  not    quite    so    viru- 
lently   as    a    week     ago.      The    sufTerers 
throughout  the  country  are    numbered  by 
hundreds  of    thousands.     Special    prayers 
for  the  abatement  of  the    epidemic    were 
ofTered  in  cliurches  of    the    episcopal  and 
other    denominations     on      Sunday.     On 
Sunday  for  the    second    time    within  two 
weeks,  and  also  for  the  second    time  in  its 
history,  the  house  of  oomnums    was    thor- 
oughly    fumigated.     This    was    done     by 
hermetically  sealing  the    doors,    windows, 
ventilators    and    every    other     aperture.' 
Large  numbers  of  dishes  containing  thio- 
camf,  a   liquid    combination    of    sulphur 
dioxide,  camphor  and  other  powerful  dis- 
infectants, were  then  placed  together  with 
sulphur    candles    in    the  chambers  below 
the    house,    the    vapors    gradually  risiu" 
through    the    perforated    iron    floor    anu 
seats  until  the  chamber  was  tilled  with  the 
horrible    mixture.        Early    on      Monday 
morning  the  chamber  was    opened,    gusts 
of  air  were  sent  through    it     by  means  of 
powerful  fans  from  the    Thames  embank- 
ment, the    foul-smelling    odor    dispersed, 
and  the  historic  chamber  fleclared  to  have 
been  thoroughly  cleansed.

WAS  PORTER  RECALLED? 


flags  fluttered   at    half-mast  and  all 
of  business  wt  re  closed.    The  last  respects 
were   being  paid   to  their  great  chieftain. 
At    an    early    hour    this    morning    a    vast 
throng      crowded       the      approaches     to 
the    parliament    buildings    and   lined  the 
thoroughfares.     Everywhere  were  signs  of 
mourning.     The  houses  along  the  route  of 
the  procession  were  draped  in    black    and 
in    every    manner    possible    the  people  of 
the    city    evinced    their   sorrow.     In    the 
senate  chamber  rested  the  casket  in  which 
reposed  the  illustrious  dead  arrayed  in  the 
glittering  uniform  of    an    imperial    privy 
councillor.     Around  the    casket    were   the 
floral  tributes,     silently    testifying   to    the 
respect  and  veneration  in     which  the  dead 
statesman  was  held,  while  to   the   east   of 
the  catafalque  stood  a  twelve    foot   shield 
in  black  cloth  bearing  on  its  center  a  por- 
trait of  her  majesty  draped  with    ensigns. 
The  rails  behind  the  throue  were     heavily 
draped  in  black  and  the  throne    itself  was 
covered  with  Canadian  ensigns. 

Shortly  after  noon  the  otljcers  of  state 
and  other  high  dignitaries  who  were  to 
take  part  in  the  funeral  began  to  arrive. 
Outside  the  military  and  civic  bodies  took 
up  the  positions  assigned  to  them.  Tlie 
governor  general  and  sfafl"  reached  the 
parliament  buildings  just  prior  to  1 
o'clock  and  all  was  soon  in  readiness. 
The  casket  was  lifted  from  its  resting 
place  by  six  meujbers  of  the  dominion 
police  and  borne  out  to  the  hearse.  Ttie 
cortege  then  formed  and,  amid  the  boom- 
ing of  five  minute  gun-*,  the  march  to  the 
church  began.  First  came  a  squad  of 
Dominion  police  followed  by  a  squad  of 
dragoon  guards  and  regimental  bands  of 
music. 


Report  That  uur  Government  Has  no 
Minister  to  Italy. 
Nkw  York,  June  10.— A    special    to  the 
Press  from  Washington   says:     "It    is  re- 
ported  on    high    authority    that    United 
States  Minister  Porter  has    been    recalled 
from  Rome,  not    granted    a    vacation    as 
was  at  first  reported.     If  this  is    true  it  i.-* 
President  Harrison's  answer   to  the  with- 
drawal from  Washington    of    the    Italian 
minister,  Fava,  in  the   heat  of  Marquis  de 
Rudini's  discomfiture    over    the  New  Or- 
leans affair.     Both  governments  will    now 
be  represented  by  secretaries  of   legation. 
No  one  connected  with  the    state    depart- 
ment will  talk  about  the  matter.  The  gov- 
ernment may  have    had    some  reason  for 
saying  nothing  about    its    instruction    to 
Minister  Porter  at  this  time.     It  has  been 
thought  that  on  his    explanation    to    the 
Italian  government  that  he  was  ordered  to 
leave  Rome  because  of   Baron    Fava's  re- 
call from  Washington  that  the  Italian  gov- 
ernment would  see  the  position    in    which 
it  was  left  by  that  hasty  act,  and     recover 
from  it  by    immediately    sending    Baron 
Fava  or  a  new  minister  back  to  Washing- 
ton.    In  that  event  there  would  have  been 
a  desire  on  the  part  of  the    United    States 
not  to  humiliate  Italy  further.     The  Pres- 
ident is  maintaining  a  vigorous  as  well  as 
a  digtiified  foreign  policy. 


GuANu    Rai'iuk,   Mich.,     Juno 
street  car  strike    broke    out    again 
this  morning  with  violence  from  a    crowd 
of  200  gathered  at  the  Sweet    street  cable 
station.     They  assembled  at  3  o'clock  and 
were  smashing  things  when  a  large    posse 
of  police  arrived.

TALES  OF  FLOOD. 

Damage  in  the  Red  River  Valley,  Texas 
and  on  the  Osage. 
Akdmobe,  I.  T.,  June  10. — Reports  re- 
ceived here  give  heartrending  accounts  of 
fearful  havoc  to  both  life  and  property  in 
the  overflowed  valleys  of  the  Red  river  in 
Texas  and  the  territory.  Since  Sunday 
the  river  has  been  out  of  its  banks  and 
higher  than  known  for  years.  At  Fleet- 
wood and  Courtney  flats  in  the  territory 
the  dwelling  and  business  houses  have 
been  swept  away,  crops  destroyed  and 
stock  of  all  kinds  drowned.  A  flat  boat 
containing  several  men  who  had  sought 
safety  upon  the  tops  of  their  houses  whs 
capsized  and  one  of  the  men  drowned. 
The  rush  of  the  waters  was  "so  rapid  and 
unexpected  that  but  few  had  time  to  seek 
safety  on  the  higher  lands,  and  it  is  feared 
that  many  peojile  who  ."ire  now  missing 
are  drowned.  At  this  writing  it  is  impos- 
sible to  ascertain  the  loss  of  life  or  the 
value  of  property  destroyed.  The  extent 
of  the  former  is  painful  to  contemplate, 
while  that  of  the  latter  has  rendered  hun- 
dreds homeless. 

Versailles,  Mo. — The  Osage  river  is 
hieher  than  for  many  years.  Bottom 
farms  are  overflowed  and  wheat  fields  en- 
tirely under  water.  Great  loss  must  re 
suit  from  destruction  of  crops  by  high 
water. 


Bids  for  World's  Fair  Buildings. 
Washington,  June  10.-  -The  time  allowed 
for  the  entering  of  bids  for  the  erection 
and  completion  of  the  navy  department 
exhibit  of  the  World's  Columbian  exposi- 
tion expired  at  2  o'clock  today,  and  the 
big  pile  of  envelopes  upon  the  desk  of 
Capt.  Richard  W.  Meade,  the  representa 
five  of  the  navy  department  in  the  board 
of  control,  indicates  that  quite  a  large 
number  of  contractors  are  willing  and 
anxious  to  obtain  the  job.  Ihe  pro'jjosals 
are  in  two  parts,  one  for  furnishing  all 
the  Inbor  and  materials  required  for  the 
erection  and  completion  of  the  founda- 
tion, and  another  for  furnishing  all  the 
labor  and  materials  required  for  the  erec- 
tion and  ccjmpletion  of  the  upper  portion 
of  the  structure.  All  the  work  is  to  be 
completed  within  twelve  calendar  months. 
The  bids  will  probably  be  opened  to- 
morrow. Local  labor  men  have  haen 
asked  by  prominent  laborites  to  keep  an 
eye  on  the  awards  to  see  whether  it  is  not 
possible  to  secure  the  full  measure  of 
their  demands  for  an  eight-hour  day  and 
minimum  scale  of  wages. 


BIG  POT  OF  GOLD. 

Valuable  Treasure  Unearthed  After 
Twenty-lour  Years'  Concealment. 
Colitmbia,  S.  C,  June  10.— Great  excite- 
ment prevails  among  the  people  of  Ker- 
shaw over  the  finding  of  $1«}3,000  in  -jold 
and  other  valuable  treasure,  which  were 
buried  in  that  neighborliood  twenty-four 
years  ago  when  Sherman's  army  was  pass- 
ing through  South  Carolina.  The  officers 
of  the  bank  collected  the  money  and  the 
jewelry  and  brought  it  near  Hanging 
Rock  creek.  Kershaw  county,  to  bury  it. 
They  were  captured  by  Sherman's  men 
and  forced  to  give  up  their  treasure.  The 
soldiers  m  turn  appointed  one  of  their 
own  number,  named  Rhodes  to  bury  it. 
Among  the  treasures  was  a  gold  pitcher 
presented  by  the  ladies  of  Charleston  to 
Calhoun.  On  his  death  bed  a  few  days 
afterward  Rhodes  said  he  had  buried  the 
money  near  an  old  mill.  For  the  oast 
twenty  years  various  parties  have  been 
dii^'ging  for  the  buried  treasure,  but  with- 
out success.  Last  Friday  night,  however, 
it  was  secured  by  a  Mr.  Rhodes,  brother  of 
the  man  who  buried  it  and  a  Mr.  Swag- 
gart,  both  Northern  mtn.  They  have  dis- 
appeared.

Col.  R.  C.  Benton,  waived  the 
reading  of  the  indictment  charging  his 
client  with  grand  larceny  in  the  first 
degree  and  taking  !f4.'>00  from  the  Scandia 
bank.  Benson  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  to 
grand  larceny  in  the  8e3ond  degree.  He 
was  remanded  to  jail  to  await  sentence, 
uiitil  next  week.

Washington,  June  10.  -The  department 
of  statistician  of  the  department  of  agri- 
culture for  June  makes  the  acreage  in  cot- 
ton 97.7  per  cent  of  the  area  of  KSUO,  and 
the  average  condition  H't.l.  The  reduc 
tion  of  area  is  attributed  in  some  districts 
to  concentrated  contraction  on  account  of 
low  prices,  but  it  is  evident  that  it  is 
mainly  due  to  unfavor.ible  conditions  for 
planting  and  germination.  Planting  de- 
layed by  earyl  rains,  drought  in  the  latter 
half  of  April  followed  by  continued 
drought  in  May,  germination  arrested,  re- 
planting active,  defective  stands  cor- 
rected, are  the  features  of  the  record  fre- 
quently and  almost  universally  reported. 
The  general  condition  is  the  lowest  tor 
June  since  1874  though  it  is  only  a  frac- 
tion lower  than  that  of  1883  and  1880,  the 
latter  a  year  of  good  yield  through  favor- 
able later  conditions.

A  Relentless    Pnrsui    of    a  Prominent 
ex-Fenian's  Life. 

CnicAQo,  June  10.— M.  J.  Green,  one  of 
the  daring  men  who  sailed  on  the  Fenian 
shi])  Jackmel  for  Ireland  in  1867  with 
arms  for  the  Irish  insure jctionists,  fled 
from  CiiicRgo  last  night  in  terror.  Hunt- 
ed from  his  home  and  family  in  New  York, 
Green  has  been  mercilessly  "  pursued  from 
town  to  town  throughout  tl  e  West  by  em- 
issaries of  a  murderous  ging,  which  he 
believes  seeks  his  life.  Since  he  came  to 
Chicago  a  few  months  a  ^o  he  was  an- 
noyed less  than  usual  until  last  week, 
when  a  man  turned  up  at  2li3  West  Jack- 
son street,  where  he  boarded,  whom  he 
recognized  as  one  of  his  em  mies.  In  fear 
of  his  life.  Green  informed  Lieut.  Kipley 
of  the  circumstances  and  f  .ve  detectives 
were  detailed  on  the  case. 

There  were  no  developments  until  last 
Thursday  nigh.t,  when  the  persecuted  man 
on  retiring,  noticed  that  tie  lock  of  his 
bedroom  door  had  been  tampered  with. 
Being  fully  convinced  that  at  last  the 
time  had  come  when  the  thugs  would 
I'reak  in  or.  him  he  remained  up  all  night 
aud  placed  his  bed  against  the  door.  For 
six  hours  he  waited  and  listened  expect- 
ing every  moment  tahear  his  enemies  ap- 
proach. At  4  o'clock  in  ths  morning  he 
heard  stealthy  footsteps  on  the  stairs. 
The  door  knob  was  quietlj  turned,  but 
the  villians  realized  that  tht^y  had  been 
foiled  and  crept  away.  Tht  strange  men 
have  scarcely  left  his  path  since.  Dazed 
and  disheartened  with  no  jirospect  of  re- 
lief the  unfortunate  fellow  disappeared 
last  night. 

STATUE   UXVEILEl). 

The  Confederate  Dead  :-lemembered 
and  Honored  at  Frede-icksbur«. 
Feedebicksbubo,  Va.,  June  10. — The 
statue  to  the  Confederate  dead  was  un- 
veiled here  today,  with  imposing  and  ap- 
propriate exercises,  in  the  presence  of  a 
large  concourse  of  spectatc  rs.  Earlj  in 
the  morning  trains  from  t  le  north  and 
south  brought  in  a  great  nu  nber  of  visit- 
ors, and  by  noon  fully  6000  -itrangers  had 
arrived.  In  honor  of  the  occasion  the 
city  was  elaborately  aud  hat  dsomely  dec- 
orated and  the  day  is  ono  of  the  most 
memorable  in  the  city's  history.  The 
procession  formed  on  Priuceton  street 
and  after  an  hour's  parade  proceeded  to 
the  Confederate  cemetery  where  the 
statue  was  unveiled  and  the  gravos  of  the 
Confederate  dead  decorated.  The  ora- 
tion was  delivered  by  Gen.  Bradley  T. 
Johnson,  and  was  an  ablt  and  eloquent 
address.  He  paid  a  glowiig  tribute  to 
t)Oth  the  North  and  South  and  urged  that 
all  animosities  and  bad  feelings,  engen- 
dered by  that    terrible   sanguinary    strife. 


The  prospects  for  the    building    of  the 
Seventh  avenue  incline   railway    are    very 
b'right.

Silberstein, 
Pant«m  and  others  have  busied  themselves 
in  taking  papers  around    for    the    signa- 
tures of  any  and    all  who    are    willing  to 
take  one  or  more  lots  in  this  new  division, 
which  has  uot  yet  been  named.     Thus  far 
they  have  disposed  of  over  200  lots.     It  w 
desirable  to  dispose  of  500  lots,    in    order 
to  put  the  company  in    fair    shape.     The 
lots  are  sold    at  an  average  price  of  f  200, 
one-fourth  cash  aud  the     balance    in    one 
aud  two  years.     Although    the   land    was 
purchased  by  the  present     owners    about 
four  years  ago  there  will  be    no    profit  in 
the  disposal  of  these    lots    for    them.     It 
was  necessaay  to  start  the  ball  rolling  and 
sacrifices  had  to  be  made. 


A  New  Liumber  Industry. 
Duiuth  has  a  chance  to  receive  the  ben- 
efit of  a  large  lumber  manufactory  "  and 
distributing  yard  to  be  built  by  Tona- 
wanda  parties.  There  will  be  $100,000 
expended  in  the  business  and  100  men 
employed.  These  men  are  looking  to  the 
head  of  the  lakes  for  a  distributing  point, 
and  the  advantages  of  Duiuth  properly 
presented  will  bring  them  here. 

INVITED  SOITH. 

The  President  Gets    an  Invitation  to 
Raleigh  and  a  Present. 
Washington,  June  10.— A    delegation  of 
seventy-five   Southern   gentlemen,  headed 
by  Senator  Ransom,    waited    upon    Pres- 
ident Harrison  this    morning    and  invited 
him  to  attend    the  Southern  exposition  at 
Raleigh    in    October.      Senator     Ransom 
made  a  brief  address,  at  the  conclusion  of 
which  the  President  said  that    it  would  be 
impossible,  at  this    time,  to   definitely  ac- 
cept the  invitation.     He  anticipated  busy 
times  in  the  preparation    of  his    message 
to  congress  and  other  matters  incident  to 
its  reassembling,  but  he  a-sured  the  dele- 
gation  that    he   greatly    appreciated    the 
cordiality   of    the    invitation    and    if    he 
could  so  arrange   public    business    at    the 
time  of  the  opening  of  the  exp<»sitittn    he 
would  gladly  accept    it.       The   delegation 
then  presented  the  President  with  a  book 
made  of  Southern   pine,    inside   of   which 
are  samples  of  North    Carolina's    produc- 
tions of  cotton,    mica,    tobacco,    and   on 
which  was  inscribed  the  formal  invitation 
to  the  President  and  cabinet.

There  are  people  in  this  city  who  would 
make  us  believe  that  because  they  are  not 
coining  dollars  in  wild  speculation  as  they 
were  last  fall,  the  city  is  rapidly  going  to 
ruin.  Happily  such  is  not  the  case,  as 
may  be  seen  by  a  glance  at  the  bank  clear- 
ings of  sixty-two  cities  for  May  and  for 
the  first  five  months  of  the  year  in  the 
years  from  1S.S8  to  18;>1  inclusive.  These 
clearings  tell  a  story  of  Dnlutli  that  must 
greatly  strengthen  the  confidence  of  the 
Eastern  capitalist  in  this  young  and  grow- 
ing ci^y. 

What  is  this  story?  Simply  this:  Dur- 
ing May,  1891,  the  bank  clearings  of  Du- 
luth were  $t).0;U,7'.»a,  or  ■^CnJ'A  greater 
than  for  ISSX).  $l.l««.8y;5  greater  than  two 
years  ago  and  $;K)i>..532  greater  than  three 
years  ago.  How  was  it  in  other  large 
cities?  New  York's  decrease  from  May  of 
1890  was  |882.0(KJ,0()0;  that  of  Boston 
$115,000,0(X);  Philadelphia.  $.">C.000.000: 
Pittsburgh.  .$11,000,000;  Lowell.  ^200,000; 
Cincinnati,  |2.000.(KX1;  Columbus,  f  1,000,- 
000;  Cleveland,  $2,300,000.  Buffalo,  De- 
troit and  Worcester  are  the  only  Eastern 
cities  showing  increases,  Buffalo,  ;f;2,400,- 
000;  Detroit.  1^300,000  and  Worcester 
$200,000.  Buffalo's  good  record  is  prob- 
ably due  iu  great  measure  to  the  intimate 
trnflic  and  business  relations  she  holds 
with  Duluth. 

The  Northwestern  cities  make  almost 
as  gloomy  a  record,  with  the 
exception  of  Chicago  and  Duluth. 
Chicago  had  an  increase  of  $17,000,00<^), 
while  Omaha.  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul 
had  decreases  of  $6,."»0;),000,  «;8.0<X).000 
and  !|500,0(X)  respectively.  Minneapolis 
showed  no  change.  All  the  cities  of  the 
Middle  and  Western  South  showed  de- 
creases except  Nashville,  whose  gain  was 
f  9(X),000.  St.  Louis'  decrease  was  $10,- 
000,000  and  that  of  Kansas  City  was  $12,- 
0<^K>,000,  both  of  them  showing  a  most  de- 
plorable state  of  trade.  Along  the  coast 
and  in  the  far  South  the  situation  was 
equally  as  bad,  except  in  one  or  two  in- 
stances. Baltimore's  falling  off  amounted 
to  $12,0(W,000,  while  Galveston's  increase 
was  $12,000,000,  and  New  Orleans  just 
held  her  own. 

In  the  far  West  San  Francisco  showed  a 
gain  of  $l,fX)0,000  and  Denver  a  loss  of 
$3,400,0(H).  Los  Angeles  increased  $G00,- 
000,  Tacoma  $400,000  and  Portland  $2<X),- 
000.  Seattle  and  Salt  Lake  City  lost 
$6(X>,0f)0  and  $1,-500,000  respectively.  The 
Canadian  cities  of  Montreal  and  Halifax 
showed  no  variation  in  the  interval  of  a 
year. 

The  business  of  the  past  five  months 
shows  the  same  general  state  of  affairs.  Is 
there  anyone  who  will  have  the  hardihood, 
after  glancing  over  these  figures,  to 
say  that  Duluth  is  not  more  than  holding 
her  own  in  the  business  world?  The 
grand  total  of  the  country  for  May,  1891, 
was  $4,724,711,812,  as  against  $.5,815,610,- 
183  a  year  ago.  This  surely  means  that 
bnsincss  was  exceedingly  dull  throughout 
the  country  last  month.  The  clearings 
for  all  cities  for  the  first  five  mouths  of 
this  year  were  $22,372,«.59,210,  as  against 
$24,730,638,841  in  1890.  Is  there  any 
clearer  proof  that  business  everywhere 
has  been  depressed  for  some  time?  And 
Htill  in  the  face  of  this,  with  no  real 
estate  hilarity,  Duiuth  shows  a  decided 
advance. 


tij^atiim  have  made  him  so  full  of  facta 
bearing  upon  the  authorship  of  the  Shake 
spearau  plays,  utterly  refuting  all  that 
was  said  by  Mr.  IngersoU  upon  that 
brancli  of  the  subject,  that  a  single  lect- 
ure is  not  adequate  to  the  needs  of  an  un- 
abridged revelatiou,  and  after  the  manner 
of  oongrc8Hmeu  he  should  be  pennitteil 
to  extend  his  remarks  in  the  record.  Mr. 
IngersoU  has  not  given  critical  study  to 
the  tjuestion  of  authorship  and  his  state- 
ments were  left  by  Mr.  Donnelly  iu  a 
more  dilapidated  condition  than  the  rav- 
eled sleeve  of  care. 

Whether  the  appreciative  and  applaud- 
ing audienee  was  convinced  that  Bacon 
was  the  author  of  the  plays  or  not,  all 
thoughtful  hearers  must  have  felt  that 
Shakespeare's  title  was  cl«)udy  enough  to 
-itart  tlie  fog  horn.  .\ud  when  Shakes- 
peare is  dethroned,  who  was  there  in  Eng- 
land ai  the  time  more  likely  to  suc- 
ceed him  than  Francis  Bacon? 
Mr.  Donnelly  certainly  ]>resent8 
a  strong  case  .  for  the  great 
philosopher,  even  without  the  cipher  ar- 
gument, which  was  not  touehed  upon  last 
night.  He  got  Sir  Hubert  on  the  hip  with 
the  pomt  that  it  requires  inspiration  for 
an  i^nt)r,!nt  boy  to  write  correctly  a 
foreign  language,  which  the  author  of  the 
plays  did,  and  that  for  Shakespeare  to 
write  these  drauias  with  many  scenes 
fri>in  untranslated  Spanish,  Italian  and 
Scandinavian  romances,  would  have  re- 
<|uirid  a  greater  miracle  than  was  ever 
claimed  by  the  Bible. 

The  evidence  against  Shakespeare  and 
for  Bacon  rests  on  no  one  point,  but  is 
cniiHihitive  in  its  nature  and  comes  from 
innumerable  internal  and  external  sources. 
Bnt  so  strong  and  corroborative  are  the 
circumstances  marshalled  by  Mr.  Donnelly 
that  the  candid  hearer  must  place  the 
Durilen  of  proof  on  the  other  side.  The 
sage  was  happy,  too,  in  his  argument  for 
the  belief  in  an  intelligent  first  cause  and 
the  immortality  of  the  soul,  the  portrayal 
of  the  life  of  Shakespeare,  the  wonders 
that  have  come  from  Bacon's  discoveries, 
and  the  customs  of  England  in  the  Eliza- 
bethan age.  These  lectures  have  given 
the  whole  subject  a  new  interest  and  the 
plays  a  new  meaning  to  our  people.

SEEN  AND  HEARD. 

It  is  an  inspiring  sight  to  a  iiewspa|ier 
man  to  see  his  paper  universally  sub- 
scribed to  and  especially  to  see  that  it 
enters  all  the  homos  of  all  classes.  Last 
night  1  happened  to  be  walking  along 
'I'hird  street  just  behind  Tlui  Herald  car- 
riers. My  route  led  from  Sixth  avenue 
east  to  Fourth  avenue  west.  I  walked 
along  the  lower  side  the  street  and  in  all 
that  distance  there  were  not  half-a-dozen 
houses  at  the  door  of  which  did  not  lie  a 
Uera'.d,  fresh  from  the  press  or  at  which 
I  had  not  seen,  soon  as  the  boy  delivered 
the  paper,  an  arm  thrust  out  to  receive  it 
and  carry  it  inside.  .Vnd  it  struck  me  as 
worthy  of  remark  that  at  not  one  of  tht^se 
houses  did  I  see  any  other  newspaper. 
My  word  took  mo  a  few  afternoons  ago  to 
a  part  of  the  west  end  where  the  fine 
houses  are  not  so  numerous,  but  where 
honest,  sturdy  and  thrifty  day  laborers 
reside  in  scores.  The  saiue|oondition  pre- 
vail'd  there  »mly  that  The  Herald  was 
supplemehted  to  a  certain  extent  bj  the 
Daily  Union. 

There  is  some  satisfaction  in  being  on 
a  jury  after  all.  In  the  first  place  you 
have  the  sublime  consciousness  that  you 
are  serving  your  country — and  drawing 
the  opulent  sum  of  $2  a  day — and  in  the 
second  you  realize  that  you  couldn't  get 
off  if  you  tried  and  that  there  are  two 
score  more  kicking  on  the  law's  exacti- 
tude as  well  as  you  and  just  as  ineffec- 
tually. There  are  as  many  characters  as 
persons  in  the  jury  panel.  There's  the 
man  who  believes  the  judges,  sheriffs, 
clerks  and  all  the  officers  have  a  porfional 
malevoieuco  towards  him,  and  that  other- 
wise he  would  be  free;  this  man  is  very 
numerous.  Another  knows  it  all  and 
needs  no  explanation  of  anything,  others 
exhaust  every  means  to  escape  by  en- 
deavoring to  so  answer  questions  of  the 
counsel  as  to  induce  a  challenge.  The 
methods  of  counsel,  the  quick  rulings  of 
the  court,  the  severe  snubbings  too  fresh 
lawyers  get,  the  antiquated  and  cumber- 
some practices  in  rogue,  are  all  of  interest 
to  a  juror.

he  has.  That  William  Shakspere  could 
be  the  author  of  the  Shakspere  plays  was, 
I  think,  pretty  well  refuted  by  IngersoU 
in  his  lecture  favoring  that  side  of  the 
case."

It's  a  very  unpleasant  thing  wh««  a 
man  whose  time  is  worth  from  ^10  to  ;i;20 
a  day  in  business  is  compelled  to  sit  on  a 
jury  for  the  paltry  pittance  of  $2  and 
many  and  loud  are  the  complaints  that 
are  heard  in  the  vicinity  of  Ashtabula 
Heigh' s.  Under  the  best  circumstances 
there  is  but  little  pleasure  to  the  man  of 
business  to  spend  his  time  on  a  Jury  and 
occasionally  something  happens  that  puts 
him  out  of  sorts  with  the  whole  world. 
There  is  a  man  on  the  petit  jury  at  this 
term  of  court  who  has  gained  among  his 
fellow  jurors  the  reputation  of  being  the 
meanest  man  in  the  coun';y.  Whenever  a 
case  is  given  the  jury  for  deliberation  he 
flatly  refuses  to  cast  a  vote  until  he  has  a 
good  square  meal,  and  in  each  instance 
he  has  won  his  point,  although  on  one  oc- 
casion it  took  him  over  an  hour  and  a- 
half.  His  argument  is  that  he  cannot  de- 
liberate on  an  empty  stomach.

Did  you  ever  think  what  a  burden  is  im- 
posed on  a  community  for  the  benefit  of  a 
very  fev  persons  who  sue  each  other?  If 
you  take  up  the  court  calendars  of  the 
past  few  years  you  will  find  that  the  num- 
ber of  thf>se  who  go  to  law  over  some  dis- 
pute is  very  small;  that  some  persons  are 
at  law  all  the  time  and  are  compelling  the 
best  business  men  of  the  city  to  give  of 
their  valuable  time  in  order  that  they  may 
gain  their  point.  One  wouldn't  complain 
if  he  thought  that  by  giving  of  his  time 
he  was  doing  some  service  to  a  poor  man, 
for  in  most  cases  the  poor  man  doesn't 
figure.  It  is  generally  the  well-to-do 
against  the  well-to-do.  The  poor  man 
doesn't  of'on  ai)peal  to  the  higher  courts, 
for  the  reason  that  it  is  too  expensive 
and  he  can::ol  afford  to  take  any  risk  of 
defeat.  Occassionally  he  furnishes  a  case 
which  s'une  lawyer  is  willing  to  take  on 
the  pro.-poct  of  a  very  large  fee  if  success- 
ful.

NVardon  H.  G.  Stordiu-k  was  mi  llu' 
stand.  He  said  he  had  !«hi{»j>ed  >i>ii.e  tiOtH) 
bashels  to  Dniuth  in  188S>.  and  had  suf- 
fered a  K>ss  of  five  cents  per  Imshel  by 
reason  of  the  wheat  bein^;  graded  down. 
He  had  also  shipped  t<i  l^Iinueapolis. 
where  he  had  obtained  a  better  grade,  but 
had  been  dooked  nn>re.  He  had  been 
diK'ked  about  4lHK)  bushels  on  l.">0,tH"H) 
bnsihels  shipped.  He  had  applied  for  a 
reinspoction  aud  his  doeka^je  had  been 
sustained  by  a  few  sample  tvirs.  He  was 
sure  the  dockn^je  at  Minneapolis  was  fully 
douMe  what  it  should  have  beeti.  This 
was  thelirst  wheat  he  had  purchased  un- 
der the  present  inspection  rules,  and  in 
1S89  he  held  his  ^rade  on  only  two  cars 
shipped  to  Dnlnth.  In  ISiHJ  he  shipped 
to  Minneapolis  and  lost  his  grade  on  two- 
thirds  of  the  wheat  he  shipped  without 
cleaning. 

Mr.  Stordock  said  that  he  paid  some- 
thing over  f  llHHt  losses  on  weights  on  the 
crop  of  ISSt).  On  the  other  hand,  he  had 
gained  over  1(X)0  bushels  in  grade  on  the 
state  inspection.  On  the  crop  of 
he  lost  loot)  bushels  in  weight 
also  lost  in  grade. 

Mr.  Clausen  ijuestioued  him:  "You  say 
you  are  buying  wheat  for  the  Minneapolis 
A  Northern  company;  are  you  not?" 

"Yes." 

"Now.  hasn't  Mr.  Pillsbury.  the  head  of 
that  company,  a  man  on  the  tracks  to  pro- 
tect their  interest .'" 

"Yes." 

"Do  you  mean  to  say  that  he  does  not 
attend  to  his  duties'" 

"No:  but  I  think  I  would  know  more 
about  a  crop  than  he." 

The  witness  denied  that  he  was  getting 
most  of  the  wheat  at  Rothsay  because  he 
graded  higher  than  they.  He  said  that  he 
thoujjht  if  Mr.  Robinson  of  the  Northwest- 
ern company,  was  placed  on  the  stand  to 
testify  against  him,  ho  could  prove  that 
such  was  not  the  case. 

The  witness  demurred  against  bringing 
the  books  of  his  company  down  and  plac- 
ing them  on  the  stand  against  those  of 
the  Northwestern  company,  saying  the 
books  were  not  his  property.  He  tiually 
consented,  on  condition  that  his  company 
did  not  object,  and  Mr.  Childs  was  asked 
to  subpoena  Mr.  Robinson,  requiring 
him  to  bring  the  books  of  his  company 
with  him. 

Mr.  Stordiick  denied  that  he  had  cast 
any  blame  on  the  inspection  department 
in  Connection  with  his  loss  in  weights  and 
grades.  The  witness  was  then  askt^d 
questions  regarding  the  rules  of  grading 
wheat,  and  had  the  weights  correct,  but 
fell  down  on  the  quality,  saying  the  rules 
said  No.  1  iiorthern  siiould  be  (airly  clean. 

The  witness  admitted  in  this  connection 
that  he  tixed  his  own  stai.dnrd  on  live 
wheat,  and  that  it  was  by  this  standard  he 
judged  the  department:  and  he  would  not 
say  positively  that  the  department  gave 
the  terminal  men  the  advantage. 

A  lively  di.scus.<ion  then  ensued  a.s  to 
whether  i:ie  iii-Tostigntion  »;Kotil<l  lif  ex- 
tended to  the  country  elevators.  Mr. 
Clausen  wanted  it  extended  there  to  find 
out  where  the  real  fault  was,  and  to  clear 
his  department  of  charges  against  it. 
Gen.  Barrett  wanted  it  carried  to  the 
country,  as  did  also  John  Day  Smith,  who 
said  that  be  had  noticed  a  peculiar  sensi- 
tiveness every  time  the  country  buyer  was 
touched,  and  it  was  time  to  probe  to  the 
bottom. 

<'hairman  Geissel  and  Mr.  Moore  op- 
posed the  extension  of  the  investigation 
to  the  country  on  account  of  the  lack  of 
funds.  These  buyers,  he  said,  were  only 
buying  for  the  terminal  men,  and  it  was 
useless  to  investigate  the  little  fellows  and 
let  the  big  ones  go. 

The  debate  continued  for  half  an  hour, 
and  waxed  exceeding  warm  at  times. 
Gen.  Barrett  took  the  place  of  Mr.  Erwin, 
who  was  ntit  present.  It  was  finally  de- 
cided, on  motion  of  Mr.  Sevatson,  to  fol- 
low out  the  investigation  on  the  lina  sug- 
gester  by  Mr.  Clausen. 

Mr.  Clausen  gained  a  signal  victory  for 
the  inspection  department  all  the  way 
through,  and  the  final  stroke  capped  the 
climax. 

The  first  witness  of  the  afternoon  was 
It.  M.  McManus.  chief  weighmaster  at  Du- 
luth. Assistant  .\ttorney  General  Childs 
irished  him  to  explain  how  great  short- 
ages were  often  found  on  lake  vessels  sail- 
ing from  Dulath  to  Buffalo. 

The  witness  produced  slips  returned  by 
Julius  S.  Smith,  merchant  exchange 
weighmaster  at  Buffalo,  in  which  the  lat- 
ter reported  the  shortages  found  in  the 
cargoes  of  these  vessels.  The  "Western 
Reserve,"  loaded  from  elevator  D  at  Du- 
luth, on  one  occasion  was  780  bushels 
short.  The  oflBcials  were  at  a  loss  to  ac- 
count for  this. 

A  few  months  afterwards  the  vessel  was 
laid  up  for  repairs  and  the  missing  wheat 
was  discovered  in  the  lining  of  the  steam- 
er. On  another  occasion  a  vessel  had  a 
shortage  of  8M5  bushels,  but  the  wheat  had 
only  been  damaged  by  water,  and  561 
bushels  were  afterwards  dried  and  sent  to 
the  elevator  in  Buffalo. 

The  Duluth  shippers,  the  witness  said, 
expected  a  shortage  of  forty  pounds  to 
1000  bushels  in  wheat  sent  to  Buffalo. 
Each  cargo  was  generally  twenty-five 
bushels  short,  and  of  late  the  Duluth  par- 
ties made  very  few  complaints. 

Samuel  F.  Scott,  weighmaster  for  the 
board  of  trade  of  this  city,  said  that  he 
had  seen  a  great  deal  of  dirty  wheat 
shipped  from  Duluth.  wheat  which  con- 
tained at  least  <nie  and  one-half  pounds  of 
dirt  to  the  bushel.  He  was  engaged  in 
that  city  in  buying  "sweepings"  which  he 
sold  for  forty  and  fifty  cent*  a  bushel.  He 
testified  that  he  was  acquainted  with 
Frank  H.  Irons,  of  Minneapolis,  who  had 
a  room  in  the  chamber  of  commerce.  He 
knew  that  Mr.  Irons  received  |G(XX)  a  year 
for  making  the  wheat  prices  for  all  the 
private  elevator  men  in  the  Northwest. 
He  said  there  was  a  pool  whereby  all 
these  private  elevators  agreed  to  be  gov- 
erned by  the.'ie  prices.

.\  lar>,'e  and  cultured  audience  gathered 
at  the  Temple  Opera  house  last  night  to 
hear  Hon.  Ignatius  Donnelly  in  his  lec- 
ture on  the  authorship  of  ttie  Shakespear- 
ean j>lays,  in  which  he  incidentally  refers 
to  and  polishes  off  Mr.  Ingersoll's  reHec 
tions  on  Bacon  an<l  the  Bible.  Lawyers 
wtre  plentifully  sprinkleil  through  the 
auilieiice,  eager  tt>  claim  the  author  as  one 
of  their  professi.)n,  and  the  gathering  was 
noticeably  made  up  of  the  first  families  of 
MiniU'sotii.  All  present  seemed  en  rap- 
port with  the  speaker  in  his  8;dUtis  at  In- 
gersoll,  and  v,fiti  tUeply  interested  in  the 
case  of  Bacon  vs.  Shakespeare  et  al. 
Shakespeare  was  ijuite  cinnpletely 
kiH>cked  out  of  court,  aud  et  al.  was  not 
in  it  or  visible  at  the  close. 

The  ground  ct>vered  is  too  vast  in  ex- 
t<ut  to  bo  fully  touched  upon  here. 
Briifly  it  may  lie  summed  up  that  the 
play  right  spelled  his  name  Shakspere 
witli  nine  letters,  while  Bacon's  non-de 
plnme  was  spellt<d  Shakespeare,  with 
elevi  n  letters,  often  hyphenated.  For  an 
aristocrat  to  write  i)lays  or  share  in  their 
profits  would,  if  known,  disgrace  him,  and 
besides  many  of  the  plays  border  on  the 
treasonable  and  would  cost  hiin  his  place 
if  not  his  head.  There  were  no  maga- 
zines, critical  papers,  no  railroads,  tele- 
graphs, or  anv  modern  means  of  analyz- 
ing these  thini.'s  and  discovering  false 
claims  at  that  time.  The  present  is  the 
first  critical  age.  Wm.  Tell  and  Gessler 
are  acknowledged  myths,  and  Shake- 
speare's claims,  made  by  others,  not  by 
himself,  must  go  the  same  way.  Shake- 
speare's family  forever  back  of  him  was 
unable  to  read  or  write.  There  is  no  evi- 
dence that  he  hiinself  ever  wrote  any- 
thing Init  his  name  and  that  in  an  ignor- 
ant, unpracticed  style,  differing  in  the 
four  signatures  that  are  now  preserved. 
He  was  a  t>um  by  common  repute,  and 
all  th:tt  is  known  of  him  could  be  written 
.m  a  single  siieet.  When  he  died  he  willed 
away  his  clothes  and  second  best  bed,  but 
betiueathed  to  no  one  a  btiok  or  a  manu- 
script, and  thuro  is  no  evidence  there  was 
ever  such  a  thing  in  his  house.  His 
dauijhter  at  the  age  of  27  signed  her  name 
with  a  cross.  Many  of  the  plays  were 
taken  from  foreign  romances  that  were 
never  translated,  and  parts  of  the  origin- 
als were  written  in  elegant  French. 
Shakespeare  could  have  done  this  only 
through  inspiration.  The  plays  are  esti- 
mated to  add  r>•X)i^  words  to  the  English 
language  of  today  as  shown  by 
a  great  dictionary  now  being 
made         in  England.         The       words 

good  evening,  good  morning,  good  mor- 
row, etc..  were  never  used  in  England  pre- 
vious to  the  pl'iys,  and  in  Bacon's  manu- 
scripts are  found  sheets  on  which  he  was 
practicing  on  the  combinations  of  these 
words.  Bacon  was  imprisoned  by  a  Jew 
within  a  year  of  the  time  the  "Merchant 
of  Venice"  was  written  and  his  brother 
Antony,  the  .\ntouio  of  the  play,  came  to 
his  relief.  Theaters  in  that  time  were  low 
and  players  were  vagrants.  Traditions 
say  Shakespeure  was  often  publicly 
whipped.  Legends  may  be  false  but  they 
show  the  general  opinion  of  the  man  by 
the  people  amonj;  whom  he  lived.  Many 
expressions  in  the  plays  appear  contem- 
poraneously in  the  writings  of  Bacon. 
Reference  is  made  in  the  plays  tt>  facts  in 
law  cases  printed  in  Norman-Latin  in  old 
black  letter  which  language  was  a  sealed 
book  to  Shakespeare.  There  is  no  evi- 
dence that  Shakespeare  ever  owneil  any 
stock  in  the  Blackfriar's  theater,  or  that 
he  was  much  of  a  fellow  until  recently. 
Bacon  was  a  ri)ie  scholar  and  linguist,  ac- 
cepted the  Co[)ernican  theory,  foretold 
the  circulation  of  the  blood  before  Har- 
vey proved  it.  and  spoke  in  the  plays  of 
the         heart         as         the        center  of 

gravitation.  In  regard  to  the 
charges  of  bribery  against  Bacon, 
Mr.  Donnelly  pointed  out  the  manner  of 
paying  judges  in  that  time,  and  the  fact 
that  none  of  his  decisions  were  reversed 
by  the  honse  of  lords.  Bac<m  merely  fol- 
lowed the  customs  of  his  time,  the  salary 
from  the  government  being  only  nominal. 
The  mind  that  could  produce  those  plays 
would  know  their  value  and  provide  for 
their  presorvation,  but  Shakespeare  makes 
no  such  provision.  In  one  of  the  sonnets 
is  a  grand  prophecy  of  their  future  fame, 
but  Shakespeare  disposes  of  his  t)ld  clothes 
and  goes  hence  with  no  hint  that  the 
plays  were  his  or  that  he  saw  in  them  a 
sublime  philosophy.

A  cable  from  London  says  that  the 
directors  of  the  Bank  of  England  have 
decided  not  to  reduce  the  rate  u(  discount 
further  at  present,  owing  to  the  demands 
for  gold  from  Russia  and  Austria.  It  is 
understood  that  i'fJOO.OOO  went  to  Russia 
today.  It  was  also  stated  in  a  cable  dis- 
patch published  this  morning  that  £"200,- 
tfOO  went  to  Austria  Saturday.  This 
Austrian  demand  is  a  new  departure  in 
the  present  gold  movement.  The  street 
is  at  a  loss  to  account  for  it  except  it  is 
the  settlement  of  balances  and  a  financial 
weakness  in  .\astria  similar  to  that  in 
Germany  and  France.

Russia 
will  also  need  i'6,.5OO,00O  between  now- and 
October  to  pay  off  old  loans  held  chiefiy 
in  Holland.  The  if500,000  gold  which  was 
shipped  today  is  understood  tt)  be  for  the 
Rothschilds.  This  gold  movement  and 
the  apprehen>ii)ns  that  with  the  present 
state  of  affairs  more  gold  n'.ust  naturally 
be  withdrawn  from  here  had  a  tendency  to 
check  dealings  on  the  stock  exchange 
this  morning.  The  opening  figures  were 
firm,  however,  and  slightly  higher,  and 
during  the  first  hour  there  was  a  further 
slight  improvement.  At  11  o'clock  values 
were  up  ',j  to  I  percent,  but  in  the  hour 
tp  noon  pjrices  were  irregular.  The  noon 
figures  were,  however,  fractionally  above 
those  of  yesterday  in  most  cases.

Bank  in  Court. 
Philadelhhia.  June  10. — Director 
Ephraim  Young,  of  the  defunct  Spring 
Garden  National  bank,  was  nrraij.'ned  be- 
fore .Magistrate  Devlin  at  noon  today  on 
the  charges  preferred  against  him  of  con- 
spiring with  F.  W.  Kennedy,  president  of 
the  Spring  Garden  bank,  to  cheat  and  de- 
fraui^the  Mill  ward  Cliff  Cracker  company. 
The  charges  upon  which  Young  was  ar- 
rested were  preferred  by  Brown  Beltield, 
one  of  the  directors  of  the  cracker  com- 
pany, and  include  Frank  Brenton,  the 
missing  treasurer  of  the  company,  along 
with  Young  and  Kennedy.  They  set  out 
that  Young  was  president  of  the  cracker 
company,  and  that  he  couspired  in  the 
making  of  the  promissory  notes  issued  by 
the  cracker  company,  which  were  not  for 
the  benefit  of  the  company,  and  which,  in 
conjunction  with  President  Kennedy,  were 
deposited  in  the  Spring  Garden  bank 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  a  false 
credit  to  the  bank.  That  these 
notes  were  signed'  by  Frank  Benton,  the 
treasurer  of  the  company,  with  the  alleged 
knowledj^e,  but  without  the  signature  of 
Young  and  without  consideration  from 
the  bank,  aud  that  they  were  used  by  the 
bank  with  Young's  knowledge.  It  is 
charged  that  $52,000  of  the  fraudulent 
paper  was  issued  or  indorsed  by  the  Mill- 
ward-Cliff  Cracker  company.  The  firm 
of  Gaylord  &  Co.  which  appears  as  the 
maker  of  the  majority  of  the  notes,  is  a 
defunct  j)ie  bakery  concern  of  Buffalc , 
These  notes  are  indorsed  by  thcMillward- 
Cliff  Cracker  company,  Frank  Bonttm 
treasurer.  Benton  had  no  authority  to  in- 
dorse them  without  the  signature  of  Mr. 
Young  as  presid-nt.  The  bail  was  fixed 
at  .$20,000,  and  Mr.  Young  was  bound  over 
to  appear  at  the  next  term  of  court.  His 
bondsman  justified  for  the  amount  and 
the  hearing  adjournod.

Kingston,  Out.,  June  11.- 
^l»J^w  made  numuil  in  Catarmjui 
in  a  beautiful  little  valley  ^ith  its  velvet 
tields  and  peaceful  farm  houses,  and  wave- 
washed  by  the  waters  of  blue  (lutario 
were  placed  today  all  that  i.s  earthly  of 
the  lato  Sir  John  Macdouald.  With  almost 
roya'.  honors  and  amid  the  mourninj?  of  a 
nation,  the  body  of  the  dead  premier  was 
born  to  its  last  restiuj?  place.  On  all  the 
public  buildings  and  on  many  business 
houses,  the  national  colors  floated  at  half- 
mast.  Down  Princess  street  tlie  principal 
buildings  were  draped  in  festoons  of  black 
bunting  and  in  many  of  the  windows  wero 
portraits  of  the  dead  premier  draped  in 
black.  The  city  building,  in  which  the 
remains  lay  in  state  wa.s  magnificently 
draped.  .\n  immense  throng  of  people 
passed  into  the  hall,  viewed  the  remains 
and  then  emerged  from  the  rear.  An 
enormous  crowd  of  people  poured  into  the 
city  from  the  surrounding  country  this 
moriiing.  An  early  train  from  Ottawa 
brought  the  members  of  the  senate  and 
house  of  commons,  the  governor  general 
and  staff  and  others  who  were  to  take 
part  in  the  funeral.  The  cortege  moved 
at  noon.  The  various  civic  and  military 
bodies  quickly  fell  into  line  and  to  the 
booming  of  cannon  from  Fort  Henry  and 
the  solem  toll  of  the  city  and  church  bells 
the  march  to  the  grave  began.  The 
column  consisted  of  civic  societies,  police, 
cavalry  and  artillery,  hearse  with  body 
guard  of  cadets,  mourners,  governor  gen- 
eral and  staff,  army  and  navy,  provincial 
governor.s,  bishops,  cabinet,  judiciary, 
legislature,  provincial  assemblies,  consuls, 
deputy  ministers,  dej)utations  from  otl.er 
cities  and  citizens  generally.  The  cor- 
tege passed  along  Ontario  street  to  Prin- 
cess street  and  up  the  thoroughfare  to 
Cataratjui  cemetery,  a  distance  of  over 
three  miles,  .\rrivingat  the  cemetery,  the 
remains  were  taken  in  charge  by  the  Ma- 
sonic fraternity  and  interred  with  Masonic 
honors. 

The  plot  in  which  lie  the  remaiiis  is  on 
a  terrace  on  a  hillside.  The  dead  premier 
was  laid  beneath  the  plain  Scotch  granite 
shaft  on  which  the  single  word  "McDon- 
ald" stands  out  in  r.<lief.  The  plot  con- 
tains five  other  graves;  those  of  Kir  John's 
parents  and  sister  and  his  wife  and  child. 
A  more  beautiful  spot  for  the  repose  of  the 
illustrious  dead  could  hardly  have  been 
chosen.  In  front  is  Lake  Ontario,  to  the 
left  the  sjjires  of  Kingston.  Sir  John's  na- 
tive place.  The  air  and  ail  around  is  a 
typical  picture  of  Canadian  life. 

The  day  was  also  observed  as  a  day  of 
mourning  throughout  the  dominion  and 
during  the  progress  of  the  funeral  bells 
were  tolled  in  every  city  and  town  of  the 
country.  A  movement  is  taking  definite 
shape  for  a  national  monument  to  the 
dead  statesman  to  be  erected  by  popular 
subscription. 


Failure  in  Ne-w  Orleans. 
New  Oulkans.  June  11. — HoUoway  and 
Gardes,  limited,  one  of  the  largest  hard- 
ware firms  in  this  city,  have  gone  into 
liqaidaiion.  Proceedings  were  filed  in 
court  this  morning  and  commissioners 
appointed.  Most  of  the  indebtedness  is 
m  the  Northwest.  The  dull  season  and 
the  stringency  in  the  money  market  are 
given  as  the  cause  of  the  suspension. 


Killed  by  a  Crank- 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  June  11. — Benjamin 
Malthewson.  aged  24.  of  Brooklyn,  was 
shot  and  instantly  killed  here  yesterday 
by  R.  H.  Trask.  Trask  is  undoubtedly 
insane,  as  he  never  met  Matthewson,  but 
walked  up  to  him  in  the  street  and  shot 
him  dead.  Matthewson  is  a  married  man. 
Ui.>--  wife  and  two  small  children  were  with 
him.  Airs.  Matthewson's  grief,  when  in- 
formed of  the  muider  of  her  liuoband,  was 
terrible  to  behold. 


The  Santa  Fe's  Tracks. 
Kansas  City.  June  11. — For  two  days 
the  Santa  Fe  railroad  has  been  hiring 
scores  of  men  and  hauling  many  train 
loads  of  stone  to  Purcell  to  try  and  keep 
their  tracks  in  place.  The  high  water 
having  washed  away  nearly  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  of  track  and  undermined  much  more.

Walked  ofl  With  Their  Boodle. 
Nkw  Vobk,  June  11-     The  niammoth  dry 
goods  and  init*cellaneou8  establishment  of 
Hilton,   Hughes  A   Denninj,',  which   occu- 
l)ies  the  entire    block    bound,  d  by  Fourth 
avenue.      Brojidwny,     Ninth     and     Tenth 
strec^ts,  was  robbed    last    Friday  night    in 
the  cleverest    style    that  has  distinguished 
a  burglary  in   New    York  for   many  years, 
and  so  far    not  a  clew  has    been    obtained 
by  the    police   as    to   the    identity  of    the 
robbers.       The    thieves'    plan    for    their 
operation  was  exceedingly  clever.       They 
concealed    themselves    in    t!ie    store  some 
time    during  Friday  and    hail    themselves 
locked  in  the  buildiii;^.

The     robbers     easily     forced    the 
safe      and      ."secured      the      booty.       but 
now     all     their      ingenuity     had     to     be 
put  at  work  tt)  get  out.       .\s    the    lower 
tloor  was  encased  in  shutters  of    steel  and 
as  there  were  four  watchmen  ui\  the    out- 
side, placed  so  that  each  could    see    every 
inch  of  his  side  of  the  building,    this   was 
MO  easy    matter,     but    the     burglars     sur- 
mounted this  diiliculty  by  a  simple    plan. 
They  started  » fire  111    that     part    of    the 
basement  which  extends  under    the    side- 
walk and  then  hid  up  near  the    door    and 
awaited  developments.     The  heat  quickly 
broke  the  glass,  allowing    the    smoke   to 
escape  into  the  street.       The    smoke,    of 
course,    attracted    the    attention    of    the 
watchmen,  who,  after  sending  in  an  alarm, 
opened         a         little        door         in        the 
steel     shutter       covering       the       Fourth 
avenue  entrance  and  then  rushed  into   the 
store  and  into  the  basement  with    the    he- 
roic idea  of  extinguishing  the  flames.  This 
all  ha)>peued  as  the  robbers  had    foreseen, 
and  they    quickly    availed    themselves    of 
this  means  of  exit  and  escaped  with  their 
booty  unnoticed.     The    fire    was    quickly 
extinguished  by  the  firemen  upon  their  ar- 
rival and  the    building    locked    up.

The  Indiana  Politician  Nursing  a 
sire  for  the  Vice- Presidency. 
Chicago.  June  11.— The  secret  visit  paid 
to  this  city  last  week  by  ex-Governor 
Gray  of  Indiana,  and  the  fact  that  while 
here  he  was  in  conference  with  several 
prominent  democrats,  creates  a  good  deal 
of  speculation  in  political  circles.  Those 
with  whom  he  conferred  are  mum  and  in- 
dicate by  their  manner  that  a  solemn  in- 
junction was  placed  upon  them  to  say 
nothing  of  the  object  of  the  visit.  It  is 
known,  however,  that  the  noted  Indiana 
politician  is  pulling  a  great  many  wires, 
and  doing  a  great  amount  of  (juiet  work 
in  anticipation  of  the  next  democratic 
national  convention,  when  he  proposes 
once  more  to  come  to  the  front  as  a  can- 
didate for  the  vice- presidential  nomina- 
tion. Should  President  Harrison  be  re- 
nominated, there  is  nothiii  ;  that  Gray 
would  enjoy  better  than  a  contest  with 
him  in  their  own  state.  One  of  those 
whom  he  met  at  his  recent  visit  is  authori- 
ty for  the  statement  that  the  old  feud  with 
Senator  McDonald  has  been  covered  up, 
and  that  if  Gray  forges  to  the  front  "Old 
Saddle-bags"  and  his  following  will  fall  in 
under  the  ei-g»>vernoi's  banner.  Gray 
himself  believes  that  should  Indiana  be 
given  a  place  on  the  next  Presidential 
ticket,  it  might  be  counted  for  the  demo- 
cratic column  just  as  surely  as  any  one  of 
the  SoU'heru  states.

Pitcher  Duke  and  Shortstop  Shugart 
Desert  the  Minneapolis  Team. 
Minneapolis,  June  11. — The  American 
association  agents  now  in  this  city  have 
succeeded  iu  getting  Duke,  pitcher,  and 
Shugart,  shortstop  of  the  Minneapolis 
team,  and  Vickery,  pitcher,  and  Grim, 
catcher  of  the  Milwaukee  team,  to  sign 
with  the  Baltimore  association  team.  The 
Western  magnates  will  make  a  determined 
legal  fight  against  the  move. 


Several  Soldiers  Indicted. 
Walla  Walla,  Wash..  June  11. — A  re- 
port has  been  made  to  the  superior  court 
by  the  grand  jury  which  investigated  the 
lynching  of  A.  J.  Hunt  by  United  States 
soldiers.  A  true  bill  was  found  against 
only  seven  enlisted  men  in  the  Fourtli 
United  States  cavalry,  although  the  jury 
were  satisfied  that  there  were  a  number  of 
others  equally  guilty.  This  belief  was 
not  supported  by  sufficient  evidence  to 
indict.  The  jury  believed  that  precaution 
would  have  prevented  the  outrage,  and 
that  the  sheriff  was  taken  by  surprise. 
The  latter,  however,  should  have  given  a 
general  alarm.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  troops  at  Walla  Walla  be  exchanged 
to  some  other  fort  in  view  of  the  present 
feeling  against  them. 

The  Whisky  Trust. 
Chicago,  June  11. — Rumors  indicate 
that  the  whisky  trust  may  not  have  such 
a  monopoly  as  it  thinks  it  has.  Whole- 
sale liquor  dealers  and  rectifiers  are 
forming  a  combination  to  build  a  dis- 
tillery of  their  own  that  will  be  the  largest 
in  the  world  and  enable  them  to  make 
tlieir  own  whisky  at  their  own  price. 
There  will  be  no  difficulty  in  raising  the 
money,  as  the  individual  tax  on  ee.ch  dis- 
tiller or  dealer  will  amount  to  something 
less  than  $5000.  All  the  preparations  for 
this  anti-trust  move  are  being  made  on 
the  quiet,  and  it  is  with  great  reluctance 
that  whisky  men  acknowledge  they  are  in 
sympathy  with  it,  as  they  fear  the  antag- 
onism of  the  all-powerful  trust.

— It  is  said  ex-Sena- 
tor Iiigalls  has  been  tendered  tiie  chancel- 
lorship of  Washington  university,  this 
city.  A  friend  of  the  university  recently 
ofl'eredto  d<mate  $1(M).(KK)  if  ,,  chancellor 
was  secured,  and  it  is  believed  the  Kansas 
statesman  will  accept. 

A  Bookkeeper  Goes  Wrong. 
New  Yobk,  June  11.— Wm.  H.  Forest, 
bookkeeper  in  the  office  of  the  Church- 
man, pleaded  guilty  to  forgery  yesterday 
and  was  sent  to  the  Elinira  reformatory. 
It  is  thought  the  young  man  stole  more 
than  $;JO,000  from  the  firm.  He  admits 
having  taken  $10.(K)0.  His  stealings  have 
been  going  on  for  over   eighteen    months 

•Rejects  the  Apportionment  Bill. 
Inuianai'olih,  June  11.— (i„vt,rnor  Ho- 
vey  yesterday  issued  his  proclamation  de 
daring  the  laws  passed  by  the  legislature 
to  be  in  force,  but  made  a  special  except- 
ion of  the  aportionment  bill,  claiming 
that  this  act  was  never  presanted  for  his 
approval.

The  British  Weekly  says:  ''The  revela-

The  correspondent  of  the  Times  at  Vi- 
enna says  that  the  bacc«  rat  scandal  has 
caused  a  sensation  iu  army  circles  on  the 
continent,  especially  in  countries  where 
the  prince  of  Wales  holds  honorary  mili- 
tary rank.  The  corref j>ondent  directs 
attention  to  the  fact  that  in  Austrian  gen- 
eral, who  was  found  to  have  condoned  in 
a  siinil.ir  manner  to  that  adopted  by  the

ner in  which  the  prince  jf  Wales  keeps 
secrets;  tiis  candid  opinion  of  the  hostess 
■)f  Tranbyeroft;  the  true  f  nd  only  reason 
wiiy  he  was  called  upon  to  sign  "that 
document;"  how  the  princK  oi  Wales  plays 
the  role  of  banker;  why  he  carries  his 
own  baccarat  apparatus  about  with  him: 
the  nonsen^^e  that  occurred  among  the 
party  on  both  nights  ol  the  play;  and 
last,  but  not  lea.^t,  Lady  Brooke's  reason 
lor  breaiiiag  her  ijroinise  1<»  the  prince  of 
Wales  that  she  would  not  utter  a  single 
word  about  the  affair  to  a  living  being. 

An  Ecclesiastic  iJone. 
Rome,  June  11. — The  distinguished 
Italian  ecclesiastic,  Rev.  Father  Curie, 
died  today.  He  was  born  in  IHOO,  and 
was  a  foremost  and  eloquent  pulpit  orator 
of  tlie  s:)ciety  of  Jesus.  Father  Curie 
founded  the  civita  catholica.  In  1857  he 
was  expelled  from  the  society  of  Jesus  for 
opinions  expressed  by  hire  with  regard  to 
the  temporal  power  of  the  pope.  Later 
he  retracted,  and  he  has  for  years  past 
been  engaged  on  a  transit  tiou  of  the  Old 
Testament  with  the  formal  approval  of 
ecclesiastical  authorities. 


Rioting  at  Bremen. 
Bbemkn,  June  11. — The  striking  firemen 
of  the  North  German  Lloyd  Steamship 
company  this  morning  enj ;agcd  iu  rioting 
and  were  promptly  attacked  by  the  police 
with  swords.  A  desperate  struggle  ensued 
and  the  police  were  so  haully  pre.ssed  by 
the  strikers  that  it  was  found'  necessary  to 
call  the  fire  brigade  to  their  assistance. 
After  a  number  of  the  rioters  had  been 
wtunded  by  the  swords  of  the  policemen, 
order  was  restored.  Several  arrests  have 
been  made. 


Excitement  in  Mozambique. 
London,  Juno  11. — Mtzainbique  dis- 
patches report  great  excitiment  as  pre- 
vailing there  owing  to  the  fact  that  Chief 
Gouveia  with  4(K)0  followers  has  rebelled 
against  the  authority  of  Portugal,  and  in 
favor  of  the  establishmtnt  of  a  British 
protectorate.  The  chief  -ules  over  the 
territory  situated  between  the  Zambe.si 
and  the  Pungwee  rivers.  Portuguese 
troops  have  been  sent  to  s  ippress  the  re- 
bellion. 

Anti-Baccarat  C-usade. 
Nottingham,  June  11.- -The  anti  bac- 
carat crusade  has  evidently  begun  and 
w)ll  jjrobably  extend  rap  dly  all  over  the 
kingdom.  The  landlord  of  the  Albert 
notel  was  arrested  and  lined  £10  today 
and  his  license  was  revokud  for  keeping 
his  house  open  after  regulution  hours  and 
permitting  the  obnoxious  baccarat  to  be 
played  therein.  Five  others  who  were  in- 
dulging in  this  game  so  much  loved  of 
the  prince  of  Wales  were  lined  £1  each. 

The  Prince  Must  Explain. 
London,  June  11. — It  is  said  that  the 
([Ueen  is  so  deeply  stirred  jp  over  the  bac- 
i-arat  revelations  that  she  has  directed  the 
prince  of  Wales  to  make  a  i  early  personal 
exjilanation  of  his  conduct ,  and  that  some 
of  the  prince's  associates  in  the  game  may 
l)e  made  to  feel  the  roj  al  displeasure. 
The  secretary  of  state  for  war  has  been 
overwhelmed  with  letters  lemanding  that 
action  be  taken  against  the  implicated 
officers. 

Guilty  as  an  Accomplice. 
London,  June  11. — Tie  jubranj  or 
regent  of  Manipur  has  bejn  found  guilty 
of  responsibility  for  the  murders  of  Grim 
wood,  Quinton  and  the  others,  the  sent- 
ence to  await  the  approval  of  the  home 
government.  The  jubranj.  it  appears 
from  the  evidence,  did  not  actually  par- 
ticipate in  the  massacre,  ks  did  the  sene- 
patty,  but  was  in  the  palace  at  the  time 
and  might  have  prevented  it. 

Hurrying  Hithe  -ward. 
Beblin.  June  11. — By  orders  of  the  au- 
thorities no  more  of  the  lefugee  Russian 
Jews  are  permitted  to  enter  Berlin,  and 
their  passage  through  Geimany  is  hast- 
ened as  much  as  possible,  very  few  being 
allowed  to  wait  in  Chariot  enburg  beyond 
the  intervals  between  trains.  The  major- 
ity of  the  refugees  are  on  their  way  to  the 
United  States. 

A  Great  Day  for  Boys. 
London,  June  11. — A  Constantinople 
dispatch  says  that  the  tultan  has  been 
celebrating  with  great  eclat  the  circum- 
cision of  his  three  yoni  gest  sous,  5(H)0 
poor  children  undergoing  the  ceremony  at 
the  same  time,  at  the  e  iltan's  expense. 
The  city  has  been  illuminated  and  rejoic- 
ing generally  over  the  sacred  occasion. 

Will  Die  of  Ba.jcarat, 
IjOndon.  June  11.  The  ?arl  of  Warwick, 
father  «f  Lord  Brooke,  wlose  wife,  Lady 
Brooke,  has  been  promiiur.tly  mentioned 
in  connection  with  the  ba;carat  scandal,  is 
in  a  critical  condition  of  lealth,  and  his 
sou  is  at  Warwick  castle  i.ttending  him. 

The  Prince  Reprieved. 
Vienna,  June  11. — The  Austrian  heir 
apparent,  the  archduke  F  "anze,  is  recov- 
ering from  a  severe  attack  of  illness, 
which  has  caused  great  anxiety  to  the  im- 
perial family.

The  President's  Letter  on  the  Philadel- 
phia Bank  Matter. 

Philadelphia,  June  11. — The  following 
is    President    Harrison's    letter  to  Mayor 
Stuart: 
H©n.  Edwm  S.  Stuart,  Philadelphia. 

SiB — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
June  1  and  in  reply  thereto  say:  The 
comptroller  of  the  currency  is,  under  the 
law,  in  immediate  and  in  a  large  sense  in- 
dependent control  of  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  national  banks.  Everything 
relating  to  the  examination  of 
such  banks,  to  the  appointment  of 
receivers  and  to  the  winding  np 
of  insolvent  banks  is  under  his 
direction.  An  examination  of  the  rela- 
tion of  his  office  to  the  Keystone  National 
bank  will,  therefore,  disclose  all  that  has 
been  done  by  the  treasury  department. 
The  secretary  of  the  treasury  was  absent 
when  your  letter  was  received,  but  upon 
his  return  this  morning  I  conferrad  with 
him  and  the  comptroller,  and,  as  a  result 
of  that  conference  the  comptroller  stated 
that  he  would  prepare  at  once  a  full  state- 
ment of  his  entire  action  in  connection 
with  the  Keystone  bnnk.  Very  truly

Dedication  of  the  Ne'w  Astronomical 
Observatory  of  Carlton  College- 
NoBTHFiELD,  Miuu.,  Juue  11. — This  was 
a  gala  day  or  Northfield.  It  was  com- 
mencement day  for  Carlton  college  and 
the  regular  commencement  program  was 
carried  out.  A  class  of  thirteen  gradu- 
ated, eight  of  whom  were  ladies.  The 
most  interesting  and  important  even*  of 
the  day,  however,  was  the  dedication  of 
the  new  observatory  of  the  college.  This 
observatory  has  two  domes,  which  are  re- 
spectively 17  and  30  feet  in  diameter.  The 
structure  is  78  feet  east  and  100  feet  north 
and  south.  It  has  a  meridian  circle  made 
in  Hamburg.  This  instrument  has  a  focal 
length  of  58  inches.  This  circle  was  pre- 
sented to  Carlton  by  J.  J.  Hill,  of  the 
Great  Northern  railway  and  cost  |>5000. 
Two  Howard  clocks  and  a  Bond  chronome- 
ter are  part  of  the  equipment.  In  the 
north  middle  room  is  a  3-inch  transit  and 
in  the  small  dome  an  8 '4  Clark  equatorial. 
The  new  instrument  i«  a  16-inch  equa- 
torial and  is  provided  with  a  fine  large 
universal  spectroscope  which  has  a  photo- 
graph attachment  for  recording  spectra. 
The  object  glass  was  made  from  Dr.  Bast- 
ing's new  formula,  which  promises  a  de- 
fining power  of  great  excellence.  There 
is  an  astronomical  library  of  1750  vol 
umes  and  4(X)  useful  pamphlets.  The  ob- 
servatory receives  all  telegraph  annotmce- 
ments  of  new  astronomical  discoveries 
from  Harvard  through  the  courtesy  of 
Professor  Pickering. 

Comptroller  Lacey  and  the  Keystone. 
Washington,  June  11. — Comptroller  La- 
cey completed  his  statement  of  the  con- 
nection of  his  office  with  the  olo.nng  of 
the  Keystone  National  bank  of  Philadel- 
phia today,  and  handed  it  to  Secretary 
Foster  for  his  information.  The  state- 
ment is  very  elaborate  and  contains  all 
the  correspondence  that  has  passed  be- 
tween Comptroller  Lacey  and  Examiner 
Drew.  Mr.  Lacey  takes  the  ground  that 
the  t>flice  of  the  comptroller  of  the  cur- 
rency can  only  be  investigated  by  con- 
gress or  by  United  States  officials,  and 
that  it  would  be  manifestly  improper  that 
its  business  should  be  subject  to  an  exam- 
ination by  any  municipality  that  desired 
to  inspect  it.

The  center  of  general  trade  is  always  on  the  level  land,  most  convenient  to  the  center 
of  commerce,  and  conveYiient  to  this  without  being  in  it  is  the  most  valuable  residence  property.

I  am  not  surprised  to  see  that  your  cir- 
culation is  steadily  increasing,  and  you 
account  for  it  by  the  assertion,  which  is 
sustained  by  the  past,  that  you  "stand  up 
and  fight  for  the  interests  of  Duluth,  and 
Duluth  only,"  and  that  your  columns  are 
"as  free  as  the  air  to  any  interest  that  will 
add  to  the  development  of  Duluth.'' 

All  the  development  in  your  neighbor- 
hood will  to  a  certain  point  aid  that  of 
Duluth  proper.  The  manufacturing  de- 
v«lopment  along  St.  Louis  river  and  bay 
will  aid  the  commercial  development  of 
Duluth  proper,  unless  the  financial  center 
moves  away  from  it.  The  boomers  of 
the  St.  Louis  bay  suburbs  say  that  "the 
center  of  the  future  line  of  shipping  will 
be  about  midway  between  Minnesota 
Point  and  Spirit  Lake,"  for  the  reason 
that  "the  center  of  general  trade  is  always 
OB  fche  level  land  most  convenient  to  tho 
c«ifter  of  commerce." 

The  last  sentence  is  a  perfect  descrip- 
tion of  Minnesota  Point  in  its  relation  to 
Duluth  proper.  But  the  land  speculator 
and  "Wisconsin  will  never  allow  Duluth 
to  bridge  the  canal."  With  the  bridge 
Duluth  yirtiper  will  be  the  commercial 
center  forever.      Without  it,  no.

Samuel  F.  Scott,  board  of  trade  wei>jh- 
master,  St.  Haul,  aj:jiun  was  «>ii  t!ie  stmid 
yesterday  in  tho  wheat  iimuiry.  He  wa.< 
asked  by  Geii.  Barrt-tt  if  he  ever  knew  of 
a  change  in  the  price  of  wheat  to  be 
ordered.  He  said  that  June  2,  lSj<t>.  Mr. 
Irons  i>rdered  an  advance  of  tive  cents  a 
bushel  on  some  wheat  and  next  day  a  re- 
duction of  three  cents  on  certain  grades. 
The  witness  said  that  each  menil>er  of  tht- 
combine  was  assessed  to  pay  Irons'  *t'>U(X) 
salary.  U«  then  said  that  there  was  a 
committee  which  fixed  the  prices  ordin- 
arily, but  that  in  their  absence  Irons  had 
authority  to  fix  the  prices  arbitrarily. 
Trie  only  member  t>f  the  committee  he 
knew  was  a  Mr.  Chambers. 

t'harles  Canning  followed  Mr.  Scott. 
He  said  it  would  not  be  surprisius^  if  there 
was  an  overage  of  ll.lHM)  bushels  in  hand- 
ling 56,0CK),tXH)  bushels.  He  thought  a 
dockage  of  an  ounce  to  a  bushel  was 
too  much.  Neither  did  he  think  one- 
fourth  of  .  n  ounce  would  be  right,  but  he 
thought  it  could  be  done  in  less  than  an 
ounce.  He  would  not  say  that  he  had 
ever  asked  for  less  than  an  ounce  in  buy- 
ing. 

•■What  do  you  think  the  effect  of  post- 
ing 300.0^1  bushels  of  damagedwheat  would 
be?"  he  was  asked. 

"In  my  opinion  the  receipts  of  the  ware- 
house in  which  that  wheat  was  stored 
would  be  demoralized  until  such  time  as 
it  could  have  been  known  on  what  re- 
ceipts the  damaged  wheat  would  apply. 
I  think  it  would  rather  bear  the  wheat 
than  bull  it.  I  do  not  think  it  would 
aCfected  the  wheat  in  Minneapolis  if  the 
Duluth  wheat  had  betn  posted,  but  it 
would  have  paralyzed  the  business  of  the 
elevator  in  which  the  wheat  was  stored 
for  a  time.'" 

Finally,  upon  questioning,  he  admitted 
that  if  the  wheat  was  damaged  by  natural 
causes,  it  would  affect  the  whole  crop  of 
the  state.  He  repeated  the  statement  that 
he  did  not  think  the  damaging  of  3<.H).(XK) 
bushels  of  wheat  would  affect  the  market. 
Gen.  Barrett  next  took  the  witness  in 
hand  but  failed  to  draw  out  anything  new 
and  he  was  turned  over  to  the  tender 
mercies  of  Mr.  Clausen. 

Mr.  Clausen  began  his  examination  by 
asking  about  complaints  Canning  had 
been  making  against  the  department. 
The  witness  said  that  in  ISSU  he  had 
shipped  between  70,(KX)  or  80,0<X)  bushels. 
He  had  received  No.  1  northern  on  a  num- 
ber of  cars  that  he  thought  should  have 
been  No.  1  hard.  He  held  out  many  cars 
for  reinspection.  but  had  failed  to  receive 
much  satisfaction.  The  wheat  was 
bleached,  he  admitted,  but  he  thought  it 
was  not  badly  damaged,  and  he  had  heard 
that  it  would  make  "lots"'  of  flour,  which 
he  took  to  mean  that  it  would  make  a  large 
amount  of  good  flour  in  proportion  to  the 
quantity  of  wheat. 

Mr.  Clausen  tried  in  vain  to  get  the 
witness  to  tell  what  he  knew  of  the  efTect 
of  bleaching  of  wheat  for  milling  pur- 
poses. He  tinally  gave  it  up  and  stated 
to  the  committee  himself  that  if  wheat 
was  even  slightly  bleached  the  bran  would 
not  separate  well  from  the  flour,  and  it 
would-not  make  a  tirst-class  quality  of 
flour,  like  No.  1  hard  or  good,  bright 
wheat. 

Mr.  Canning  thought  he  had  made  com- 
plaint in  September  1869,  and  called  for 
reinspection.  Mr.  Clausen  produced 
records  showing  that  the  witness  had 
shipped  twenty  cars  between  Sept.  2  and 
Oct.  14.  18M>,  and  has  not  called  for  a  re- 
inspection. 

The  fact  was  developed  that  some  of 
the  wheat  Mr.  Canning  shipped  from  his 
elevator  at  Hendrum  was  green,  dirty  and 
bleached,  and  he  thought  it  should  have 
been  No.  1  hard. 

"Now,"  said  Mr.  Clausen,  "'when  I 
graded  some  samples  of  your  No.  1  hard 
you  thought  my  judgment  was  all  right; 
when  I  disagreed  with  you  and  refused  to 
raise  another  lot  to  No.  1  northern,  you 
think  my  judgment  is  poor,  don't  yon?'" 
'•No,  I  still  think  your  judgment  is 
good,  but  I  don't  think  the  grading  was 
uniform." 

Mr.  Canning  would  not,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, admit  that  the  wheat  he 
shipped  from  Hendrum  and  complained 
of  was  bleached.  He  only  said  it  was 
tinged. 

The    inspector    reac    a    letter  from  Mr. 
Hodgson,  who    had    gone  to   Hendrum  to 
investigate   the   complaints    against    the 
department  from  that  town.       He    found 
that  the  wheat  would    have   graded   No.  1 
hard  had  it   not   been  for  the  fact  that  it 
was     weather-beaten    and     had    lost     its 
brightness.       Mr.  Canning's    elevator,  al- 
though the  smallest  of  three  located  there, 
was  getting  most  of  the  grain.     This  was 
probably  due  to  the  fact  that  he  was  giv- 
ing a  higher  grade  than  the  others.      The 
farmers   at    other  stations  were  shipping 
their   own   wheat    and   the  elevator    men 
were  howling  on  this  account. 
I^Mr.  Clausen  continued  his   examination 
of  Canning  this  afternoon    for    two  hours. 
Canning  tinally  admitted  that   the    wheat 
was    damaged    to    some    extent,    but    he 
thought  it  was  not  damaged    to  any  great 
extent.     Canning    is    one    of    the  hardest 
witnesses  that  have    yet  come    before  the 
committee.     He  was  tinally  forced  to  ad- 
mit that  he  had  obtained    a    better  grade 
for  his  wheat  at  the  terminal    point    than 
h«  gave  at  home.     He  said  that  a  number 
of  his  friends  said    they    could    do  better 
with  their  wheat  at    home  than  in  Duluth. 
He  did  not  know  that  this  was  true. 

Mr.  Clausen  explained  the  nature  of  the 
crop  of  1889,  tbe  wheat  being  of  a  pecu- 
liar green  tinge,  such  as  had  not  before 
been  made.  Millers  complained  of  the 
wheat  and  complaint  came  from  all 
sources.  Some  of  the  wheat  was  analyzed 
by  Professor  Harper,  of  the  state  experi- 
mental station.  It  was  all  off  color  except 
the  best  grade,  and  the  cause  was  proved 
to  have  been  the  hot  waves  of  that  sum- 
mer. The  confidence  in  the  Minnesota 
crop  was  somewhat  shaken  in  the  East, 
but  A.  J.  Sawyer  went  to  Buffalo  and  suc- 
ceeded in  partially  restoring  it. 

The  inspector  held  a  consultation  with 
Governor  Merriam  with  regard  to  the  pub- 
lication of  the  letter  from  Professor  Har- 
per on  the  cause  of  the  condition  of  the 
wheat,  as  it  would  aid  to  restore  the  con- 
fidence to  the  state  grain  department.  He 
knew  the  result  would  be  good  so  far  as 
the  East  was  concerned,  but  the  governor 
said:  "Stand  by  your  grades.''  All  this 
time  the  farmers  in  the  Fifth  district  were 
making  a  great  howl. 

W.  W.  Erwin  objected  to  the  statement 
of  Mr.  Clausen.  "His  statement,"  said 
the  attorney,  "was  made  as  an  excuse. 
This  is  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  but 
not  to  the  committoe.     It    is   not    certain

Personnel  of  the  New  Court. 
The  new  court  of  private  land  claims, 
created  by  act  of  the  last  congress,  and 
tilled  by  appointment  of  the  President 
yesterday,  is  of  special  interest  to  the 
West.  Tlie  Herald  yesterday  gave  the 
list  of  justices.  They  will  hold  cftice  till 
December  1895,  and  are  briefly  biographed 
as  follows: 

Joseph  H.  Reed  of  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa, 
chief  justice  of  the  court  of  private  land 
claims,  was  born  in  Ohio  in  1836.  served 
throughout  the  war  in  the  Union  army, 
studied  law,  was  appointed  judge  of  the 
district  court  of  Iowa  in  1882,  and  judge 
of  the  supreme  court  in  1884;  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Fifty-tirst  congress.  In  politics 
he  is  a  republican. 

William  \V.  Murray  of  Huntington,  Car- 
roll county,  Tenn.,  asst)ciate  justice,  is  55 
years  of  age,  a  lawyer  of  high  standing  at 
the  bar,  and  was  a  general  in  the  Union 
army  during  the  war,  and  was  recom- 
mended for  appointment  by  every  mem- 
ber of  the  supreme  court  of  Tennessee. 
Mr.  Murray  is  a  republican  in  politics. 

Henry  C.  Sluss.  of  Wichita,  Kas.,  asso- 
ciate justice,  is  50  years  of  age,  lias  been 
judge  ot  the  district  court  and  is  a  lawyer 
of  the  highest  standing  at  the  Kansas  bar.

A  Juror  Objects  to  a  Statement  Made 

About  Him. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald. 

Under  the  heading  of  "Seen  and  Heard'' 
in  your  last  evening's  paper  is  an  item 
touching  upon  the  experience  of  jurors  in 
the  jury  room,  having  reference  to  an  in- 
cident that  occurred  recently  and  which 
reflects  somewhat  severely  upon  me. 
Though  my  name  is  not  given  out,  ray 
eleven  companions  well  know  who  is  re- 
ferred to,  as  being  termed  in  said  para- 
graph ''the  meanest  man  iu  the  county." 
The  informant  further  states  that  "when- 
ever a  case  is  given  to  the  jury  the  juror 
referred  to  flatly  refuses  to  cast  a  vote 
until  he  has  partaken  of  a  good  square 
meal  and  in  each  instance  has  won  his 
point,  although  on  one  occasion  it  took 
him  one  hour  and  a  half."  This  I  deny 
in  my  answer  i.  e.  so  far  as  the  application 
of  the  word  "whenever"  applies. 

Now  as  to  the  statement  of  facts  and 
conclusions  of  law  in  the  premises.  I  had 
served  as  a  juror  the  dsy  previous  to  this 
day  cited  of  unpleasant  experience;  my 
business  and  other  home  duties  necessitat- 
ed application  until  midnight,  when  I 
'•rested,"  but  the  first  gleam  of  daylight 
reminded  me  of  the  coming  day's  routine 
of  hard  work  and  I  responded  and  com- 
menced at  4  a.  m.,  breakfasted  at  6,  and 
again  applied  myself  to  manual  and  men- 
tal work  and  arrived  at  the  court  house 
six  miles  distant  from  my  residence  in 
time  to  serve  as  a  juror.  The  trial  was  a 
very  important  one  and  close  attention 
required  to  keep  the  run  of  all  the  facts 
presented  by  witnesses,  arguments  by 
counsel  ard  last  but  not  least  law  by  the 
court  who  then  charged  the  jury,  after 
which  they  retired  to  the  jury  room,  the 
time  then  being  high  noon,  which  is  the 
appointed  time  for  both  man  -and  beast 
to  restore  the  waste  of  brain  "  and  body 
by  partaking  of  food.  In  short,  it  was 
dinner  time,  and  I  asked  no  more  than  is 
demanded  by  ninety-nine  out  of  every 
hundred  at  this  time  of  day.  I  did  then 
insist  upon  refreshment.  Now,  as  to  the 
law  and  its  conclusions.  It  is  the  law  that 
each  juror  takes  the  oath  that  he  will, 
well,  truly  and  impartially,  try  the  case 
before  him.  Can  he  do  so  if  his  mind  is 
weak  from  exhaustion?  In  the  case  cited 
there  were  six  difficult  responses  to  make 
to  the  questions  presented  by  the  court 
for  consideration.  Who,  then,  is  the  mean- 
est man  in  the  county — he  who  buckles  on 
the  armor  of  thought  well  and  truly,  and 
impartially  tries  the  case;  or  he  who,  in 
his  anxiety  to  get  out  of  the  jury  room,  is 
willing  to  decide  the  case  up«m  the  flip  of 
a  coin  or  a  hasty,  hungry  vote  and,  failing 
in  which,  he  gives  vent  to  his  disappoint- 
ment by  traducing  his  fellow-juror.  Is 
this  fair  and  just?

The  French  iu  Liberia. 
London,  June  11.— Advices  from  the 
west  coast  of  Africa  state  that  much  ex- 
citement has  been  aroused  in  Monravip, 
the  capital  of  Liberia,  by  news  that  the 
French  have  .seized  part  of  the  Liberian 
coast,  near  Cape  Palms.  An  appeal  will 
probably  be  made  to  the  United  States 
agaiust  this  action  on  the  part  of  the 
French,  who  claim  that  the  territory  in 
question  is  within  the  sphere  of  France. 
The  Liberians  h«»ve  held  much  of 
the  coast  now  claimed  by  France 
almost  since  the  foundation  of 
the  Liberian  republic  and  citizens  of  the 
republic  are  settled  there  and  engaged  in 
trade.  Should  the  French  put  garrisons 
and  customs  houses  in  the  ports  on  the 
coast,  trouble  will  no  doubt  ensue,  and 
the  Liberians  have  no  power  but  the 
United  States  to  look  to  for  assistance.

Washington,  June  12. — The 
morning  prints  another  of  its 
articlcA  on  foreijjjn  affairs  relatipg  prin- 
cipally to  tho  attitude  of  the  United  States 
in  the  matter  of  the  dispute  between 
Great  Britain  and  Venezuela.  Referring 
to  previous  publications  in  that  line,  the 
Post  asserts  positively  that  its  utterances 
were  based  upon  authentic  information, 
and  says  the  articles  have  been  a  fruitful 
theme  of  discussion  in  the  diplomatic 
corps.  The  Post's  article  today  in  speak- 
ing of  the  visit  of  the  Venezuelan  com- 
missioner. Dr.  Pulido,  to  Mr.  Blaine  says: 
"Tlie  Post  is  now  enabled  to  state  posi- 
tively and  unequivocally  that  when  Dr. 
Lncio  Polido,  the  Venezuelan  commis- 
sioner, who  recently  visited  London  in  the 
vain  hone  of  settling  the  dispute,  called 
upon  Secretary  Blnine  in  this  city,  he  re- 
ceived from  that  gentleman  assurances 
even  more  substantial  in  their 
character         than         those  previous- 

ly hinted  at  in  these  columns. 
Secretary  Blaine  expressed  to  Dr.  Pulido 
the  deep  interest  which  the  United  Slates 
felt  in  the  settlement  of  this  boundary 
question.  In  this  declarati«m  the  secre- 
retary  simply  followed  in  the  footsteps  of 
hi.^  predecessors.

The  advisability  of 
making  public  these  utterances  of  Mr. 
Blaine,  pending  tho  'negotiations,  is  ser- 
iously questioned  by  experienced  diplo- 
mats, but  Dr.  Pulido  has  taken  the  re- 
sponsibility for  doing  so  and  has  attested 
the  correctness  of  the  conversation  in  a 
report  made  over  his  own  signature.

Miss  Wheeler 
was  thus  un|»rotected  and  the  knife  cut  a 
deep  gash  which  half  encircles  her  waist. 
Miss  Jones,  who  was  wounded  most 
severely,  has  a  cut  extending  from  the 
right  eyebrow  down  the  cheek  to  the  base 
of  the  jaw.

clusively for  colored  people  at  the  front 
of  tho  train.  In  it  no  smoking  will  be 
allowed,  and  it  will  be  equal  to  the  other 
coaches  on  the  train  in  appointments  and 
comfort.  The  law  is  so  constructed  that 
if  the  remainder  of  the  train  be  over- 
crowded the  conductor  may  put  white 
passengers  in  the  coach,  but  not  other- 
wise. The  second  coach  may  be  used  for 
smoking. 

The  Smuggling  at  San  Francisco. 

San  Francisco,  June  12. — Collector 
Phelps  has  received  a  dispatch  from  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury  ordering  him  to 
hold  all  the  smuggled  goods  captured  on 
the  United  States  steamer  Omaha.  No 
fines  are  to  be  accepted  and  a  full  report 
of  the  facts  relating  to  the  seizure  is  to  be 
made  to  the  department.  This  is  a  com- 
plete revocation  of  the  first  orders  from 
Washington,  which  were  that  tho  goods 
were  to  be  released  upon  payment  of 
fines.

The  Situation  at  the  ure  Docks 
Become  Serious. 
Columbus,  Ohio,  June  12. — The  situa- 
tion at  the  ore  docks  at  Ashtabula,  Ohio, 
among  the  strikers  is  assuming  a  serious 
aspect.  AdjJ.-Gen.  Dill  has  been  requested 
to  call  out  the  militia  to  quell  the  antici- 
pated trouble.  The  communication  to 
the  adjutant  general  numbers  the  strikers 
at  800,  of  which  two-thirds  are  willing  to 
resume  work  but  are  compelled  tp  lay  idle 
by  the  others,  who  are  l)ecoming  violent. 
In  case  work  is  resumed  the  rioters 
threaten  to  interfere,  and  both  the  mayor 
and  sheriff  feel  powerless  to  quell  such 
disturbance  that  seems  imminent.  Col. 
Gibbons,  of  the  Fifth  infantry,  holds  fifty 
mefit  of  the  Geneva  guards  in  readiness  for 
immediate  action,  and  asks  reinforcement 
of  100  men.  He  thinks  that  by  placing  the 
soldiers  on  the  ground  the  rioters  will  go 
back  to  work  without  trouble.  An  order 
is  at  least  reiiuested  to  protect  the  dock 
property.  Adjt.-Gen.  Dill  replied  to 
notify  him  immediately  if  the  situation 
becomes  alarming.

Clement's  Indictment  Quashed;  Held  to 
the  Next  Grand  Jury. 
There  were  many  lawyers  in  Judge  En- 
sign's court  all  the  forenoon,  drawn  there 
by  the  highly  in^^eresting  but  unimport- 
ant case  of  W.  D.  Green  vs.  McGindley  «t 
Cotton,    to    recover   the   $12.5    which   the 

j)laintiff  poid  to  the  defendants 
to  leave  with  the  municipal  court  in  order 
to  guarantee  his  appearance  before  the 
grand  jury  in  case  he  was  indicted  for 
keeping  a  gambling  house.  The 
defendants  admitted  having  kept  the 
money  and  having  given  personal  secur- 
ity in  the  municipal  court,  but  alleged 
that  their  services  for  attending  to  the 
case  in  the  district  court  were  worth  $200. 
The  plaintiff  claimed  that  he  had  paid 
them  for  their  services  at  the  same  time 
that  the  men  who  were  arrested  in 
his  house  for  gambling  paid.  The  attor- 
neys charged  them  $5  each,  but  claimed 
that  this  was  simply  for  municipal  court 
service.  The  case  was  given  to  the  jury 
at  .3  p.  m. 

The  suit  of  B.  Murphin  vs.  J.  B.  Scovel 
re.sulted,  without  trial,  in  a  judg- 
ment for  the  plaintiff  of  $43(!7.75.  This 
case  has  been  to  the  supreme  court,  which 
reversed  a  former  verdict.  It  was  brought 
to  compel  the  specific  performance  of  a 
real  estate  contract. 

Judge  Ensign  decided  to  accede  to  the 
demurrer  to  one  of  the  indictments  against 
Frank  Clements,  But  ordered  that  the  de- 
fendant be  held  to  the  next  grand  jury  on 
it.

It  is  reported  today  that  Capri vi 
may  lay  his  resignat  on  before  the  kaiser 
at  an  early  date,  beii  g  no  longer  able  to 
bear  the  strain  of  prjssnrefrom  the  throne 
on  the  one  hand  an«]  the  friends  of  Bis- 
marck on  the  other. 


Honoring  Sir  ..ohn's  Memory. 
London,  June  12  —  Solemn  requiem 
services  in  commemoration  of  the  death 
of  Sir  John  A.  Macdtnald,  late  premier  of 
Canada,  were  obsei  ved  at  Westminster 
abbey  today.  The  queen  was  represented 
by  members  of  the  rayal  family  and  high 
officers  of  her  court.  The  vast  edifice  was 
crowded  with  an  iiudience  which  com- 
prised many  of  the  most  prominent  per- 
sonages in  English  politics,  literature,  art 
and  society.  Among  the  notables  present 
were  the  Marquis  of  Lome,  Mr.  William 
Henry  Smith,  the  government  leader  in 
the  house  of  commcns,  those  of  the  New- 
foundland delegatioa  now  in  the  city, 
attaches  of  the  American  legation  and 
many  distinguished  iimericans  and  Cana- 
dians.

London,  June  l.'I.— Dispatches  from 
Shanghai  announce  that  fresh  attacks  are 
continually  being  mj  de  upon  the  Chris 
tian  missions  in  the  :  nterior.

Reports  have  also  teen  received  which 
represent  great  excitement  as  prevailing 
among  the  inhabitants  about  Lake  Po- 
Yang,  province  of  Kiang  See,  where  sev- 
eral missions  have  b«  en  burned. 

State  Insurance  for  Workmen. 
London,  June  12.—  France  is  following 
the  example  of  Germany' in  providing 
state  insurance  for  aged  and  disabled 
workmen.  The  payments  by  workiugmen 
are  to  be  voluntary,  and  at  the  end  of 
thirty  years  a  worl:ingman  may  claim 
from  300  to  GOOjfraucss  per  year.  Assum- 
ing thot  5.500,000  of  workiugmen  should 
insure  it  it  is  estimated  that  the  eventual 
charge  on  the  stnte  Trill  be  about  100,000,- 
000  francs  annually.

The  board  of  public  works  was  waited 
upon  this  morning  by  a  delegation  of  citi- 
zens composed  to  Capt.  T.  H.  Pressnell, 
Charles  G.  Miller,  A.  Miles,  C.  F.  Howe,  L. 
A.  Snyder,  William  Curtis  and  others. 
These  gentlemen  all  reside  or  own  prop- 
erty on  Piedmont  avenne  east,  which  is 
now  being  improved,  and  they  want«>d  to 
come  to  seme  new  arrangement  with  re- 
gard to  tie  sidewalks.  One  of  the  other 
papers  stated  that  the  movement  was  be- 
ing made  to  avoid  moving  back  the  hons 
es  that  encroach  upon  the  right  of  way  of 
the  avenue,  but  that  statement  is  wholly 
without  foundation.  Not  one  of  the  gen- 
tlemen whose  name.s  are  given  above  en- 
croach with  their  houses  in  the  least  upon 
the  avenue. 

As  the  present  improvement  cont«m- 
plates,  the  walks  will  be  close  to  the  prop- 
erty line,  leaving  space  for  gra.xs  plot* 
on  either  side  of  the  roadway.  The 
argument  of  the  gentlemen  who  visit«d 
the  board  of  public  works  this  morning 
was  that  by  putting  the  sidewalks  close  to 
the  property  line  a  steep  slant  down  to 
the  property  or  tp  was  made  necessary, 
giving  the  various  lawns  an  unsightly  ap- 
pearance. Moreover,  the  one  walk  would 
be  much  higher  than  the  other  in  many 
places,  and  the  grass  plots  between  the 
curbs  and  sidewalks  would  also  have  ex- 
ceedingly steep  slants  at  times.  If  the 
walks  were  placed  out  from  the  property, 
it  was  argued,  there  would  be  a  more 
gradual  slant  to  the  property  on  either 
side,  and  no  retaining  walls  would  be 
necessary.  Eeacb  property  woold  also  ap- 
pear to  have  a  larger  lawn. 

President  Truelsen 
of  the  board  of  works,  at  first  objected  to 
the  change  on  the  ground  that  by  placing 
the  walks  near  the  roadway  it  would  bring 
them  into  middle  of  the  streets  where  the 
latter  intersected  the  avenues.  Toward 
the  close  of  the  discussion  he  looked  upon 
the  proposition  with  considerable  favor, 
and  thought  that  the  change  might  be 
made  without  detriment  to  the  city  and 
with  advantage  to  the  residents  on  the 
avenue.  The  matter  will  have  to  come 
before  the  council  before  it  can  be  de- 
cided. 

Canning  on  Wheat  Posting. 
In  the  wheat  inquiry  yesterday  Chas. 
Canning  was  cross  examined  by  Attorney 
Severance,  who  asked  him  his  opinion  on 
the  effect  of  posting  the  300,000  busheLs 
of  out  of  condition  wheat.  He  first 
contradicted  his  previous  statement 
that  it  would  have  no  effect  on  the  east- 
ern market,  then  when  pressed  wouldn't 
answer  directly.  Mr.  Severance  appealed 
to  the  chairman  and  Mr.  Erwin  said  he 
could  not  be  expected  to  answer  the  ques- 
tions directly.  Finally  Chairman  Geissel 
told  him  to  answer  the  question  as  to  • 
what  effect  he  thought  the  posting  would 
have  on  the  general  market  directly.  He 
answered  that  if  it  was  No.  1  hard  that 
spoiled  It  wonld  affect  the  other  grades,  if 
either  of  the  lower  grades  it  wonld  not 
affect  the  higher. 


The  Shipyards. 
The  Superior  Barge  works  have  no  con- 
tracts ahead  for  any  work  except  the  four 
boats  now  under  construction,  one  of 
which  is  for  the  Standard  Oil  company's 
trade  on  the  Pacific.  Other  contracts  are 
expected,  but  much  future  work  will  go 
to  the  new  shipyards  on  the  coast.  About 
300  men  are  now  employed  at  Superior, 
which  is  practically  the  same  force  that 
worked  in  the  shops  at  Rices  point.  The 
buildiing  of  ships  across  the  bay  is  not  a 
growing  business,  as  the  demands  of  the 
lakes  will  soon  be  supplied  and  the  ocean 
orders  will  be  filled  from  the  coast  as  soon 
as  the  yards  there  are  ready    for  business.

In  view  of  the  contemplated  pnrchaBe 
of  the  Hartman  electric  light  plant  by  the 
oity  of  Dnlath,  the  action  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts legislature  at  its  present  session 
is  of  local  interest  and  may  serve  as  an 
example.  For  several  years  the  proposi- 
tion to  confer  upon  the  municipalities  of 
that  state  power  to  purchase  and  conduct 
electric  light  or  ga#  plants  has  been  agi- 
tated, and  within  a  few  days  it  has  readied 
an  affirmative  conclusion. 

The  bill  as  passed  provides  among  oth- 
er things  that  the  cities  and  towns  of 
Massachusetts  may  purchase  the  plants 
belonging  to  private  parties,  providing 
the  companies  will  sell.  The  actual  earn- 
ings of  the  plant  at  the  time  of  the  final 
vote  of  the  local  community  to  do  its  own 
lighting  are  to  be  used  in  estimating  the 
value.  There  is  to  be  nothing  allowed  for 
possible  future  earning  capacity,  good 
will,  or  exclusive  privileges.  In  case 
terms  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  either  party 
may  appeal  to  the  supreme  court 
which  shall  appoint  one  or  more 
commissioners         to         appraise  the 

plant.     Appeal  may  be  had  from  the  com- 
mission to  the  court,  whoso  decision    shall 
be  final.     If   such  terms  are  not    accepted 
by  the  company,   then    the    municipality 
may  establi-sh  its  own  plant  and    the   pri- 
vate company    cannot     recover    damages 
though  its  rights  may  have  been  exclusive. 
The  cost   of  plants  is  to  be  met  with  an 
issue  of  5  per  cent  thirty-year    bonds   not 
to  exceed  2*^  per  cent  of  the  local  assessed 
valuation.     The  cost  of  construction    and 
maintenance  will  be  asses-sed  upon  owners 
or  occupants  of  real  estate,    the    payment 
of  which  is  left  voltmtary,  but  unless  pay- 
ment is  made  lights  will  not  be  furnished. 
The  law  is  very  conservative  and  requires 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  two  successive    town 
meetings,  not  to  be    held    less    than    two 
months  apart,  and  in    the   case  of  cities  a 
two-thirds  vote    of    each    branch    of   the 
council  and  the  approval    of    the    mayor, 
Aust  be  had  in  two  successive  years,  after 
which  the  action  must  be  confirmed    by  a 
majority  vote    at    a    municipal    election. 
Thus  the  state  is  regardful  of  the  rights  of 
the  people  and  has  provided  safe  guards 
against  rash  or  excited    action    for    tran- 
sient or  trivial  cases. 

This  action  on  the  part  of  Massachu- 
setts is  revolutionary  in  its  character  and 
far-reaching  in  its  effects,  but  has  not 
been  taken  without  deliberate  considera- 
tion. It  is  indeed  socialism,  but  of  a  very 
legitimate  kind,  and  one  that  may  be  com- 
mended to  other  states.  Who  thpt  be- 
lieves in  our  postal  or  public  school  sys- 
tem is  not  a  sociali.'*t  in  embryo?  And  if 
the  principal  may  be  applied  in  one  field, 
why  not  extend  it  to  the  natural  limit? 
Some  very  eminent  authorities  object  that 
if  a  community  may  furnish  light  and 
water  it  may  also  furnish  food  and  clothes, 
but  this  is  not  logical.  The  community 
itself  gives  value  to  the  electric  light,  gas, 
water,  or  street  railway  plant.  But  for 
the  people  congregating,  these  plants 
would  be  useless  and  would  have  no  ex- 
istence. Not  so  of  food  and  clothing,  for 
however  scattered  we  may  be,  still  must 
we  have  something  to  eat  and  to  wear. 
The  distinction  is  broad  and  plain.  Some 
things  the  individual  should  do,  other 
things  as  properly  devolve  upon  the 
public.  Mr.  Lincoln  once  said  that  be- 
cause he  wished  the  negro  free  was  no 
sign  he  wished  to  marry  him;  so,  too, 
there  is  a  natural  limit  in  this,  and  with  a 
little  reflection  we  shall  have  no  trouble 
in  determining  how  far  the  community 
should  go,  and  to  what  extent  the  indi- 
vidual should  be  free  to  act  for  himself. 
In  onr  civilization  there  is  scope  for 
solidarity,  but  as  each  planet  in  a  solar 
system  has  its  local  as  well  as  general 
motion,  so  has  the  individual  in  the  com- 
munity, and  we  shall  never  lose  sight  of 
the  human  solitaire. 
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fires  of  revenge  will  be  banked  for  future 
use.  We  would  not  chide  them  for  cling- 
inu  to  the  great  American  magnet  »>f 
office,  but  even  as 
to  its  fellow  so 
one  another.

Her  singing  through- 
out was  enjoyable  and  showed  study  and 
appreciation  of  the  subject  which  Handel 
has  so  grandly  embodied  in  this    oratorio. 

The  singing  of  Mr.  Isensee  was  marred 
at  the  beginning  by  a  tendency  to  sharp. 
However,  if  this  was  caused  through  nerv- 
ousness it  soon  wore  off  and  his  later  solos 
were  far  more  enjoyable.  "Why  do  the 
Nations  so  Furiously  Rage"  was  his  best 
solo.  • 

The  chorus  did  exceedingly  well,  giving 
such  numbers  as  the  celebrated  "Hallelu- 
jah" and  ".Amen"  choruses  in  a  way  that 
would  do  credit  to  any  organization. 
Their  rendering  of  "For  Unto  Us  a  Child 
is  Born"  was  especially  fine.  The  custom 
of  the  audience  rising  during  the  Halle- 
lujah chorus  originated  in  London  when 
the  "Messiah"  was  given  there  for  the  first 
time  in  174i).  The  people  were  so  affect- 
ed by  this  chorus,  that  they,  with  the 
king,  arose  and  remained  standing  until 
the  end  of  the  number. 

The  only  criticism  we  have  to  make  is 
on  the  ensemble  of  the  orchestra  and 
chorus,  and  orchestra  and  soloists.  It  is 
no  child's  play  to  accompany  a  work  like 
the  "Messiah,"  and  though  the  orchestra 
did  some  good  work  and  the  best 
they  3ould  under  the  circumstances  the 
accompaniment  ought  not  to  have  been 
attempted  unless  a  sufficient  number  of 
rehearsals  could  have  been  arranged  with 
the  singers. 

Much  praise  is  due  Mr.  Myers,  the  con- 
ductor, who  has  worked  so  unceasingly  to 
make  this  p;r."ormance  a  success.  The 
choruses  showed  the  most  painstaking 
drill  which  was  evidently  appreciated  by 
the  audience.  M:.  Doane,  as  accompan- 
ist, was  very  acceptable.

I  am  n  Yauliee  by  .feirth  and  therefore 
as  inquisitive  as  a  5-year-okl  boy  at  a  cir- 
cus. But  I  am  not  the  Yankee  c.litur  who 
recently  wrote  from  West  Suj  erit>i-  u>  his 
paper  in  Oshkomoicvoddy.  Maine,  that 
one-third  of  the  population  of  Superior 
was  con\ posed  of  negroes.  Now,  !l:a»  was 
an  exaggeration.  I  don't  belit  ve  the  real 
estate  boomers  there  are  quite  ns  blr.ck  as 
they  are  painteU. 

When  I  came  to  th^  head  of  the    lakos  a 
few  weeks  ago,   I    struck     Wes^  Supj^iior 
first  and  investigated  one    townsite    :ifter 
another— West  Superior.  Steel     Plant    Su- 
perior, South  Superior.  Central    Suj  eiior, 
St.    Louis    Su[>erior,    Nemadji    Supo.-ior. 
East  Superior.  Bardon  Superior,  W;iy    Off 
Superior,   Old    Superior.    Super!,)r    City, 
Steel  Barge  Superior,  Connors    Point    Su- 
perior, and  others  too  numerous    to   men- 
tion.    The  Superior  family    like    Michiiel 
D'Shaughnessy's  is  large    and    increasing 
every  year.     The  father  of  them  ail  is  Old 
Superior  who  was  a  lively  youiig.-tt;r   iliir- 
ty-six  years  ago,    and    who    m  1856,  long 
before  Duluth  was  born,  was  nearly  as  big 
as    at     present.    But    some    of     V>ld    Su- 
perior's   progeny    turn    np  their  nose  at 
their    parent      now.       I     was     iu formed 
that  there   was    another    town^ite    across 
the  bay  called  "Duluth."    but     I    was  told 
.that  it  would  hardly  pay  to  go    acros'-    to 
see  it  unless  I  was  fond  of  exploring  ruins. 
One   red-headed    pelican    whose    name,  I 
think  i.s  Avenue,  told   me    Duluth    was  so 
dead  that  he  could  smell  it  when  th«  wind 
was  northwest.  .Another  liter.- r_.  cuss  who  is 
called  Posey.  I  believe,  said  it"  was    a  sad 
sight  these  day?' in  Duluth;  reminded  him 
of  a  cemetery  on  a  wet  day;  and  he  confi- 
dentially informed  me  that  he  had  done  it 
all,     though    he     said     .\venne     nnjustlj 
claimed    the    credit    of     killing    Duluth. 
Many  other  sad  stories  was  I    told    about 
your  city,  but  the    principal    refrain  was: 
•Dnlirth  is  on  a  steep  hillside,    they    ain't 
got  no    room    to     build,    they    ain't    got 
enough  flat  land  to  make    a    lawn    tennis 
court;  they  can't  make  a    city    on    such  a 
rocky,    hilly    site;    why,  they     ain't    got 
enough  dirt  there  to  sprout  a  Chinese  lily." 
I  kept  on  quizzing  the  boys  and  asking 
questions,  and  I  learned  that    .\ venue  had 
at  one  time  had  a  big  law  suit  for   a  good 
piece  of  that  rocky  hillside  he  despises  so 
much,  and  had  lost  it.    which    didn't    im- 
prove the    temper    of  a  red-headed    man. 
Posey  hadn't  been  in  Duluth  since  1838  and 
so    he    was     considered     fully     qualified 
to  write   up    Duluth,  and   he  was  engaged 
to  do  so  daily  at    so   much  a  lib.       1    also 
found    out    that    the  sum,  substance  and 
grand    total    of  the    advantages   Superior 
was  said  to  possess  over  Dnluth  was  a  flat 
townsite!       Plenty  of   room    to    build,  to 
spread,  to   boom,  to   expand    and  to  tax! 
There  was  so  much  said  against  your  hills 
and  in  favor  of  their  flat    townsites  that   I 
asked  a  covey  of    boomers  sunning  tliem- 
selves  on  the  bright  side  of  Tower  avenue 
one  day  if   they  didn't    know  that  Duluth 
was  not  the   only  hilly  city  in    the  United 
States.       I    asked    them  if  tlioy  hr.d  ever 
heard  of  San    Francisco,  which    has  some 
very  respectable  hills;  of  Tacoma,  several 
hundred     feet    above    Puget     Sound;     of 
Seattle,  which    is   all  hills  and  worse  than 
Duluth;  of  Kansas  City,  Omaha  and  Cin- 
cinnati, none  of  which   can    boast  of   flat 
townsites  and    yet    have  grown  and  pros- 
pered.    I  was  looked   upon  with  suspicion 
from    that    day,  and  when   I   remarked  at 
supper  table  at   the   hotel    that    the    clifif 
dwellers  were  no  worse    than  the  snipes,  I 
found    myself  shunned    as    if    I   had  been 
eating  onions. 

♦  *  * 
So  I  am  over  to  Duluth  to  see  what  a 
dead  city  looked  like.  One  Superior 
saloonkeeper  had  said  so  much  about 
temperance  cranks  in  Duluth  that  I  sup- 
posed I  couldn't  get  a  drink  here,  so  I 
brought  a  black  bottle  with  me.  Upon 
landing  at  the  Union  depot  I  noticed  a 
bevy  of  ladies  with  packages  waiting  to 
take  the  Superior  train.  For  a  dead  town 
I  thought  there  was  a  good  deal  of  bustle 
about,  and  I  wondered  what  the  railroad 
companies  were  thinking  of  to  build  such 
a  fine  depot  after  the  funeral.  I  pushed 
throngh  with  the  crowd,  and  went  np  to 
examine  the  ruins.  I  searched  all  day 
and  didn't  find  any.     Evidently  they     had

blocks  on  Superior  street  I  found  prop- 
erty fully  as  high  as  on  Tower  avenue, 
but  this  is  in  the  vicinity  of  immense  and 
makfniticent  live,  six  and  eight-story 
buildings  paying  big  rentals.  Every- 
where else  i>roperty  in  Duluth  can  be 
bought  for  less  per  front  foot  than  in 
West  Superior.  Here  I  was  shown  some 
very  nice  resideiioe  lots  on  paved  and 
sewered  streets  with  gas  and  water  in  well- 
improved-  neighborhoods  that  can  be 
bought  at  $.">0  to  $G<)  per  front  foot  and 
souie  choice  corners  50  by  1.50  feet  for 
$;5.iOO.  I  was  also  shown  some  elegant 
residence  property  on  streets  not  yet  im 
proved  at  $1(H)0  to  $1500  for  fifty  foot 
lots.     Oi\  Fourth  street    I  can    get    good 


business  property  at  $100 
or  even  less.  But  in  West

Superior  I  was  urged  to  buy  fifty  feet  in- 
side of  a  block  ten  s«juares  southeast  of 
the  West  Superior  hotel,  on  a  street  that 
was  impassable,  never  having  been 
opened,  and  without  sewer,  water  or  side- 
walks, and  what  do  you  suppose  the  price 
was  for  this  great  snap  "for  two  days 
only"  at  half  cash?  Fifty-five  hundred 
dollars!  And  I  was  assured  that  the  owner 
was  thus  willing  to  sacrifice  because  he 
had  to  have  some  money.  1  picked  out  a 
better  lot  about  the  same  distance  out  in 
Duluth,  and  was  told  I  could  have  it  for 
$1500,  and  the  owner  didn't  have  to  make 
a  sacrifice  either,  and  was  making  a  good 
profit  at  that  price, and  yet  West  Superior 
is  less  than  one-third  the  size  of  Duluth.

Another     subject     that    I    investigated 
thoroughly  on  the  other  side  and  this  was 
the  cost  of   public   and    private  improve- 
ments.      .\t   Superior  I   was  assured  that 
street    grading    and    other  work    of    that 
kind  was  so  costly  here  that  Duluth  would 
soon  bankrupt  itself  at  it.       I   discovered 
that  it  was  all  fiction.       In   spite   of    the 
rock-blasting    in    Duluth    the    aggregate 
cost  of  sewers    and    street    improvements 
is  le.ss  than  at  Superior.     Why?     Because 
in  the  first    place    you    can    and  do  make 
many  of  your  streets  and  avenues   fit  for 
traffic  by  a  little  clearing  only.       In    Su- 
perior every  street  is  impassable  that  has 
not    been    cleared,  graded    and    ditched, 
and       many       can't       be       used       with 
teams      even      then.         For      macadam- 
izing     and       graveling       your       streets 
you  have  an  abundance    of    broken    rock 
and  fine  gravel    right    at    hand,  some    of 
your  gravel  beds    covering    hundreds    of 
acres,  being  but  a    few    t>locks  from    the 
center  of   town.       All    this   indispensable 
material  Superior  has  to  bring  there  from 
a  long  distance,  some  of   it  sixty  miles,  at 
a  big  expense.     Foundations   for  all  large 
buildings  in  Superior    have  to    be    piled, 
largely  increasing  their  cost.       They  have 
to  build  many    more    large  main    sewers 
than  you  on  account    of    the   flat  ground, 
and  their  sticky,  treacherous    clay    makes 
sewer  work  difficult  and  expensive.    Their 
street  iinj)rovement  taxes  are  big  and  get- 
ting bigger  every  year,  and    property    all 
over  the  city  is   plastered    with  street    as- 
sessment liens.     I    think    many    of    your 
citizens  have  been  resting   under  the    de- 
lusion Ihat  Duluth  public     improvements 
were  costing  more    than    Suj)erior.       But 
thnse  who  have  property  in    both    places 
know  better,  and  certj^inly    it  is  fully    as 
easy  to  improve  streets  at  West  Duluth  as 
at  Superior,  for  there  are  no  rocks  to  blast 
and  the  ground  is    flat,  yet    I   understand 
that  special  assessments  are  less  in*'Rocky 
Duluth"  than  in  West  Duluth.     Removing 
rock  is  not  such    a    big    undertaking    as 
some     people     imagine.       It      is     being 
done     in     many     places     in  Dnluth     for 
a     trifle     over     $1       per       cubic       yard, 
and  the  material  is  worth  something.  The 
sticky  putty-like  clay  at  Superior  can't  be 
handled  at  less  than   fifty    to   seventy-five 
cents  a  yard.

all  been  restored.  The  streets  were  lively 
and  full  of  business,  and  the  activity  was 
not  all  confined  to  a  few  blocks  on  one 
street  as  at  Superior.  Lake  avenue  from 
Fourth  street  to  the  canal,  mote  than  a 
mile,  was  crowded  with  men  and  teams. 
Superior,  First  and  Michigan  streets  were 
lively  from  morning  till  night.  Fourth 
street  was  being  paved  and  was  lined  with 
new  buildings,  among  them  two  fine  brick 
bu.siness  blocks.  I  counted  that  day  more 
than  300  new  buildings  just  finished  or 
going  up  in  Duluth  proper.  I  also  noticed 
seven  wholesale  houses  all  rushed  with 
business.  The  next  day  I  went  to  Lake- 
side, and  there  were  so  many  new  houses 
I  didn't  attempt  to  count  ihera.  It  struck 
me  as  larger  and  much  finer  than  Old  Su- 
perior and  Central  Park  combined.  The 
day  following  I  went  to  the  West  End  and 
West  Dnluth.  Such  ruins'  Such  nice, 
bright,         fresh         ruins!  Some         of 

them  employing  300  men  at 
good  wage:?.  Some  manufactories 
four  big  sawmills  ripping  pine  logs  by 
the  thousands  sewers,  gas  and  water  and 
pavements  going  into  dozens  of  streets 
and  hundreds  of  new  houses  everywhere. 
"Well,"  says  I.  "Duluth  is  the  liveliest 
corpse  I  ever  saw."  On  my  way  back  I 
pasHed  up  over  the  boulevard,  47.5  feet 
above  the  lake.  I  was  entranced.  I  never 
had  seeif  such  a  grand  view.  The  Su- 
p«ri  .rs  lo<jked  like  fishing  villages  in  New 
England.  It  made  me  smile  when  I 
looked  at  your  fine,  extensive,  level  plain 
at  the  west,  and  the  beautiful  easy  slope 
at  the  east  and  w<x>ded  hills  behind,  and 
I  thought  of  the  ridiculous  assertion  of 
Superior  people  that  there  is  "no  room" 
to  build  A  city  on  this  side.  No  room  in- 
deedl  If  Duluth  ever  fills  up  one  half  its 
"room"  it  will  be  bigger  than  Boston. 
Perhaps  they  have  more  room  in  Su- 
perior, but  it  is  all  one  great  big,  flat, 
muddy,  bare,  unfurnished  room  and  Du- 
luth has  basement,  cellar,  first,  second  and 
third  floor  and  attic  rooms,  back  rooms, 
front  rooms  and  bay  windows.  You  might 
as  well  compare  soldier's  barracks  with 
the  king's  castle.  Who  wants  to  live 
within  a  mile  or  two  of  Lake  Superior, 
the  most  beautiful,  the  grandest 
body  of  fresh  water  on  the  globe  and  not 
see  It  every  day.  and  yet  there  is  not  a 
building  Bite  in  Superior  from  which  a 
good  view  of  the  lake  can  be  had.  What 
would  not  the  millionaires  of  Chicago  and 
New  York  give  for  such  lovely  sites  as  are 
here  in  Duluth. 

+         +         + 

Bnch  were  my  reflections  as  I  wound 
my  way  down  the  beautiful  drive  along 
Chester  creek.  Then  I  began  to  make  in- 
quiries and  then  comparisons.     For  a  few 


Further  comparing  the  two  cities  I  find 
that  you  have  two  railroads  that  they 
haven't,  and  they  have  no  railroads  that 
do  not  terminate  here.  Your  harbor  is  in 
every  respect  equal  to  theirs,  and  opens 
earlier  and  closes  later  by  several  weeks. 
Your  street  railway  system  is  far  ahead  of 
theirs,  and  is  unexcelled  anywhere.  Your 
population  is  certainly  as  pushing,  intelli- 
gent and  enterprising  as  theirs.  If  any 
one  doubts  that  I  would  show  them  your 
fine  homes,  churches  and  school  houses, 
especially  the  Central  High  school  on  Sec  - 
ond  street,  which  you  are  building  at  a 
cost  of  $300,000.  I  would  also  show  them 
your  magnificent  opera  hou-ses  and  hotels. 
As  to  order  and  cleanliness  you  are  way 
ahead  of  them.  True  yon  have  plenty  of 
saloons  and  I  need  not  have  brought  that 
little  black  bottle,  but  you  seem  to  check 
vice  and  take  off  a  good  deal  of  its  hide- 
ousness  and  it  is  plain  that  the  better  ele- 
ment has  control  here.  That  there  are 
some  things  about  your  town  and  people 
that  I  might  criticize,  you  will  hardly 
deny,  for  instance  the  factious  opposition 
to  the  Standard  Oil  company  that  made 
it  an  enemy  of  Dulnth,  the  reckless,  un 
reasonable  and  improfitable  warfare 
against  trie  gas  and  water  company,  the 
narrow  guage  pdlicy  pursued  by  your 
mayor  in  some  cases,  and  the  jealousies 
between  West  Duluth  and  Duluth  citizens. 
But  some  parts  of  the  best  machine 
will  get  hot  and  squeaky 

once  in  a  while  and  tho  oil 
of  prosperity  will  remove  all  your  dis- 
agreements. The  only  advantage  West 
Superior  has  over  Dnluth  (and  they  never 
mention  it  there)  is  in  having  a  large  and 
wealthy  corporation  like  the  Land  and 
River  Improvement  company,  liberal  in 
policy,  Commanding  immen.se  wealth  and 
very  ambitious,  putting  its  great  shoulder 
to  the  wheel  of  commerce.  Your  Western 
Laud  association  here  mi(;ht  have  done 
the  same  thing  and  made  millions  out  of 
it,  but  its  stockholders  were  too  short- 
sighted and  greedy.  But  you  have  many 
advantages  over  Superior.  Yon  belouy 
to  the  great  state  of  Minnesota  and  its 
whole  influence  must  be  used  in  favor  of 
Duluth.  Your  inexhaustible  iron  mines 
alone  are  greater  help  than  anything  in 
West  Superior.  The  numerous  small 
towns  already  built  and  to  be  built  on  the 
iron  range  and  on  the  Dulnth  A;  Winnipeg, 
Northern  Pacific  and  St.  Paul  &  Dulnth 
railroads  are  all  tributary  to  Duluth  and 
greatly  benefit  its  retail  trade.  Superior 
has  nothing  of  the  kind.  Outside  of  the 
townsite  the  population  can  be  counted 
on  my  fingers  and  toes.  Where  in  the 
world  do  th«p  expect  that  enormous  re- 
tail trade  that  will  necessitate  stores  and 
justify  the  enormous  prices  on  lots  on 
Banks,  Tower,  Ogden,  John,  Hughitt, 
Hammond  and  Lamborn  avenues,  to  say 
nothing  of  some  fifteen  or  sixteen  cross 
streets  -all  "business  property." 

*  *         * 

Another  great  advantage  yon  have  just 
now  is  the  acknowledged  fact  that  your 
property  is  cheap  and  can  be  improved  to 
advantage.  (I  am  not  speaking  of  the 
outside  boom  ventures  of  some  of  your 
real  estate  men.)  Duluth  is  not  overdone 
in  any  respect.  Yon  have  no  vacant  build- 
ings with  broken  windows  staring  at 
strangers,  hundreds  of  new  buildings  are 
needed.  In  nothing,  except  outside  acres, 
has  there  been  overdoing.  If  there  is 
anything  that  has  not  been  overdone  at 
West  Superior,  I  didn't  come  across  it, 
and  overdone  towns  are  sure  to  sulTer  re- 
actions. Already  the  real  estate  boomers 
are  looking  worried  and  anxious,  the 
suckers  suck  no  more,  aud  the  Posey  is 
beginning  to  wilt.

Important  Meeting  Held  Last  Evening; 
Railroad  Rates  Discussed. 
The  Jobbers  union  held   a  meeting  last 

evening  at  which  freight  rates  were  dis- 
cussed. C.  C.  Prindle  reported  that  the 
committee  on  transportation  had  con- 
sidered the  subject.  Mr.  Barber  had 
promised  to  furnish  the  committee  with 
published  rates  from  Duluth,  ^Minneapo- 
lis and  Chicago  to  Missouri  river  points. 
There  is  a  difference  of  about  nine  cents 
between  Dalnth  and  Chicago.  He  stated 
that  there  were  no  discrimation  against 
Duluth  so  far  as  the  wholesale  grocery 
business  was  concerned,  but  with  lumber 
it  was  different  Mr.  Williston  wanted  all 
the  lumber  tariffs  collected. and  something 
done  immediately.  Mr.  Hanford  agreed 
with  .Mr.  Williston  that  they  could  not 
afford  to  guarantee  the  railroads  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  freight  per  annnm,  bat 
believed  it  would  be  a  good  plan  to  offtr 
one  company  all  their  business  for  a  year 
if  it  would  be  the  first  to  cut  rates  and 
meet  any         further  cuts.  The 

discussion  brought  out  the  fact 
that  if  rates  west  and  southwest 
were  made  fair,  the  lumber  business  w<)nld 
be  fully  restored  here  and  at  least  .5(X) 
more  men  would  be  employed  in  it  in  Du- 
luth. A  freight  man  asked  Mr.  Williston 
the  other  day  if  they  would  be  satisfied 
with  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  rates,  show- 
ing that  the  railroads  are  coming  round. 
It  was  decided  to  have  the  assistant  secre- 
tary, who  will  be  appointed  in  a  few  days, 
collect  a  complete  list  of  freight  rates.

Northern  Pacific  Train  Dispatchers 
Removed  From  Brainerd  to  West 
Superior. 
.  The  Northern  Pacific  train  dispatchers" 
office  for  the  Wisconsin  and  Eastern  Min- 
nesota divisions  was  yesterday  removed 
from  Brainerd  to  the  second    floor    of  the 

Union  depot  at  West  Superior.  E.  C. 
Blanchard,  the  chief,  and  Messrs.  Nichols 
and  McLean,  who  constitute  the  force,  are 
well  and  favorably  known  at  the  head  ol 
the  lakes  and  they  are  very  gladly  wel- 
comed. The  change  was  necessitated  by 
the  increasing  number  of  freight  trains  at 
the  end  of  the  line.  The  Northern  Paci- 
fic bridge  is  about  as  troublesome  a 
piece  of  track  as  there  is  on 
the  whole  of  the  great  system  on 
account  of  the  enormous  passenger  traffic 
between  Superior  and  Duluth.  If  the  in- 
crease keeps  on  much  long  the  coal  busi- 
ness over  this  bridge  will  have  to  be  done 
between  the  hours  of  midnight  and  6  a.  m. 
About  the  only  way  to  remedy  matters 
seems  to  be  to  build  a  double  track  on 
the  bridge. 

The  Great  Northern  is  building  a  log 
structure,  four  feet  high,  parallel  with 
their  track  on  Railroad  alley,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  acting  as  a  retaining  wall  for  the 
sand  embankment.  It  is  stated  that  on 
this  structure  rails  will  probably  be  laid 
to  allow  the  road  to  run  its  trains  into 
the  new  Union  depot.  It  is  also  believed 
that  the  Omaha  will   use  the  Union  depot.

PiTTSBUBOH,  Jane  IS.-  -Thi.s  is  the  vjroat 
day  of  the  year  for  Father  MoUinger.  It 
is  the  feast  day  of  St.  Anthony,  the 
father's  patron  saint.  Many  of  the  afflic- 
ted passed  last  nij^ht  as  best  they  could 
within  the  walls  surroundin^f  the  churcli- 
yard  in  order  that  they  might  not  fail  to 
f;ain  an  entrance  to  the  church  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment  this  morning. 
Lonjjf  before  the  light  of  day  hundreds    of 

people  thronged  the  avenues  leading  to 
shrine  of  St.  .Anthony.  When  the  doors  were 
opened  for  the  .5  o'clock  mass,  between 
2()(H)  and  oOOO  people  pressed  about  the 
door  while  not  more  tjian  a  third  of  the 
number  eonld  possibly  gain  an  entrance. 
Ky  7  o'clock  the  throng  had  increased  to 
fully  .5000  souls,  and  at  10  o'clock  a  low 
estimate  places  the  number  of  people 
that  filled  the  church,  the  yard  and  the 
streets  surrounding  at  10,000  people. 
When  the  doors  worh  clostid  after  the  7 
o'cloi '  service  Father  Molliuger  passed 
through  the  crowd,  preceded  by  a  uni- 
formed policeman.  The  father  sprinkled 
with  blessed  water  all  within  reach.  The 
crowd  which  emerged  from  church  at  tiie 
8  o'clock  mass  was  a  strong  one,  more 
than  a  half  being  cripples.  Father  Mol- 
liuger again  appeared  be.iring  high  above 
his  head  the  gold  box  in  which  were 
the  miracle  working  relics.  He  again 
passed  through  the  throng  exhibiting  the 
precious  bones  of  St.  Anthony  to  the  view 
of  the  muititude.  Wlien  the  bell  an- 
nouui'd  10  o'clock  mass  the  jam  surround- 
ing the  door  was  terrific.  Many  of  the 
invalids  were  carried  upon  the  shoulilers 
of  friends,  who  begged  for  relief.  Many 
of  the  pilgrims  from  a  distance  are  in  a 
bad  way.  Some  of  them  have  not  the 
means  to  buy  food.  This  morning  Miss 
Ella  Bresnaham,  of  Scranton,  Iowa,  who 
arrived  three  days  ago  almost  blind,  ap- 
peared entirely  cured.  This  «fternoon 
each  persoii  will  bo  given  the  special 
blessing  of  St.  Anthony  and  receive  a 
touch  from  a  relic  of  the  saint. 


MACDOXALD'S  SUCCESSOR. 


Hon.  J.  J.  C.  Abbott  Made  the  Head  of 
the  Dominion  Government. 
Ottawa,  Out.,  June  13. — Hou.  J.  J.  C. 
Abbott  has  been  requested  to  form  a  gOT- 
ernment.  It  is  the  understanding  that 
Sir  John  Thompson  is  to  act  as  the  leader 

in  the  house  of  commons.  The  two  big 
questions  remaining  unsettled  are:  What 
is  to  be  done  with  Sir  Hector  Langevin, 
thus  deposed;  and  who  is  to  be  takeii  into 
the  cabinet  as  the  leader  from  protestant 
Ontario,  now  that  Thompson,  a  Roman 
catholic,  is  the  actual  leader? 


Say  He  W^as  Murdered  for  Money. 

Cbawfobdsvii.lk,  Iiid.,  June  \?>. — Great 
excitement  prevails  in  the  village  of 
Bringhurst,  iu>rth  of  Crawfordsville.  Ijast 
Tuesday  12-year-old  Willie  Firman  was 
found  hanjjing  from  a  rafter  in  his  step- 
mother's barn,  stone  dead.  His  step- 
mother gave  out  that  he  had  committed 
suicide  on  account  of  having  been  correc- 
ted for  some  mischief,  but  the  neighbors 
refused  to  accept  this  explanation.  They 
boldly  assert  that  the  boy's  death  resulted 
from  foul  play  and  demand  that  the 
coroner  return  a  verdict  of  murder.  The 
lad  was  worth  $2.5,000  in  his  own  name, 
and  the  theory  is  universally  entertained 
that  murder  was  adopted  as  the  method  of 
some  designing  relative  to  obtain  posses- 
sion of  the  foqfune,  as  the  lad  was  an  only 
diild.  The  lad's  happy  disposition  re- 
futes the  idea  of  suicide. 


Gives  up  the  Projeot. 
MiNNii.U'OMR,  June  lo — The  project  to 
secure  the  republican  national  convention 
for  Minneapolis  was  abandoned  yesterday 
afternoon  at  a  meeting  of  the  comiitees 
of  the  Union  league  Exposition  board, 
the  Business  Men's  union,  the  chamber  of 
commerce  and  the  board  of  trade.  Ex- 
Governor  John  8.  Pillsbury  led  the  op- 
position with  the  plea  that  the  city  had 
not  sufficient  hotel  accommodations:  that 
the  houses  of  the  citizens  could  not  be 
thrown  open  to  such  a  crowd  as  would 
gather  at  such  a  convention  and  that  the 
$.50,000  necessary  to  secure  it  could  not 
be  raised.  A  majority  of  those  present 
took  the  same  view  of  the  case,  and  no 
further  attempt  to  get  the  convention 
will  be  made. 


Sentenced  for  Conspiracy. 
Uniontown,  Pa.,  June  1;^.-t-  John  Mc- 
Sloy,  who  had  the  position  of  w<trthy 
foreman  in  the  Knigh\8  of  Labor  in  this 
district  and  was  an  active  leader  in  the  late 
great  coke  strike,  was  sentenced  here  yes- 
terday for  conspiracy  and  rioting  on  the 
Leisenring  work  of  the  Frick  company  to 
two  years  in  the  workhouse.  Mike  Dis- 
man,  a  Hungarian  leader,  who  was  con- 
victed with  him,  skipped  his  bail. 


Importing  Japanese  Laborers. 
San  Fkancisno,  June  13. — On  account 
of  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  Chinese 
restriction  act  there  has  been  a  scarcity 
of  cheap  labor  on  the  coast.  An  enter- 
prising citizen  of  Yokohama,  C.  A.  Doyle, 
now  a  resident  of  this  city,  proposes  to 
supply  this  deficiency  by  importing  Jap- 
anese. Already  5(X)0  laborers  of  Northern 
Japan  have  been  contracted  for.  The 
first  installment— about  1500 — are  expect- 
ed on  the   next   steamer.

Got  Away  With  the  Funds. 
New  Yobk,  June  13. — A  special  to  the 
Press  from  Wilmington,  Del.,  says  the 
city  is  in  a  turmoil  of  excitement  over  the 
disclosure  by  the  republican  levy  court 
that  two  democratic  tax  collectors  are  de- 
faulters. Their  names  are  John  Dough- 
erty and  George  W.  McKee.  The  former 
is  over  $14,000  short    and  McKee  $1S,000. 

Purchased  Gh-eat  Silver  Mines. 
Chicago,  June  13. — A  syndicate  of  Eng- 
lish capitalists  has  purchased  the  great 
silver  mines  in  Mexico,  which  are  owned 
by  the  Omaha  Mining  company.  The  deal 
was  put  through  by  ex-Congressman  J.  J. 
McShaue.  The  purcliase  price  is  kept  a 
secret,  but  is  said  to  be  in  the  millions.

states  in  which  the    new    party    will    en- 
deavor to  win  this  year.      Those    present 
are:     Representative  H.  E.    Taubcneok  of 
Springfield,  111.;  Robert  Schilling    of  Mil- 
waukee, M.  C.  Kankin    of    Terra    Haute, 
Congressman   J.    H.    Davis    of    Sulphur 
Springs,    Texas;     Ignatius    Donnelly    of 
Hasting.s,  Minn.;  G.  F.    G.iither    of     Bir- 
mingham, Ala.,  and  G.    U.    Washburn    of 
Boston.

The  Pioneer  Press  has 
a  dispatch  today  saying  the  charges 
against  Nichols  are  "mountain  high"  and 
that  charges  have  also  been  filed  against 
other  candidates.  Nichols'  strong  case  is 
the  political  part  of  it.  His  opponents 
here  say  that  his  appointment  will  do 
more  to  make  dissntisfaction  in  the  party 
than  anything  else  that  can  come  up. 


SMALL  POX  IN  ST.  PAUL. 


The  Merchants  Hotel  Partly  Under 
Quarantine  and  May  be  Closed- 
The  Herald  is  informed  by  parties 
direct  from  St.  Paul  that  several  cases  of 
small  pox  among  servants  of  the  Mer- 
chants hotel  have  caused  the  upper  part 
of  that  popular  hostelry  to  be  quaran- 
tined, and  it  is  thought  the  house  may  be 
closed  today.

The  Wi+,t  Superior  Union  depot  is  soon 
to  be  removed  from  its  present  location, 
where  it  has  done  service  for  the  Land 
company  as  a  real  estate  boomer,  aud  will 
be  transferred  to  a  point  on  Belknap 
street,  where  the  company  has  lands  that 
are  not  so  high  as  the  taxes  would  seem 
to  indicate.  The  depot  having  fulfilled  its 
mission,  as  was  prophesied  by  The  Herald 
some  time  ago,  is  now  to  start  out  on  its 
third  pilgrimage.  It  matters  not  that  the 
people  prott^st  and  the  unwary  investor 
cries  aloud  in  the  effulgence  of  his  grief, 
the  depot  isn't  needed  any  longer  where  it 
is  and  the  fortune  wheel  must  take  an- 
other turn. 

The  general  sentiment  across  the  bay 
is  that  the  move  will  be  a  bad  thing  for 
the  town,  but  what  does  the  land  com- 
pany care  for  that.  Its  mission  is  not  to 
build  a  city,  but  to  boom  and  drop  it — to 
blow  the  bubble  till  it  bursts  and  tuen  see 
the  flakes  float  away.  The  Union  depot 
is  part  of  the  corajLiny's  stock  in  trade — 
a  sort  of  portable  bubble  •btory— and  by 
its  aid  the  company  is  booming  the  whole 
earth  on  the  installment  plan.  Having 
reached  the  limit  of  the^ame  in  the  pres- 
ent location  and  roi>ed  m  suckers  from 
far  and  near,  they  now  get  up  steam,  start 
their  traction  engine,  aud  away  goes  the 
business  center  of  the  bubble  over  stumps 
and  bogs  to  a  point  where  suckers  and 
mud  pouts  congregate  to  nibble  at  the 
shining  bait. 

Such  is  the  fate  of  a  city  mn  by  corpor- 
ate sharks  that  have  swallowed  and 
spewed  up  more  Jonahs  than  were 
dreamed  of  in  biblical  philosophy.  The 
truth  is.  West  Superior  is  floundering 
around  in  the  mud  on  the  other  side  of 
the  bay  trying  to  strike  an  attitude  and 
find  her  commercial  center.  But  this  is 
impossible  while  she  remains  in  the  hands 
of  a  few  corporations,  for  they  are  likely 
on  any  summer  day  to  pull  up  a  shipyard 
or  start  some  one  of  their  portable  indus- 
tries ofif  on  wheels.  Better  a  solid  city  of 
the  people,  for  the  people  and  by  "the 
people,  like  Duluth,  than  a  town  floating 
around  anywhere  on  the  shifting  sands  of 
corporate  greed.  Superior  has  two  move- 
ments— one  toward  the  woods  and  the 
other  on  its  axis. 

TWO  MORE  QUASHED. 

The  Rest  of  the  Indictments  Against 
Clements  ThrovPTa  Cut. 

Attorney  d'Autremont,  carrying  a  for- 
midable array  of  law  books,  was  a  promi- 
nent figure  at  the  court  bouse  this  morn- 
ing. He  was  there  to  argue  against  the 
last  of  the  counts  of  the  indictments 
against  ex-Police  Captain  Frank  Clem- 
ents. 

He  appeared  before  Judge  Stearns  and 
stated  his  case  with  a  good  deal  of  care, 
desiring  to  quash  one  indictment,  and 
hold  the  other,  so  that  Clements  could  be 
tried.  County  Attorney  Tear  managed  to 
save  himself  from  utter  defeat  in  the  mat- 
ter by  inducing  the  judge  to  quash  both 
indictments,  fearing  that  if  d'Autremont 
argued  one  away  he  would  leave  the  one 
m  which  Tear  had  the  least  case  and 
would  so  be  able  to  free  Clements  before 
a  jury.

1  he  democrats  are  in  a  still  thinner  con- 
dition and  have  now  prominently  before 
the  district  only  Henry  KeUer,  the  well- 
known  flying  Dutchman  of  Sauk  Center; 
Representative  H.  C.  Stivers,  of  Brainerd; 
E.  C.  Gridley,  C.  d'Autremont,  C.  P. 
Maginnis,  T.  T.  Hudson,  H.  B.  Moore  and 
Editor  Tom  Bowen,  of  Duluth;  Mayor 
Martin,  of  West  Dnloth;  Representative 
Bull,  of  Wright  county;  Representative 
Foley,  of  Aitkin;  H.  H.  Hawkins,  of 
Carlton  county,  and  a  few  others.  The 
alliance  will  probably  trot  out  Charles 
Canning,  of  Dnluth,  as  their  most  dis- 
tinguished and  faithful  representative, 
though  they  haye  other  able  men.  The 
prohibitionists  will  nominate  C.  E.  Shan- 
non, Z.  D.  Scott  or  Rev.  Edward  M.Noyes, 
of  Duluth. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  new  Sixth 
district  is  well  supplied  with  congressional 
timber,  and  will  not  go  unrepresented. 
The  democracy  and  the  alliance  might 
unite  and  sweep  the  field  on  a  low  tariff 
and  free  coinage  of  American  silver,  but 
are  not  drifting  toward  each  other  very 
fast.

Party  names  have  of  late  lost  much  of 
their  significance,  and  the  votar  asks  that 
faith  be  shown  by  work  in  his  behalf. 
With  the  right  platform,  the  right  candi- 
date and  harmony,  the  district  is  sure 
enough  for  the  republicans,  but  they  can't 
throw  away  any  of  these  cards  and  win 
the  game.

POOR  BONDHOLDERS. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  The  Herald  refer- 
ence was  made  to  the  discharge  of  work- 
men from  the  West  Superior  shipyard. 
We  are  informed  that  discharges  will  con- 
tinue, and  that  only  a  sufficient  number 
will  be  kept  at  work  to  cover  the  condi- 
tions of  the  contract  based  upon  a  bonus 
of  land  and  money. 

It  is  said  the  contract  was  for  five  years 
apon  a  gift  in  lands  and  money  of  $50,(X)0 
a  year,  or  a  total  of  f250,(XX)  for  the  five 
years.  It  is  said  also  that  to  better  estab- 
lish the  plant  in  building  the  whalebacks 
at  West  Superior,  bonds  wore  issued  in 
the  East  and  sold  there  at  par  bearing  5 
per  cent  interest.  If  the  work  is  to  be 
suspended  at  West  Superior  and  trans- 
ferred to  the  new  town  site  on  Pugot 
Sound,  we  suppose  the  present  bond- 
holders will  have  a  double  security — or 
possibly  a  new  issue  of  bonds  will  be  ne- 
cessary to  make  the  work  effective  on  the 
coast.  Of  course  if  the  Land  and  River 
Improvement  company  across  the  bay 
issued  bonds  to  raise  money  with  which 
in  part  to  repay  themselves  for 
advances  to  bo<im  the  value  of 
their  own  real  estate,  it  would 
seem  but  just  to  Eastern  bondholders  of 
this  company  that  additicmal  stock  be 
({iven  them  to  cover  the  possibility  of  de- 
fault of  interest  on  the  bonds  liable  to 
occur  if  the  shipyard  at  West  Superior  is 
abandoned.

DONNELLY  DECIPHERED. 


I'o  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

In  his  lecture  here  Mr.  Donnelly 
ported  to  have  said:     "It   is    easy

rted  to  have  said:  "It  is 
that  tho  masses  would  believe  that  Shake- 
spore  wrote  the  plays  -why  the  great 
masses  of  today  believe  it.  It  is  only  the 
intelligent  few  that  have  any  doubt  and 
the  audience  1  soo  before  me  is  the  repre- 
sentative few  of  this  coinninnity."  Grant- 
ed, for  tho  sake  of  aguimnt.  It  is  as  a 
unit  of  the  uniutelligent  niassos  who  do 
not  doubt  upon  this  point  today  that  I 
ask  for  a  hearing  to  atllrm  the  reasonable- 
ness t)f  our  faith,  at  least  so  far  as  any- 
thing which  Mr.  Donnelly  has  to  t»ffor  us 
through  the  medium  of  tho  press  report- 
ers, who  certainly,  so  far  as  tho  writer  has 
observed,  seem  inclined  to  do  full  justice 
to  the  weight  of  his  argument. 

Attention  must  be  called  to  the  circum- 
stance that  the  "sage"  is  fully  committed 
to  a  theory  which,  as  an  advocate  he  seeks 
to  defend.  In  view  of  the  eminent  schol- 
arship which  has  boon  devoted  to  the 
study  of  the  work  nud  the  meager  history 
which  remains  of  the  life  of  Shakos]>eare, 
for  many  years,  conducted  as  it  has  been 
by  organized  and  systematic  efforts  with 
the  best  facilities  at  the  command  of  in- 
tolligenoo  and  wealth,  it  is  not  improb- 
able that  the  facts  have  been  ascertained 
and  given  to  the  public  to  an  extent 
which  renders  unnecessary  any  reforonce 
to  Mr.  Donnelly  as  an  exclusive  authority. 
Any  statement  of  fact,  therefore,  emanat- 
ing from  him  should  bo  amply  substan- 
tiated by  compotent  authority.  The 
omission  of  authorities  for  many  state- 
ments which  are  in  conflict  with  those  of 
the  most  approved  text  books  from 
which  the  masses  derive  their  informa- 
tion renders  such  statements  of  little 
weight  so  long  tis  an  appeal  lies  to.reason 
and  common  sense.  The  masses 
do     not     recognize     any     higher     court.

As  a  casual  reader  of  Shakespeare  and 
having  had  limited  opportunity  under 
competent  direction  to  study  his  work,  the 
writer  does  not  consider  himself  qualified 
to  pronounce  Uf  on  the  internal  evidence 
which  the  plays  and  other  writings  afford. 
I  may,  however,  offer  a  few  suggestions 
which  with  the  little  degree  of  familiarity 
so  acquired,  occur  to  me  after  reading  the 
News  and  Herald  rejiorts  of  the  Hon.  Ig- 
natius Donnelly's  lecture.

For 
even  so  distinguished  a  gentleman  as  our 
orator  to  make  such  an  assertion  certainly 
does  not  and  to  the  conclusiveness  of  his 
debate.  "I  would  just  as  leave  attempt 
to  fathom  the  Atlantic  with  a  champagne 
cork  as  to  fathom  the  mind  of  Francis 
Bacon  with  the  intellect  of  Robert  G.  In- 
gersoll." If  the  universal  estimate  of 
Shakespeare  is  correct,  and  the  above  is 
a  fair  sample  of  Mr.  Donnelly's  wit,  it 
certainly  will  need  some  heavier  plummet 
to  fathom  the  deep  of  Shakespeare's 
genius.

p.  ni.  and  arrived  Ht  onr  dfstination  at   11 
o'clock,  and  wore  soon  in  bei  dreaming  of 
extraordinary    tish    and    fish-ng' extraor- 
dinary, only  to  wake  at  dayli;;ht  and  liud 
it  only  a  dream.     Were  soon  out.  and  hav- 
injr  secured    a   shovel  and  c;ui.  proceeded 
to    dig    worms  for    bait,    for    not    always 
will    the   gamy    bass    take    the    sedncive 
minnow  or  the  festive  frog,  a:ul    wo    were 
after  bass    and     proposed     to  catch   them 
even  if  we  had  to  try  all  the  various  baits 
used  for  that  purpose,    and  I    soon   filled 
the  can.     >iot  intending  to  fish    till  after- 
noon I  improved  the  time    renewing    old 
acquaintances  among    the    Aitkinitos  and 
so  whiled  away  the  time  nntil  it  was   time 
to  leave  for  the  lake.

A  SENSIBLE  CIIIZEN. 

He  "Wants    a  "Viaduct  and    a  "London 

Road." 
To  the  Editor  of  'fhe  Herald. 

As  the  city  of  Daluth  han  now  a  new 
engineer  who  will  probably  listen  to 
reason  in  matters  of  great  importance  to 
the  city,  I  desire    through  the  medium    of 

yonr  valuable  paper  to  call  his  attention, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  city  council  and  tiie 
board  of  public  works  to  the  improve- 
ment on  East  Superior  street,  at  and  near 
the  crossing  of  the  Dulnth  &  Iron  Range 
track. 

This  point  is  one  of  the  most  danger- 
ous places  in  the  country,  where  a  railroad 
track  is  crossed  by  a  drivewa_y,  a  sharp 
curve  southwest  of  the  crossing  prevent- 
ing an  approaching  train  from  being 
heard  or  seen.  The  automatic  gong  at 
the  crossing  does  some  good,  but  is  liable 
ti)  get  out  of  order.

informed  that  the  officials  of  the  Duluth 
Ai  Iron  Rai  ge  not  only  urged  at  different 
times  this  method  of  improving  that  pjirt 
of  the  street,  but  offered  to  pay  half  the 
cost  of  a  viaduct,  suggesting  some  such 
structure  as  the  bridge  over  Cliester  brook 
on  Firyt  street.  By  continuing  the  im- 
provement as  at  present  contemplated  the 
city  is  only  paving  the  way  for  a  big 
damage  suit,  as  some  one  will  surely  be 
killed  there  si>oner  or  later. 

(){  course  the  city  can  place  gates  at 
the  crossing,  but  this  is  always  a  hind- 
rance to  pleasure  driving  and  as  Superior 
street  is  destined  to  become  the  popular 
drive  for  the  residents  of  Duluth.  it  seems 
to  me  the  interests  of  our  taxpayers 
and  citizens  should  be  looked  to  in  this 
matter.  It  will  make  an  additional  cost 
now,  bnt  will  l>e  a  saving  in  the  end. 

I  would  also  uuggest  that  the  name  "Lon- 
don road"  as  fi'-st  suggested  by  the  coun- 
cil be  adhered  to  when  the  name  of  Su- 
perior street  is  changed.  Tnis  seems  to 
me  very  appropriate  in  every  way  as  tlie 
name  is  euphonioad  and  the  expression 
'■drive  to  lj<»ndon"  or  the  "road  to  Lon- 
don" are  familiar  ones  to  every  older 
resident,  that  having  been  the  only  drive 
we  had  for  many  years.

Gives  a  Glowing  Account  of  the 
New  Itasca  County  Lldorado. 
U.  C.  Mitchell,  the  veteran  ex-journulist, 
but  who  is  now.  one  of  the  rromiuent 
Grand  Rapids  boomers,  and  who,  it  is  un- 
derstood, has  a  very  largo  proportion  of 
that  now  much-talked  of  town  for  sale, 
was  interviewed  this  morning  by  a  Herald 
reporter  and  asked  wha't  ho  had  to  say  for 
publication  as  to  ht)w  his  pet  town  is 
fiourishing,  whereupon  he  remarked  snb- 
sti^ntially  as  follows: 

"Well,  the  friends  of  the  town  have  been 
delayed    much    longer   tlmn  they  exixcted 
in  getting    matters    up    there    under  w:iv 
prej>arntory    to    the    great    development 
which    is   suro  to  come  and  which  is  now 
near  at  hand,  but  we  are  'getting  there*  all 
the     same.       First,    we     had     a     contest 
of     nearly     three    mouths     in     the     leg- 
islature    over    the    organization    of     thr 
county.     Wu  liad  a    strong    and    ptiwerfnl 
pine  land  ring  to  oppose  us,  and   (il*t>   the 
La    I'rairie    gang,    Imt    we  had  rif»ht  and 
justice    on    our    side  and  in  the  end  were 
snccessfnl.      I  hen  it    required    some  time 
for  the  county  commissioners  to   organize 
and  settle  the  county  seat  matter,  but  as  to 
this  latter    question    Grand    Rapids    was 
again  a  winner,  and  she    is   now,    and    al- 
ways will  be.  the  county  sent  of  that  great 
county.     That  matter     being    settled,    the 
reit  thing  to  do  was  to   hold    an  election 
to  vote  upon  the  organization    of    a     vil- 
lage, and  to  do  this,  the  law  required  a  pe- 
tition of  the  citizens,  tiie    passage   of    the 
necessary  resolution  by  the   county    com- 
missioners and  a  published  notice  of  thir 
ty    days.     That    eiectum    was    held    last 
Wednesday,  and  it  resulted,  of    course,    in 
favor    of    the    organization  of  a    village. 
Now,     some     two     weeks       will      elai>se 
before       a       village       board       can       be 
legally  elected.     Then  a    few    days    more 
will  be  required  for  the  officers  to  qualify 
and  enter  upon  their  duties,    and    thru    a 
few  days  more  will    bo  needed    to    enable 
the  village  board  to  pass    and    to  cause  to 
be  published    the    necessary    ordinances, 
authorizing    the    grading    of    streets,  the 
building  of  ijidcwalks,  etc.,  etc.,  according 
to  some  system.     Up  to   this    date  all  the 
improvements  that  have  been  made    have 
been  the  result  of  individual   efforts,    but 
by  about  July  1.  tho  village    will   have  de- 
cided upon    and    will     have    commenced 
upon  an  extensive  and    a    comprehensive 
system  of  village  improvements,  and    will 
be  prepared    to    give    employment    to  a 
iargo  force  of    laborers,    probably    from 
i(;0  to  300. 

A  good  deal  of  building  is  already  going 
on,  but  as  soon  as  the  village  authoritits 
go  to  work  on  their  proposed  improve- 
ments, dozens  of  others  will  also  at  once 
commence  to  build,  and  it  is  about  as 
certain  as  anything  in  tbe  future  can  be, 
that  from  this  time  on  Grand  Rapids  will 
be  one  of  the  liveliest  towns  in  Afinne- 
suta.  We  confidently  expect  to  get  in 
several  important  manufacturing  indus- 
tries there  before  the  close  of  the  year  and 
we  feel  sure  that  in  the  near  future  it  will 
bo  one  of  the  very  best  inland  business 
points  in  the  state;  and  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  citizens  there  to  make  it  also  one 
of  the  most  attractive  towns  in  the  state  for 
homes.  Do  not  imagine  for  a  moment 
that  those  who  locate  there  now  will 
have  to  wait  as  long,  or  even  half 
as  long  as  the  early  settlers  of  Duluth 
did,  for  the  modern  accompaniments  and 
com.forts  of  civilization.  That  village  has 
a  better  and  more  costly  school  bouse  now 
than  Duluth  bad  ten  years  ago,  and  it  has 
been  decreed  that  she  shall  have  electric 
lights  and  a  system  of  water  works  and 
street  cars  within  one  year." 

When  asked  if  he  was  selling  much 
property  out  there  he  said:  "Weil,  I  am 
not  selling  a  great  deal,  nor  am  I  trying 
to  do  so.  thoiiyh  I  am  selling  some 
right  along  every  week.  I  am 
not,  as  you  may  have  noticed, 
urging  and  imploring  people  to  come  and 
buy  from  me,  and  I  do  not  care  to  sell 
any  of  my  own  property  for  the  next 
ninety  days,  as  I  believe  that  by  that 
time  every  lot  in  Grand  Rapids  will  bring 
twice  as  much  as  it  can  be  sold  for  today, 
and  as  I  am  nut  operating  out  there  for 
my  health,!  would  rather  have  ^2.00  then, 
than  1^1.00  now.  Still,  when  any  of  my 
friends  come  to  me  and  want  to  "get  in 
on  the  ground  floor"  and  purchase  a  few 
lots  I  always  accommodate  them  by  sell- 
ing them  something  at  figures  which  will 
enable  them  to  double  their  money  in  a 
few  months.  My  philanthrophy  in 
these  cases  is  not  altogether  unselfish, 
however,  for,  if  they  on  my  recommenda- 
tion, buy  a  few  lots  now,  on  which  they  in 
a  short  time,  get  two  dollars  for  one,  they 
will  then  be  likely  to  trust  my  judgment, 
again  and  dip  in  still  heavier  and  induce 
their  friends  to  buy  also,  and  the  result 
will  be  that,  I  will  then  be  able  to  sell 
them  property  for  something  nearer  what 
it  is  retUy  worth." 

When  asked  if  Grand  Kapids  is  growing 
much  he  replied:  "Yos,  quite  raj)idiy 
considering  all  the  circumstances.  You 
can  judge  of  this  by  the  patronage  given 
to  our  new  *12,00()  hotei.  tiie  Pokegama. 
This  hotel  is  hardly  in  full  rnnning  order 
as  yet.  but  still  it  feeds  and  lodges  from 
fifty  to  seventy  per  day.  The  population 
of  the  town  at  present  is  about  500,  but 
after  July  1,  at  which  time  we  shall  com- 
mence advertising  and  booming  the  place, 
if  we  do  not  add  to  its  nopulation  from 
2f)0  to  300  per  month,  1  shall  miss

offers  such  splendid  inducements,  either 
to  poor  men  who  wish  to  get  a  start  in 
the  world  or  to  capitalists,  as  Grand  Rap- 
ids, and  I  am  confident  that  multitudes 
belonging  to  each  of  these  cla.^ses  will 
avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  which 
it  offers." 

When  asked  if  the  country  around 
Grand  Rapids  is  being  settled  up,  lu  re- 
plied: 

"Yes,  very  rapidly;  but  there  are  superb 
homesteads  in  that  county  for  at  least 
10,000  more  settlers,  and  hundreds  of 
them  will  be  taken  up  during  the  coming 
year;  and,  by  the  way,  as  it 
would  be  entirely         imjiractical, 

for  these        homesteaders  to         try 

to  find  desirable  homestead  claims 
for  themselves,  I  have  two  competent 
nien  who  arc  familiar  with  tho  country.ui.w 
employed  and  in  the  field  .hunting  up 
such  claims'  with  a  view  of  selling  the 
same  to  tho^e  wtio  m.ay  wish  to  l^uy  tliem, 
and  as  there  is  no  other  place  within  lOOO 
miles  of  Luluth  where  homesteaders  can 
secure  as  valuable  hoiiiestciids  as  in  that 
region,  I  expect  to  plant  homesteaders 
out  there  about  as  rapidly  as  I  can  find 
choice  claims  and  for  these  claims,  I  shall 
charge  from  $50  to  $10«»  according  to 
their  value.

The  editor 
of  her  newr.paper,  having  got  tired  fight- 
ing for  'the  lost  cause,'  has  recently  re- 
moved his  entire  [>tnnt  up  to  Grand 
Rapids,  and  most  of  the  other  live  men  of 
the  place  who  can  got  away  are  also  mov- 
ing up  or  preparing  to  do  so  in  the  near 
future.  The  people  down  at  La  Prairie 
are  no  match  for  the  hnatlers  up  at  tho 
county  seat.i' 

When  asked  as  to  when  the  proposed 
excursion  to  Grand  Rapids  would  take 
placo  Mr.  M.  said:  "Well,  I  had  intended 
to  have  it  come  off  last  month,  but  a  de- 
lay in  the  opening  of  the  new  hotel  i>re- 
ve^nttid.  It  is  probable  now  that  it  will 
oome  off  in  about  ten  days,  but  doe  notice

He 
sometimes  mixed  grades,  and  even  now. 
MolTet  was  mixing  grades  in  hi.-t  elevator. 
He  bought  by  his  own  judgment  and  not 
l>y  state  rules.  Mr.  Canning  said  he  had 
shipped  some  no  grade  wheat  to  the  Du- 
luth elevators,  whore  he  dried  it  and 
shipped  it  out  as  No.  2  n«Mtliern. 

"Now,  tlu>  law  provides  that  the  wheat 
must  go  out  at  the  same  grade  at  which  it 
comes  in  at  an  elevator.  Hencer  this 
wheat  shoiild  have  gone  out  as  no  grade.

The  Government's  Explanation  of  the 
Baccarat  Case;  Wales  Sorry. 
London,  June  15.—  In  the  house  of  com- 
nioits  this  evening  Right  Hon.  Edward 
Stanhope,  secretary  of  state  for  war,  re- 
plying to  questions  with  regard  to  the 
recent  baccarat  scandal,  said  that  Sir 
William  Gordon  Cumming  was  the  first 
person  who  had  broken  faith  in  that  con- 
nection. He  was  the  oflFender  because  of 
his  failure  to  report  the  case  to  his  com- 
manding officer.  The  ofTense.  which 
might  have  been  committed  by  any  other 
of  the  persons  interested  in  the  baccarat 
matter  consisting  in  pressing  him  ti>  take 
a  different  course  from  that  laid  down  in 
the  army  regulations.  Of  the  three  other 
officers  concerned  in  the  affair  (Field 
.Marshal  Prince  of  Wales.  Gen.  Owen  Wil- 
lianis  and  Lieut.  Berkeley  Levett.)  Gen. 
Williams  was  on  the  retired  list  of  the 
army  and  therefore  not  sabject  to  its 
regulations.  The  other  two  undoubtedly 
were.  This  preliminary  statement  the 
secretary  of  state  for  war  .  was  made 
amidst  profound  silence  and  followed  by 
close  and  anxious  attention.  He  proceed- 
ed: His  royal  highness,  the  prince  of 
Wales,  on  looking  back  upon  all  circum 
stances  of  thts  case  has  authorized  him 
(Mr.  Stanhope)  to  say  that  he  now  saw 
the  error  of  judgment  which  he  had 
committed.  Continuing  the  secretary  of 
state  for  war  informed  the  house  that 
Jjieut.  Levett  has  written  to  his  command- 
er expressing  his  deep  regret  that  he  had 
failed  to  net  in  nccordniico  with  nimy  reg- 
ulations. Mr.  Stanhope  concluded  his 
statement  by  saying  that  it  was  not  pro- 
posed by  the  government  to  take  further 
action  in  the  matter.  When  Mr.  Stan- 
hope had  finished  his  authorized  state- 
ment on  behalf  of  the  prince,  there  was  a 
generous  outburst  of  applause,  but  when 
in  his  concluding  remarks  he  declared  the 
matter  dropped  by  the  government, 
cheers  came  only  from  the   Tory   benches.

ANACONDA  SOLD. 


The  Great  Montana  Mine  Goes  to  a 
Foreign  Svndicate. 
New  Yokk,  June  15.  —A  special  to  The 
Herald  from  Butte,  Mont.,  says  it  is  said 
that  the  Anaconda  mine  has  been  sold  to 
a  foreign  syndicate,  and  that  August  Bel- 
mont, acting  as  agent  of  Rothschilds,  has 
been  instructed  to  close  the  deal.  It  is 
understood  that  the  papers  which  make 
the  transfer  a  legal  transaction  are  in 
transit.  The  auiounts  that  are  to  be  j)aid 
are  not  quoted.  The  new  company  will 
probably  be  fully  equipped  and  ready  to 
werk  the  mines  by  Sept  1,  next. 


A  Suicidal  Epidemic. 
New  Yokk,  June  15. — There  has  been  an 
unusual  number  of  suicides  and  attempts 
at  self  destructi«>n  in  this  city  and  vi- 
cinity of  late.  One  day  during  the  past 
week  seven  persons  ended  their  existence 
at  their  own  hands  and  usually  two  or 
three  cases  are  reported  daily.  Yesterday 
three  cases  were  reported.  Geo.  R.  Green, 
45  years,  a  veteran  of  the  war,  hanged 
himself  in  Central  park.  Despondency, 
caused  by  poverty,  is  the  supposed  cause. 
The  second  case  reported  was  that  of  a 
young  woman,  Alice  Griffin,  who  jumped 
from  the  fifth  story  of  a  tenement  house, 
receiving  fatal  injuries.  She  was  insane. 
'J'he  third  case  occurred  in  Brooklyn, 
where  an  aged  German  tailor,  Peter 
Schwattz,  took  a  quantity  of  Paris  green. 
He  had  become  tired  of  constant  <|uarrel- 
ling  with  his  wife  and  determined  to  end 
his  life. 


Noble  on  Rumored  Changes- 
Chicago,  June  15. — Secretary  John  W. 
Noble  arrived  from  Hot  Springs  yester- 
duy,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  private 
secretary.  He  left  for  Washington  last 
evening. 

'i'alking  of  Commissi<merRaumand  the 
many  rumored  changes,  Secretary  Noble 
said:  '"There  are  to  be  no  changes  in  the  im- 
mediate future  that  I  know  of.  While  I 
have  been  absent  from  Washington  for  a 
month.  I  have  been  in  constant  daily  com- 
munication with  the  capitol  and  c<msider- 
able  of  the  department  business  has  fol- 
lowed me  on  the  trip.  During  this  time  I 
have  heard  of  these  rumors  through  the 
newspapers." 

Speaking  of  Postmaster  General  Wana- 
maker,  the  seci'etary  paid  him  the  highest 
tribute  and  expressed  the  utmost  confi- 
dence in  his  integrity  and  ability.

The  traders  there 
at  once  sent  assistance  free  of  cost  to  the 
unfortunate  town,  many  of  whose  inhabi- 
tants were  found  to  have  perished  of  hun- 
ger. Those  who  were  able  to  be  removed 
have  been  taken  to  friendly    villages  near 

the  coast.

Wakhinoton,  June  16. — The  following 
proclamation  was  issued  at  1  o'clock  to- 
day : 

Whereas,  an  agreement  for  a  modus  Vi- 
vendi between  the  government  of  the 
United  States  and  the  government  of  her 
Britannic  majesty  in  relation  t<j  the  fur 
seal  fisheries  in  Bering  sea  was  concluded 
on  the  15th  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord,  1891,  word  for    word  as  follows: 

For  the  purpose  of  avoiding  irritating 
differences,  and  with  a  view  to  promote 
the  friendly  settlement  of  the  question 
pending  between  the  two  governments 
touching  the  respeciive  rights  in  Bering 
sea,  and  for  the  preservation  of  the  seal, 
the  following  agreement  is  made  without 
prejudice  to  the  rights  or  claims  of  either 
party: 

1.  Her  majesty's  government  will  pro- 
hibit, until  May  next,  seal  killing  in  that 
part  of  Bering  sea  lying  eastward  of  the 
line  of  demarcation  described  in  article 
No.  1  of  the  treaty  of  1867  between  the 
United  States  and  Russia,  and  will 
promptly  use  its  best  efforts  to  ensure  the 
observance  of  this  prohibition  by  British 
subjects  and  vessels. 

2.  The  United  States  government  will 
prohibit  seal  killing  for  the  same  period 
in  the  same  part  of  Bering  sea  and  on 
the  shores  and  islands  thereof  the  prop- 
erty of  the  United  Slates  (in  excess  of 
75;K)  to  be  taken  on  the  islands  for  the 
subsisteuce  and  care  of  the  natives),  and 
will  promptly  use  its  best  efforts  to  en- 
sure the  observance  of  this  prohibition  by 
United  States  citizens  and  vessels. 

3.  Evtry  vessel  or  person  offending  against 
this  prohibition  in  the  said  waters  of  the 
BeJiug  sea  outside  of  the  ordinary  terri- 
torial limits  of  the  United  States  may  be 
seized  and  detained  by  the  naval  or  other 
duly  commissioned  officers  of  either  of  thjB 
high  contracting  parties,  but  they  shall  be 
handed  over  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the 
authorities  of  the  nation  to  which  they 
respectively  belong,  who  shall  alone  have 
jurisdiction  to  try  the  offense  and  impose 
the  penalties  for  the  same.  The  witness- 
es and  the  pr(X)fs  necessary  to  establish 
the  offense  shall  also  be  sent  with  them. 

4.  In  order  to  facilitate  such  proper  in- 
quiries as  her  majesty's  government  may 
desire  to  make,  with  a  view  to  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  case  of  that  pt"vornnient 
before  arbitrators,  and  in  expectation 
that  an  agreement  for  arbitration  may  be 
arrived  at,  it  is  agreed  that  suitable  per- 
sons designated  by  Great  Britain  will  be 
permitted  »t  any  time,  upon  application, 
to  visit  or  to  remain  upon  the  seal  islands 
during  the  present  sealing  season  for  that 
purpose. 

Signed  and  sealed  in  duplicate  at  Wash- 
ington, this  fifteenth  day  of  June,  18'.»1,  on 
behalf  of  their  respective  governments, 
by  William  F.  Wharton,  acting  secretary 
of  state  of  the  United  States  and  Sir  Wil- 
liam Pauncefote,  G.  V.  M.  G.,  K.  C.  B.,  H. 
B.  M.,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister 
plenipotentiary. 

Now  therefore  be  it  known  that  I,  Ben-

J.  W,  Newcomb,  buyer  for  Birch,  is  here 
from  Mayvilie,  N.  D.,  where  he  has  spent 
the  past  year.  He  is  familiar  with  the 
grain  situation  through  all  of  North  Da- 
kota and  cays  it  never  was  as  good  as  to- 
day. "In  the  vicinity  of  Mayvilie,"  said 
he,  "the  acreage  is  much  greater  than  last 
year  and  the  crops  are  in  excellent  condi- 
tion. You  see  there  was  a  plenty  of  rain 
before  the  seed  was  put  in.  which  put  the 
ground  in  good  condition  for  seed- 
ing. When  the  seeding  was 
done  the  ground  was  not  too  moist  and 
since  then  rains  have  been  very  copious. 
My  best  method  of  expressing  the  situa- 
tion in  the  Red  River  valley  and  indeed 
through  all  of  North  Dakota  is  that  the 
grain  couldn't  be  in  better  condition.  I 
think  that  the  crop  is  two  weeks  ahead  of 
the  usual  time  and  that  harvesting  will  be 
quite  general  on  Aug.  1.  I  met  Oliver 
Dalrymplfc  on  Saturday,  and  he  told  me 
that  the  further  north  you  went  the  larger 
the  increase  in  acreage  was,  and  that  the 
condition  of  things  was  never  better. 
Farmers  are  increasing  their  holdings  of 
lands  and  prices  are  good  and  stiff.  I 
don't  think  there  can  be  anything  to  keep 
the  farmers  of  North  Dakota  from  having 
a  most  prosperous  year." 

Mr.  Newcomb  will  remain  here  with  his 
family  for  a  couple  of  months  before  re- 
turning to  Mayvilie.

The  Duluth  Pump  Company  Now 
Being  Formed. 
Articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Duloth 
Pump  Manufacturing  company  are  now 
being  drawn  up  and  will  soon  be  signed 
by  many  West  Dnluthians  and  others.  It 
will  have  a  capital  stock  of  $100,000,  and 
will  manufacture  the  pumps  covered  by 
the  patents  of  Emory  Barnes,  of  West 
Duluth,  which  recently  was  given  a  trial 
at  the  Iron  Bay  works.

<t  Fitzpatriek.  It  will  have  dimensions 
of  165x135  feet.  The  school  will  open  in 
the  fall  of  next  year.

HIGH  MHOOL  CLA!<S  OF  '91. 
The  comniencement  exercises  of  the 
Duluth  High  .school  titled  the  Temple 
Opera  with  an  interested  and  appreciative 
audience  Saturday  nisrht.  The  efTorts  of 
the  fourteen  graduates,  seven  lads  and 
seven  lassies,  were  highly  creditable  to 
themselves  and  their  teachers.  Their 
average  age  was  but  16,  and  the  grasp  of 
thought  manifested  was  certainly  worthy 
of  maturer  years.  There  was  little  to 
critici.se  except  the  lack  of  enthusiasm. 
All  the  members  of  the  class  have  good 
voices,  and  spoke  so  as  to  be  distinctly 
heard  in  the  remotest  parts  of  the  house. 
They  were  under  complete  self-control, 
and  there  was  not  a  stitch  dropped  from 
beginning  to  end,  but  there  was  a  lack  of 
fire — of  action.  In  this  respect  the  Ger- 
man oration,  "A  Glimpse  of  the  Rhine," 
was  most  to  be  commended,  and  the  Latin 
salutatory  is  deserving  of  exception. 
Essays,  of  course,  afford  less  room  for 
demonstration  of  fervor,  but  an  oration 
that  haan't  action  in  it  is  not  an  oration. 
Several  of  the  subjects  were  ill  adapted 
to  the  inspiration  of  eloquence  or  the 
use  of  rhetorical  figures,  and  the  distinc- 
tion between  orations  and  essays  was  only 
in  name.  But  all  spoke  well  their  parts, 
and  the  class  prophecy  was  very  ingeni- 
ously revealed. 

In  the  presentation  of  his  two  prizes 
for  oratory  and  composition,  Alderman 
C.  A.  Long  emitted  bright  coruscations  of 
genius,  giving  the  youthful  graduates  a 
sort  of  oratorical  Marseillaise  as  a  prelude 
to  the  great  battle  of  life.  It  was  such  a 
speech  as  Alderman  Hugo  would  try  to 
make  if  he  was  nominated  for  mayor,  and 
was  bright  and  sparkling  all  the  way 
through.  There  was  an  Ingersollian 
rythm  in  it  that  caught  the  ear  and  made 
us  "rather  bear  the  ills  we  have  than  fly 
to  others  that  we  know  not  of."  It  made 
a  glad  and  happy  close  for  the  entertain- 
ment. 


If  a  man  wants  to  become  slightly 
quaiiitevl  with  liis  own  personality  or  see 
him.self  as  others  see  him,  all  he  netnla  to 
do  is  to  ask  for  appointment  to  office. 
The  Dr.  Jekyll  and  Mr.  Hyde  liemi- 
spheres  of  his  inner  consciousness  will 
come  to  the  surface  like  submerged  corks, 
and  he  needs  t>nly  to  read  current  literature 
with  the  snake  stories  of  the  .season  to 
find  out  just  exactly  who  and  what  he  is. 
The  charge  that  Doc  Barrett  stole  an  iron 
mine  surreptitiously,  should  be  taken  with 
several  tons  of  ballast,  and  the  suggoistion 
that  Monroe  Nichols  eieottKl  Kittel  Hal- 
vorsen  is  a  reflection  on  the  alliance  party 
which  we  cannot  permit  to  go  uiichal 
lenged. 

The  British  technical  jonrnal,  Engineer, 
expresses  great  admiration  for  the 
armored  cruiser  Now  York,  now  building 
for  the  United  States  navy.

The  great  majority 
of  the  population  of  any  city  is  made  up 
of  people  who  cannot  afford  to  go  beyond 
this  limit,  and  will  remain  away  from  the 
place  that  doesn't  offer  such  inducements. 
It  is  believed  by  conservative  men  en- 
gaged in  renting  houses  here,  that  10.000 
people  would  be  added  to  our  population 
this  season  if  we  had  homes  to  oflfcr  at 
the  figures  mentioned. 

Can  Duluth  a£ford  to  let  such  possibili- 
ties pass?  We  have  here  the  land  and 
everything  that  houses  are  made  of, 
and  we  have  the  labor,  too.  Why,  then, 
should  we  not  transform  these  willing 
materials  into  a  thousand  homes?  The 
land  in  the  central  part  of  the  city  is  per- 
haps too  valuable  to  permit  of  the  lower 
figures,  but  along  our  electric  lines  are 
cheap  lands  and  room  for  1,000,000  people. 
In  convenient  locations  could  be  built 
modest  but  pretty  homes,  within  roach  of 
the  humblest  toiler,  and  now  while  every 
house  is  overcrowded  is  just  the  time  to 
begin.  We  must  do  it  if  we  are  to  main- 
tain our  supremacy  as  a  manufacturing 
center,  for  labor  ihust  live  and  is  worthy 
of  its  home  and  hire.  This  would  give  us 
a  fixed  and  permanent  laboring  cla.ss,  men 
with  families,  men  interested  in  our 
social,  political  and  religious  life,  such  as 
are  the  bone  and  sinew  and  moral  fiber  of 
every  great  community.  They  will  come 
if  we  will  offer  homes.  Wo  could  not  do 
less.     They  ask  no  more. 


The  cutting  through  of  Piedmont  ave- 
nue to  Superior  and  Michigan  streets  at 
Eighth  avenue  west  will  add  another  to 
Duluth's  many  beautiful  driveways.  There 
is  nothing  too  good  for  Duluth,  nor  so 
difficult  it  will  not  be  undertaken  if  it  adds 
to  her  attractions  as  the  home  of  a  cu.- 
tured  and  esthetic  people.  We  are  the 
cliff  dwellers. 


The  Herald  doesn't  have  to  assure  its 
readers  it  is  a  Duluth  paper.  Everybody 
has  caught  onto  that  fact.

One  of  (he  most  important  coutrihu- 
tions  to  the  literature  of  American  polities 
of  the  day  is  lately  out  frt>m  tho  press  of 
Macmillan  A  Co.,  N.  Y.  It  is  an  able  and 
extremely  interesting  discussion  on  "Can- 
ada ami  the  Canadian  Qne.stion,"  by  Pro- 
fess«)r  (ioldwin  Smith,  who  is  pt<rhaps  as 
well  known  this  side  the  line  as  any  man 
of  the  Dominion.  Since  tho  appearance 
of  Bryce's  ".\merican  Cominoiiweiillh." 
and  for  a  long  time  befi>ro  it.  no  work  of 
like  importance  to  readers  in  this  country 
has  been  issued. 

Profess«)r  Smith's  views  on  the  subject 
of  the  ultimate  connection  of  Canada  t«> 
the  United  States  are  such  that 
the  reader  is  led  to  expect 
an  argument  on  commercial  union 
at  the  very  o])ening  of  the  "Canadian 
Qm-slion."  Nor  in  this  is  he  disa]>]>ointed. 
The  relation  of  the  natural  to  the  political 
map  is  pointed  out.  Canada  is  shown  to 
be  in  portions,  each  separated  from  the 
other  by  great  natural  barriers  as  well  as 
by  economic  ones,  and  eacii  joined  by  ail 
ties  of  busin^'ss  and  social  interest  to  that 
part  of  the  Ihiited  States  lying  below  if. 
Thus  the  Northwest  is  divided 
from  British  Columbia  and  Ontario 
by  the  mountains  and  a  vast  use- 
It'ss  tract  north  of  Lake  Superior,  while 
the  Manitoban  prairies  are  but  a  continu- 
ation of  Minnesota  and  Dakota.  Having 
stated  his  case  Professor  Smith  passes  in 
quick  review  the  several  provinces,  bring- 
ing out  the  utter  impossibility  of  a  fusion 
of  interests.  French  Canada  is  the  fire- 
brand in  the  federation,  tho  province  hi>ld- 
ing  itself  ever  aloof,  ready  to  set  up  on 
the  least  provocation  a  little  monarchial 
France  in  the  new  world,  and  the  Jesuit  is 
the  sustaining  power  in  French  Canada, 
the  one  behind  its  stubborness  and  loyalty 
to  France  The  act  of  federation  is 
sketched  and  the  weak  elements  of  tho 
constitution  pointed  out.  The  fruits  of 
confederation  all  noted  are  not  such  as  to 
allow  judgment  that  the  tree  is  good. 

The  Canadian  question  Professor 
Smith  sums  up  in  the  following  heads: 
The  evils  of  entire  dependence  on  tiie 
mother  country;  independence  needed; 
imperial  federation;  political  union  with, 
not  annexation  to,  the  United  States; 
commercial  union  with  tiiis  country  the 
only  salvation  to  Canada's  trade  and  the 
utter  futility  of  an  imperial  zollverein. 

The  book  has  valuable  appendices  on 
the  Canadian  hanking  system,  agricul- 
ture in  Ontario,  aud  on  mining,  the  latter 
being  particularly  valuable  to  the  North- 
west. 

It  is  written  in  an  interesting  and  sim- 
ple manner  and  cannot  but  help  to  solve 
the  question  both  for  Americans  and 
Canadians.

Superior  Street  Viadunt. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

A  correspondent  in  Saturday's  Herald 
pointed  out  the  necessity  of  a  bridge  over 
Superior  street  where  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range  road  crosses  it.  near  Harrison's 
division.  It  is  a  matter  which  was  dis- 
cussed at  the  time  the  Superior  street 
grade  was  adopted,  but  has  since  fallen 
into  "innocuous  desuetude."  It  is  never- 
theless a  matter  of  prime  importance  to 
the  city  and  should  be  looked  into  more 
carefully.  The  Duluth  «t  Iron  Range  cai.-^ 
at  the  present  time  cross  Superior  street 
thirty-four  times  a  day.  With  the  phe- 
nomenal growth  of  Lakeside  in  the  pa»t 
two  years  add  the  probable  future 
development  of  the  territory  this  side  and 
beyond  Lakeside,  how  long  will  it  be 
before  a  double  track  is  laid  and  trains 
will  bo  running  every  few  minutes?  Lon- 
don road  will  hardly  be  finished.  A  high 
embankment  on  one  side  makes  it  impos- 
sible for  drivers  of  teams  to  either  see  or 
hear  th"?  approaching  trains,  and  the  in- 
cline on  the  west  side  of  the  track  adds  to 
the  danger.  Signals  or  gates  are  of  little 
value  in  such  a  place,  besides  being  an  ob- 
struction on  our  only  lake  shore  drive. 
That  a  bridge  or  viaduct  will  have  to  be 
built  within  a  few  years  seems  inevitable. 
Why  not  do  it  now  instead  of  wasting 
Inrc^e  sums  blasting  rock  as  at  present 
and  making  provision  for  accidents  and  a 
good-sized  damage  suit  in  the  future?

York,  author  of  "The  Sabbath  for  Alan." 
Bpoke  here  three  times  yesterday  on  Sun- 
day work  and  Sunday  amusements.  In 
the  course  of  his  addresses  were  the  follow 
ing  puints: 

Even  John  Stuart  Mill  admits  that 
"operatives  are  perfectly  right  in  think- 
ing that  if  all  worked  on  Sundays,  seven 
days"  work  would  have  to  be  given  for  six 
days'  wages."  AH  over  the  land  barbers 
are  closing  their  shops  on  Sunday,  be- 
cause it  is  so  evident  that  when  all  brtrbers 
in  the  city  close  on  Sunday  all  will  make 
as  much  in  six  days  as  they  useil  to  make 
in  seven.  It  is  manifestly  so  in  nearly  all 
branches  of  trade. 

More  liquor  can  be  sold  by  Sunday 
opening  than  by  woek-day  opening  only. 
The  tobacconist  and  confectioner  also 
gain  just  so  much  as  their  open  shops 
may  tempt  children  to  embezzle  their 
missionary  pennies.  But  other  tradesmen 
who  open  on  the  Sabbath  are  not  knaves, 
but  fools.  They  do  two  months  of  Sun- 
day work  in  a  year  for  nothing. 

A  canvass  of  shops  open  on  Sunday  in 
London  showed  that  t>5  per  cent  wished  to 
close  if  their  competitors  would  also  close. 
Every  trade  should  petition  state  and  city 
government  to  close  them  up  by  the  only 
"agreement"  that  will  last:  one  that  has  a 
policeman's  club  behind  it  for  the  mean 
man  who  always  breaks  such  an  a!,Mee- 
ment  when  there  is  nothing  but  his  "own 
bankrupt  honor  behind  it.  "The  liberty 
of  rest  for  each  demands  a  law  of  rest 
for  all." 

Much  is  said  of   Sabbath    as  the  day  of 
rest  and  worship,  for   body  and  soul;' not 
enough  of  it  as   the  home    day.  the  day  of 
the  heart.     God's  two  tirst  gifts  to  unfallen 
man  were  the  family  and  the  Sabbath,  the 
Jacin    and    Boaz  pillars    of    beauty    and 
strength  before  man's  Edenic  temple.    Al- 
though scarred  by  the  fall,    they   still    re 
main,  like  the  majestic  pillars  that    tower 
above  surrounding  ruins  in  Rome,  and  be- 
hind these  pillars,  in  the  loving  fellowship 
of  the  weekly  Home  Day,    we    find,    more 
than  anywhere  else,  our  paradise  regained. 
He  who  steals  a  poor  man's    purse   "steals 
trash."     He  who    steals    the    poor    man's 
threadbare  overcoat  commits   only    petty 
larceny.     But  he  who  robs  the    poor    man 
of  his  weekly  Home  Day,  to  gratify   greed 
or  appetite,  commits  grand  larceny.     The 
law  that  forbids  reedless  Sunday    work  is 
not.  then,  as  its  enemies  allege,    a   law   to 
punish  what  is  only  a  sin  against    God— it 
is  a  law  to  prevent  a  crime   against    man. 
Four  times  seven    is    twenty-eight;  that 
is,  one-seventh    of  the    days    in    twenty- 
eight  years  is  fonr  years— a  college  course. 
He  who  has  missed    a  "liberal    education" 
in  the  schools,  may    make    up    for   it.  by 
well-spent    Sabbaths,    in    one-third    of  a 
well-rounded  life,  and    still    have    left,  in 
his    remaining    years,    enough     Sabbath 
time  for   thought    and    self-improvement 
for  two  post  graduate  courses    as  ]oi.g  as 
the  first.     If  the    Sabbath    were    not    so 
valuable  for  the  body  and  heart  and  soul, 
its  educational  value  alone    would    vindi- 
cate  its    high    place   in    society.     As    an 
educator      it       is      only    seceud     to    the 
public  schools,  if  second  at  all.    Certainly 
it  is  their  best  supplement. 

As  the  Lord's  day  from  a  religious 
standpoint,  is  a  "little  Easter."  a  weekly 
celebration  of  the  resurrection,  so  the  rest 
day,  from  a  patriotic  .standpoint,  is  a 
weekly  independence  day,  not  of  celebra- 
tion, but  realization. 

The  roots  of  the  American  constitution 
are  American  institutions,  and  the  Ameri- 
can Sabbath  is  the  very  tap-root  of  them. 
The  two  distinctive  marks  of  the  high- 
est Christian  civilization,  the  fullest  civil 
liberty,  are  those  two  first  gifts  of  God  to 
man — monogamy  and  the  Sabbath. 

The  Sunday  opening  of  saloons  is  the 
badge  of  the  frontier— the  "Wild  West"— 
and  every  city  that  would  proclaim  itself 
none  of  that,  should  put  on  the  badge  of 
full  American  civilization— the  Sunday 
closing  of  saloons.  The  chief  element  of 
the  toilsome  continentalSunday  of  foreign 
despotisms  is  the  open  saloon,  while  Sun- 
day closing  is  the  American  Sabbath's 
trade-mark,  which  every  American  city 
.should  assume  as  the  token  of  its  inde- 
pendence of  foreign  saloonists,  its  notice 
to  the  world  that  it  is  not  a  foreign 
colony.  As  to  the  question  of  "revenue," 
more  is  always  saved  in  costs  of  crime  by 
Sunday  closing  thanislostby  any  canceled 
licenses — in  fact,  there  is  no  claim  that 
Sunday  closing  has  ever  reduced  the  num- 
ber of  saloons  or  the  license  revenue  from 
them,  but  only  their  crime  product  and 
its  cost.  As  to ';  liberty,"  the  continental 
Sunday,  of  which  the  saloon  is  the  camel- 
head  that  brings  all  its  other  forms  of  toil 
and  dissipation  after  it,  is  notoriously  the 
friend  of  both  monarchy  and  anarchy, 
keeping  its  victims  in  perpetual  child 
hood,  unable  to  govern  themselves,  held 
under  the  heel  of  despots  or  demagogues. 
At  the  evening  meeting  at  the  congre- 
gational church  resolutions  were  adopted 
protesting  against  the  opening  of  the 
World's  fair  on  the  Sabbath  day.  The 
Dnlnth  Rest  Day  League,  auxiliary  to  the 
Minnesota  Sabbath  and  Reform  a.ssocia 
tion  will  be  organized.

CoLrMiius,  Ohio.  June  16. — Tho  repub- 
licau  couveutiuit  which  is  tu  uamo  Major 
McKiuley  as  the  standard  bearer  ol  the 
party  in  the  ensuing  campaign  y,ns  called 
to  order  at  2  u'cluck  this  afternoon  in  the 
Grand  opera  house  by  L.  W.  Kint;,  iu  the 
absence  of  Hon.  A.  L.  Conger,  of 
Akron,  chairman  of  the  republican 
state  central  committee.     The  convention 

has  brought  to  this  city  the  largest  num- 
ber of  republicans  that  has  ever  assembled 
in  any  one  city  of  the  state  for  any  event. 

Every  village  and  hamltt  seems  to  have 
its  representative,  and  the  largest  auditor- 
ium iu  the  country  would  lack  facilities 
fur  the  accommodation  of  the  visitors,  to 
say  nothing  t»f  the  town'.-*  people  who  are 
anxious  to  vent  their  enthusiasm  upon 
the  nomination  of  the  great  tariff  loader. 
An  immense  mass  meeting  in  the  grounds 
of  the  state  has  been  arranged  for  tonight 
and  it  is  proposed  that  after  the  nomina- 
tion of  McKinley  tomorrow  the  conven- 
tion shall  adjourn  in  a  body  to  the  state 
lK)use  grounds,  where  the  nominee  will 
make  his  speech  of  acceptance,  and  Sen- 
ator Sherman,  Foraker  and  other  lights 
tho  party  will  be  heard  from.  There  are 
precedents  for  such  a  course.  Vallandino;- 
ham  was  nominated  in  a  convention  held 
iu  the  open  air.  David  Todd  was  chosen 
as  republican  standard  bearer  in  the 
state  liouse  grounds  in  IHOI,  and  so  was 
John  Brough  in  18(53. 

When  the  convention  was  called  to 
order  there  was  hardly  breathing  space 
in  the  large  theater.  Senator  Sherman, 
ex-Governor  Foraker  and  other  repre- 
sentative men  were  heartily  welcomed. 
In  a  few  remarks  of  welcome,  Col.  King 
placed  ill  nomination  for  chairman  Hun. 
R.  M.  Nevin,  of  Dayton,  who  had  been  se- 
lected for  that  position  by  the  state  cen- 
tral committee. 

The  nomination  was  agreed  to  by  un- 
animous vote.  On  being  introtluced  by 
Col.  Conger,  the  brilliant  orator  was  re- 
ceived with  deafening  applause.  He 
opened  his  address  with  a  reference  to 
the  record  of  the  republican  party  and 
then  dealt  at  length  with  the  policy  which 
had  beer,  pursued  by  the  rep'nblicans  and 
democrats  of  Ohio  for  tho  past  few  years. 
He  then  proceeded  in  this  vein: 

"With  regard  to  all  the   great    measures 

t«>day  where  it    lias    always    stoo.],     with 
notliing  to  regret,  to  expl;iiii,  or  to  apolo- 
gize fur.     It    stands    ni)Oii  its    old     i)Iat- 
fonns,  true  in  its  jiUegiance  to  every  prin- 
ci[>le  it   has    ever     enunciated.      It.  main- 
tains now,  as  it  wer  has,  that    all  men  are 
e<jual    before     the     law,  that     they  are  en- 
titled to    e<iual     rights,    equal     privileges 
and  t4iual  protection,  regardless    of    race, 
creed,  or  color.     It  stands   today    for  pur- 
ity of  elections,   for    a   free    ball«>t  and  an 
honest  count,  for  jirorection  to    American 
industry  and  American  labor,  whether  en- 
gaged   in    agriculture    or    manufactures, 
whether  in  the  field    and  farm    or    at  the 
furnace  and  forge.     It  is  in  favor  of  main- 
taining our  country  as  an   asylum    for  the 
honest,  capable  and    intelligent   of  all  na- 
tions, but  it  is  opposed    to    making  it  the 
dumping      ground        fur       the       vicious 
and  criminal  classes    of    Europe.     It    be- 
lieves that  the  proudest  title  any  man  can 
have  is  that  of  American  citizr-n,  and   it  is 
for  upholding  the  riglits  of    all    such,  na- 
tive and  naturalized,  white   and    black,  at 
home        aid       abroad.       It       recognizes 
the       debt       of         grfititude       tho       na- 
tion      owes       to        tliose        who       have 
f.iught    and     ble<',    suffered  and    starved, 
t'ljit  it  mitrht  live;  and  it  is    in  favor  now, 
as  il  has  ever  been,  of   liberal  pensions  to 
our  soldiers,    their    widows    and  orphans. 
It  is  for  a  sound    currency,  with  gold  and 
silver    stnndards,    so   regulated    as    that, 
while  both  remain,  each  shall  be  as  nearly 
as  possible  th''  equal  of  the  other.       It    is 
for  honest  and  economical  administration^ 
for  wise  legislation,    for    the    encourage- 
ment and  development  of  the  resources  of 
the  whole  country,  for  the  adjustment    of 
all    differences    and    difficulties     between 
capital  and  labor,  in    accordance  with  the 
principles  of    arbitration,  having  in  view 
equal  and  exact  justice  to  both.  [Cheers.J 
The  republican  party  ofOhio  is  now,  as 
it  has  ever  been,  opposed    to  all  visionary 
schemes  of  finance  or    '"wildcat"'  inflation, 
either  in  the  shape  of    unlimited  currency 
or  the  free  coinage  of  any  metal   that  will 
debase  the  standard  of  value  and  give  .to 
latjor  less  than  100  cents  for  $l*s  worth  of 
toil.     It  is  opposed  to    the    purchase,     by 
money,    of    seats    in    the    senate  of    the 
United  States,  and   insists    that  any    man 
who  is  elected  by  the  general  assembly  of 
our  state  to    that    high    office    should    at 
least  reside  within  our  borders. 

As  I  have  said,  the  people  of  Ohio    trust 
the  democratic  party  with  one  term  about 
every  six  years;  but  it  took  four  times  six 
years  to  induce  the  people   of  this   nation 
to  repose  a  like  confidence  in    it  and    re- 
store it  to  power.     In    1884,    after   almost 
a  quarter  of  a  century  of    continuous  and 
unbroken  victory,    the    republican    party 
was    accidentally      beaten,    and      Grov<>r 
Cleveland  was  elected  president.     In  1.SS8, 
the  people  tiring  of    him,    his    platitudes 
and  his  party,  "turned    to    the    republican 
party  again  to  see  what  it  might    offer  by 
way  of  relief.     It  then  by  its     platform  of 
principles,  pledged  itself  in   favor    of   the 
homestead  laws  and  of    public    lands    for 
actual  settlers;  in  favor  of  gold  and    silver 
as  the  basis  of  our  monetary    system;    for 
free  schools;  for  the    rehabilitation  of  our 
merchant  marine;    pledged    itself   against 
the  introduction  of  foreign  contract  labor 
and  against  the  •  combination   of   capital, 
in  trusts  or  otherwise,    arbitrarily    to  ct)r.- 
trol  trade;  pledged  itself  for  the  admission 
of  territories  into  the  Union  as  states;  for 
just  and  liberal  pensions  to    our    soldiers, 
and  uncompromisingly    in     favor    of    the 
American  protective  system;  promising  if 
again     placed  in  power    it    would    reform 
and  readjust  the  tariff  upon    the    lines   of 
protection    to    American    industry      and 
American  labor. 

And  now,  with  scarcely  more  than  half 
its  term  expired,  I  appeal  to  you,  gentle- 
men, and  to  the  American  people,  to  say 
if  every  jilank  iu  that  letter  has  not  been 
carried  out  in  letter  and  in  spirit  by  the 
pure,  patriotic,  Htatesmanlike    and    splen- 


did administration  of  Donjamiu  Harrison. 
|(}reat  Applause.)  If  „„t,  name  to  me 
what  pledge  hfls  bcon  unfulfilled,  what 
promise  has  been  unperformed y 

But  the  success  of  Hut  administration  of 
President  Harrison  rests  not  alone  upon 
pnmiises  ful tilled  and  pledges  redeemed. 
Its  foreign  policy  has  been  such  as  to 
command  the  admiration  of  the  world  and 
the  applause  of  every  true  American. 
Whether  engaged  with  the  trained  states- 
men of  Great  Britain  or  the  shrewd  and 
crafty  diplomats  of  Italy,  its  course  has 
been  so  calm,  so  dignified,  so  discreet  and 
yet  so  convincing  as  tu  wring  approval 
from  oven  its^political  opponents.  With 
him,  and  a?  part  of  his  administration, 
are  the  wise  counsellors  of  his  cabinet. 
At  his  right  hand  stands  a  man  who,  fur 
keen  intellect,  broad  statesmanship  and 
devotion  to  American  interests  and 
American  progress,  is  the  peer  of  any 
man  who  has  ever  lived,  who  lives  today 
or  ever  will  live,  James  G.  Blaine.  (Great 
applause.]  On  his  left,  at  the  head  of  tlio 
treasury  department,  have  been  placed 
two  distinguished  sons  of  Ohio,  William 
Windom  and  Charles  Foster.  [Applause.) 
Surrounding  him  is  a  galaxy  of  statesmen 
whose  sole  aim  is  the  public  good,  while 
back  of  him,  a  power  indeed,  stood  a  re- 
publican congres.s. .  In  the  senate,  recog- 
nized as  among  the  first  and  foremost  of 
its  wise,  patriotic,  conservative  and  faith- 
ful members,  was  our  own  John  Sherman. 
[Cheering.]  At  the  head  of  the  house  of 
representatives  was  a  gentleman  from 
Maine  whom  the  democrats  were  pleased 
to  call  "The  Czar."  [More  cheering.) 
During  the  war,  when  any  measure  was 
introduced  in  congress  seeking  to  per-

[Ap- 
plause.] 

But  not  to  these  alone  is  all  the  glory. 
There  stood  upon  the  floor  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  as  chairman  of  its  ways 
and  means  committee,  another  man  whose 
services  need  mention.  His  name  is  in- 
dissolubly  linked  with  that  act  that  is 
bringing  toda>,  and  as  the  years  go  by 
will  bring  in  greater  nieasure,  prosperity 
to  the  American  people.  A  man  who, 
having  led  upon  the  floor  of  the  house  to 
the  support  of  every  important  measure 
an  unbroken  column  of  republicans,  will 
bo  chosen  by  acclamation  tomorrow  to 
lead  the  republican  hos^s  of  Ohio  to  vic- 
tory this  fall — William  McKinley,  Jr. 
(Great  cheering  lasting  for  several  min- 
utes. ) 

It  was  the  "Old  Roman."  I   believe,  wh«» 

to  be  over  f(mr  feet  tall;  the  inoment  he 
got  above  that  height  there  was  some  fac- 
tion ready  to  cut  him  down.  I  thank  Ood 
that  this  is  not  true  of  the  ref)ublican 
party  in  Ohio.  We  are  i)roud  of  our  Sher- 
man; of  our  Foster;  of  our  McKinley  and 
of  our  Foraker,  and  would  like  to  see 
them  grow  four  times  four  feet  tall,  if  pos- 
sible; and  they  may  rest  assured  that  no 
matter  how  tall  tliey  have  grown — and 
they  have  grown  very  fall  there  is  plenty 
of  room  left  in  the  republican  party  for 
them  to  grow  in  still,  because  our  party 
is  as  higli  as  patriotism  and  as  broad  as 
humanity. 

A  word  as  to  tlie  ticket  and  I  am  done 
I  need  say  nothing  about  our  candidate 
for  governor.  He  is  already  chosen.  If 
tiie  democrats  were  in  accord  and  har- 
monious; if  they  stood  foot  to  foot  and 
shoulder  to  shoulder  in  the  fight  this  fall, 
still  witii  William  McKinley  Jr.,  as  our 
leader,  and  united  as  we  are,  they  must  no 
down,  but  dis<>rganized  and  broken,  with 
the  Campbell  faction  and  the  Neal  faction 
and  the  "dark  horse"  faction,  the  ques- 
tion is  not,  •Will  McKinley  be  elected ?' 
but  "How  much  will  his  majority  be?"' 
)  Cheers  and  applause.] 

In  fact,  if  tho  wrangling  and  disc  >rd 
and  criniinations  and  recriminations  of 
our  democratic  brt-thren  kept  up  much 
longer,  my  friend  Guverin)r  Campbell  will 
have  to  call  anotlniT  special  and  oxiraor- 
dinary  session  of  tiie  legislature  next  fall 
to  have  it  ofKcially  deteruiintd  whether 
tho  democratic  candidate  was  realiy  in  the 
race. 

In  selecting  candidates  for  other  offices, 
let  UP  be  guided  by  tho  fitness  of  the  man 
for  the  place,  and  by  nothing  el.se.

LoNKON,,June  IC. — Advices  of  a  reliable 
character  state  that,  many  denials  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  all  the  exiled 
Russian  Jews  who  pass  through  Germany 
are  bound  for  New  York,  and  receive  tick- 
ets for  that  city  if  they  have  no  means  to 
buy  tickets.  A  Berlin  committee  receives 
them  at  Charlotteuburg  and  passes  them 
<m  to  Hamburg  or  Bremen.  There  they 
are  received  by  another  committee  and 
sent  on  to  New  York,  to  be  taken  charge 
of  by  another  committee.  The  intention, 
the  Berlin  correspondent  says,  is  to  turn 
the  whole  exodus,  which  is  expected  to 
amount  to  millions,  toward  the  United 
States  and  all  other  schemes  are  but  vis- 
ionory  projects  to  blind  Americans  to  the 
facts,  and  prevent  alarm  in  that    country. 

Lady  Brooke  and  Her  Lord. 
London.  June  16. — All  London  is  talking 
of  Lord  and  Lady  Brooke.  All  gossip 
aside,  the  relations,  between  the  pair  have 
been  little  more  than  formal  for  several 
months  past,  and  they  have  not  usually 
answered  the  invitations  of  royalty  to- 
gether. It  is  rumored  that  Lord  Brooke 
has  in  his  possession  letters  nearly  as  in- 
teresting as  those  in  the  Mordaunt  case, 
written  by  the  prince  of  Wales,  and  which 
call  for  some  clear  definition  of  the  line 
between  platonic  affection  and  the  .seventh 
commandment.  Lady  Brooke  has  lately 
shown  a  desire  to  win  back  her  husband, 
who  will  in  all  probability  soon  be  the 
earl  of  Warwick,  and  but  for  the  baccarat 
scandal  she  might  have  succeeded.  That 
raised  such  a  storm  of  denunciation,  in 
which  Lady  Brooke's  name  held  a  prom- 
inent place,  that  Lord  Brooke  is  thor- 
t>uglily  disgusted  and  will  no  longer  play 
the  part  of  complaisant  husband  to  his 
beautiful  wife.  Both  of  them  are  inde- 
pendent as  to  property.  Lady  Brooke  hav- 
ing a  considerable  inherited  estate  near 
Colchester. 


Has  Enough  to  Live  on. 
London,  June  Hi. — A  friend  of  Sir  Will- 
iam Gordon  has  written  to  the  United 
Press  correspondent  saying  that,  to  re- 
move a  possible  misapprehension,  it  was 
desirable  to  state  that  Sir  William  is  en- 
tirely independent  of  any  fortune  that  his 
bride  may  bring  him,  and  is  able  to  meet 
the  costs  of  the  recent  trial  without  seri- 
ous iinpairnient  of  his  estJite.  thnt.  T.nJy 
(hiinming  has  not  married  a  "chalean 
espagno"  and  will,  as  customary  among 
Americans  and  Britons,  retain  entire  con- 
duct of  her  property;  that  Sir  William's 
proposed  vi.sit  to  America  will  not  be  in 
connection  with  getting  a  portion  of  his 
wife's  e^'tate  under  his  control,  as  he  is 
under  no  such  necessity,  and  in  the  ojunion 
of  the  writer,  the  loss  of  society  of  the 
prince  of  Wales  will  be  amply  repaid  to 
Sir  William  by  increased  ability  to  live 
within  his  means.

In  the  convention  hall  the  decorations 
were  confined  to  the  national  colors.  A 
life-like  picture  of  Major  McKinley 
looked  down  upon  the  scene  from  the 
stage.  Three  cheers,  twice  repiatod, 
were  given  for  President  Harrison.  The 
mention  of  Senator  Sherman's  name, 
however,  brought  <iiit  applause  lasting 
twice  as  long.

On  the  same  night 
some  persons  clHim  to  have  seen  a  ghostly 
form  in  the  front  room,  which,  after  peer- 
ing out  into  the  street,  gave  vent  to  moans 
and  cries  for  helj..

Trouble  in  the  Ranks  of  the  Bridgeport 
Force. 
Bkidgkihbt,  Cann.,  June  16. — Excite- 
ment over  the  pt  lice  muddle  was  at  fever 
heat  last  avening.  Mayor  Marigold  anti- 
cipated trouble  between  the  men.  and  dur- 
ing the  afternoon  communicated  with  the 
governor,  who  ordered  all  necessary  mili- 
tary protection.  Accordingly  orders  were 
at  once  issued  by  Maj.Connell  to  assemble 
Companies  B  and  E,  of  the  Fourth  regi- 
ment.

Or.  Verdi,  of  \7ashington.  Receives 
Knighthood  f -om  King  Humbert. 
Nkw  Yokk,  JuH'J  16. — A  special  to  the 
Press  from  Washington,  says  that  inform- 
ation has  been  received  there  that  King 
Humbert  of  Italy,  on  the  recommendation 

of  Premier  Rudiui  and  Baron  Fava,  has 
knighted  Dr.  T.  ^.  Verdi,  of  Washington, 
aiid  bestowed  upon  him  the  title  of  chev- 
alier, in  return  fo  •  extraordinary  services 
rendered  that  country.

A  Pennsylvania  Cameron  Supposed 
Dead  for  Years  Turns  Up. 
Shamokin,  Pa.,  June  16. — A  strange  ro- 
mance has  come  to  light  in  this 
town  by  the  return  of  Charles  Cam- 
eron, a  cousin  of  United  States  Senator 
Don  Cameron,  who  was  8upp»>sed  to  have 
been  murdered  m  a  gambling  den  at 
Richmond,  Va.,  soon  after  the  battle  of 
Bull  Run.  In  1860  Cameron  left  his  home 
in  Pottsville,  Schuylkill  ccnnty,  and  went 
to  Richmond  where  he  informed  his  wife 
he  had  secured  the  contract  for  building  a 
church.  He  never  returned,  and  Mrs. 
Cameron,  hearing  that  he  had  been  raur 
dered,  married  Win.  Madden  ten  years  af- 
terward. Madden  was  killed  on  the  rail- 
road and  Mrs.  Madden  removed  te  this 
place.  Saturday  morning  while  standing 
at  the  door  of  her  home,  a  stranger  ap- 
peared and  announced  himself  as  t'harles 
Cameron,  tho  long-lost  husband.  Mrs. 
Madden  refused  to  receive  him.  At  pres- 
ent he  is  stopping  with  his  son,  Simon. 

Injured  by  Dynamite. 
Pattkuson,  N.  J..  Junel6.- Two  Italians 
were  killed  and  three  others  fatally  in- 
jured by  a  dynamite  explosion  yesterday 
on  the  work  of  the  Newark  water  supply 
and  pipe  line  of  the  East  Jersey  Water 
company,  between  Bloom ingdale  and 
Pompton.  The  dead  and  injured  were 
known  only  by  numbers. 


The  Philadelphia  Embezzler  Will 
Make  a  ^tatoment  to  the  Court. 
Philadklphia,  June  16.— John  Bards- 
ley  is  preparing  a  statement  which  he 
proposes  to  make  to  the  court  on  Tues- 
day next  when  h(  is  to  be  called  for  sen- 
tence. It  is  said  by  his  friends  that  Bards- 
ley  intends  to  un  losom  himself  and  tell 
the  court  all  he  k  lows.  Mayor  Stuart  will 
probably  send  th<;  report  of  his  experts, 
showing  what  thcjy  have  discovered  up  to 
date  in  their  examinations  of  Mr"  Bards- 
ley's  private  check  books  and  memoranda, 
to  the  Bardsley  investigating  committee 
Tuesday  or  Wednesday.

The  ordinance  recently  passed  by  the 
West  Duluth  council,  granting  certain 
privileges  to  the  Duluth  Street  Railway 
company,  will  not  be  accepted  by  the  com- 
pany, as  it  contains  provisions  that  are 
most  absurd.  Section  3,  among  other 
things,  contains  the  following: 

"Provided  further,  that  in  defanlt  of 
said  Duluth  Street  Railway  company's 
building  as  herein  provided,  any  other 
company  shall  be  permitted  to  build 
such  designated  line  on  the  same  terms 
and  conditions  as  are  granted  by  thla 
ordinance  t'O  said  Duluth  Street  Railway 
company. 

•'Provided  further,  that  said  new  com- 
pany may  issue  transfer  checks  to  its 
passengers,  which  said  checks  shall  be  re- 
ceived by  said  Duluth  Street  Railway 
company  as  full  fare  for  the  continuous 
ride  over  said  Duluth  Street  Railway  com- 
pany's system  without  further  cost  to 
said  passengers  or  to  said  new  company; 
/ind 

"Provided  further,  that  said  Duluth 
Street  Railway  company  shall  issue  trans- 
fer checks  to  passengers  on  their  lines 
desiring  the  same,  which  shall  be  received 
by  said  new  company's  line  as  full  fare 
for  one  continuous  ride  over  its  line  and 
be  redeemed  by  said  Duluth  Street  Railway 
company  at  the  regular  rate.'" 

Said  General  Manager  Chase  this  morn> 
ing:  "Our  company  can  never  consent 
to  this  section  iu  its  present  shape.  That 
means  that  if  we  were  ordered  to  operate 
a  line  on  a  certain  block  and  failed  to  do 
so  we  would  lose  our  whole  franchise  in 
West  Duluth;  and  not  only  that,  but  we 
would  be  obliged  to  carry  without  charge 
on  our  Duluth  lines  the  passengers  fur- 
nished by  any  new  line  in  West  Duluth 
and  would  be  obliged  to  pay  the  other  line 
for  all  business  originating  on  our  line 
and  transferred  to  theirs.  The  whole 
thing  is  absurd.  In  Duluth  we  are  under 
sensible  restrictions.  We  lose  the  fran- 
chise on  only  those  thoroughfares  wherein 
we  refus^'O  operate  lines.  I  shall  make 
my  objection  to  the  West  Duluth  people 
next  Monday  night.  There  are  some  peo- 
ple I  think  who  are  trying  to  throw  ob- 
stacles in  the  way." 

Mr.  Chase  said  that  his  company  was 
willing  to  make  a  five  cent  fare  to  »ny 
point  in  Duluth.  lakeside  or  West  Duluth. 
"Wo  have  already  ordered  everything  for 
the  West  Duluth  line  except  the  rails," 
said  he,  "and  if  th^  people  there  do  the 
right  thing  we  will  soon  have  the  road 
under  process  of  construction.  It  will  be 
a  double-track  line  with  steel  sixty  pounds 
to  the  yard.  We  will  run  cars  every  fif- 
teen minutes  at  least  and  probably  more 
often."' 

Another  part  of  the  ordinance  to  which 
Mr.  Clia.se  objects  is  .section  10.  It  pro- 
vides that  "the  said  company  shall,  after 
a  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
section  3  (relating  to  the  forfeiture  of 
rights)  herei>f,  permit  any  such  portion  of 
its  said  railway  and  appliances  in  said 
village  to  be  crossed  or  jointly  used  by 
any  other  company  which  may  be  after 
such  failure  authorized  by  said  vil- 
lage so  far  as  practicable,  regard 
being  had  to  the  motive  power 
used,  as  the  convenience  of  the 
traveling  public  may  require  and  which 
shall  be  designated  by  said  village  council 
by  resolution  or  otherwise  upon  such 
equitable  t«rms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
such  companies  or  as  may  be  deteter- 
inined  by  the  district  court  of  St.  Louis 
county,  Minnesota;  provided,  that  this 
company  shall  have  the  right  to  use  the 
tracks  and  appliances  of  such  other  com- 
pany upon  the  same  terms." 

What  Mr.  Chase  objects  to  is  the  pro- 
vision which  allows  any  other  company 
to  use  on  the  Duluth  Street  Railway  com- 
pany's tracks  other  power  than  that  used 
by  the  latter  company.  Section  9  of  the 
Lakeside  ordinance,  obviates  the  diflBculty. 
It  is  as  follows: 

"The  said  company  shall  permit  any 
such  portion  of  its  said  railway  in  said 
city  of  Lakeside  to  be  crossed  or  jointly 
used  by  any  other  company  which  may  be 
hereafter  authorized  by  said  city  to  ct>n- 
struct  and  operate  street  railways  in  said 
city  and  whose  cars  are  proi>elled  by  the 
same  motor  power  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  cars  of  this  company,  as  the 
convenience  of  the  traveling  public  may 
require,  and  which  shall  be  designated  by 
said  city  council,  by  resolution  or  other- 
wise, upon  such  equitable  terms  ns  may 
be  agteed  upon  by  such  companies  or  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  district  court 
of  St,  Louis  county,  Minnesota:  provided, 
that  this  company  shall  have  the  right  to 
use  the  tracks  of  said  other  oompany 
upon  the  same  terms." 

The  Lakeside  ordinance  has  not  been 
accepted  because  the  directors  have  not 
been  able  to  meet  thus  far.  But  it  will  be 
within  a  short  time. 


Village  on  Fire. 
Ottawa,  Out.,  June  16.— The  village  of 
Casselnian,  about  thirty  miles  from  here, 
on  the  line  of  the  Canadian  Atlantic  rail- 
road, is  on  fire  and  is  likely  to  be  entirely 
consumed.

The  Herald  is  informed  that  the  Super 
ior  Evening  Telegram  (subsidized  and 
limited)  has  of  late,  for  some  UQdi.scovered 
can«e.  been  speaking  harshly  of  the  even 
tenor  of  our  way.  We  regret  this,  partic- 
ularly as  we  have  not  seen  the  nnmbers  of 
that  paper  giving  us  special  attention, 
and  trust  our  contemporary  will  not 
stoop  to  billingsgate  to  prove  it  hails 
from  a  fishing  village.  The  world  will 
find  that  out  soon  enough  itself.  But  we 
also  regret  it  because  such  action  demands 
that  we  stir  up  the  pool  again.  On  gen- 
eral principles  The  Herald  believes  in 
speaking  well  of  all  men,  and  so  had 
hoped  it  would  not  be  forced  to  reveal 
much  truth  about  our  backdoor  neigh- 
bors, for  in  the  growth  of  great  cities 
some  must  of  necessity  live  in  unsightly 
places  and  be  employed  in  odorous  voca- 
tions. We  should  not  despise  the  men 
who  scuttle  coal  into  our  basement — Su- 
perior is  a  .'ort  of  sub-cellar  for  Duluth — 
•  nor  those  who  toil  in  the  trenches  that 
drain  our  stockyards  and  smoky  railroad 
grounds.  But  when  oar  city  is  persist- 
ently maligned  and  onr  citizens  spat 
apon  by  our  vulgar  neighbors,  it  is  our 
right,  it  is  our  duty,  as  a  public  journal  to 
call  the  crap  gamblers  down  and  insist 
that  they  join  their  evening  anthems  with 
the  other  songsters  of  the  morass. 

In  what  we  say  we  shall  be  entirely  fair 
and  candid,  with  a  heart  full  of  love  for 
the  misguided  Philistines.  And  to  begin, 
it  may  be  well  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  nearly  every  institution  in  Superior 
is  run  not  on  the  profits  of  its  business 
but  on  a  bonus  from  a  land  cprporation 
and  has  a  wind  bottom  with  a  bubble 
roof.     For  example: 

The  Superior  Telegram  is  subsidized. 
The  Superior  Leader  is    subsidized. 
The  Superior  shipyard  is  subsidized. 
The  Superior  hotel  is   subsidized. 
The  Superior  steel  plant   is   subsidized. 
The  Superior  Wagon  works    are    subsi- 
dized. 
All  its  grain  is  handled  in  Dulnth. 
Most  of  its  real  estate  ditto. 
Its  Union  depot  is  a  portable   bubble. 
Annual  taxes  about  $70  per  capita. 
Forty    miles    of    area  and   no  business 
center. 

Real  estate  twice  as  high  as  Duluth. 
Twelve  different  townsites. 
Harbor  entrance  practically  closed. 
Port  closed    two    months    longer   than 
Dulnth. 
A  flat,  boggy,  gummy  townsite. 
Not  a    sightly  location  in     forty  square 
mile-). 

These  are  only  a  small  inHtalliuent  of 
facts,  but  will  serve  us  as  a  theme.  No 
paper  there,  receiving  dispatches,  has 
ever  earned  its  salt,  but  both  the  Leader 
and  Telegram  are  owned  and  supported 
by  land  companies,  and  their  mission  is 
to  serve  their  masters,  inflate  the  bubble 
and  share  in  the  spoils.  The  principal 
hotel  there  was  opened  and  supported  by 
land  companies  and  its  losses  made  good 
out  of  the  general  stock  of  fleecings.  Land 
hHs  been  given  to  every  enterprise  merely 
to  boom  the  surrounding  wilderness,  and 
prices  are  now  so  high  that  fature  holders 
will  be  mined.  The  eldest  settler  or  most 
greedy  shark  can't  guess  within  three 
miles  of  the  business  center  of  the  city. 
Since  the  channel  between  Duluth  and 
West  Superior  has  been  cut,  only  fonr 
boats  have  passed  tnrongh  the  Superior 
entrance  to  the  harbor  all  others  coming 
by  way  of  Duluth  to  save  time  and  money. 
Superior  advertisements  in  Eastern  papers 
claim  2{KK)  men  employed  where  there  are 
only  2(K).  They  are  lying  to  Eastern  in- 
vestors and  robbing  them  of  their  sav- 
ings. In  the  garb  of  benefactors  they  act 
the  part  of  highwaymen,  and  trade  frog 
ponds  for  gold  under  false  pretences. 
They  bait  their  hook  with  a  pr4>stitnte 
and  a  beer  bottle  to  catch  the  springtime 
woodsman,  fleece  him  of  his  winter's 
wages  and  turn  him  loose  in  his  despera- 
tion to  sandbag  strangers  on  their  streets. 
In  forty  square  miles  there  isn't  a  build- 
ing site  high  enough  to  command  the 
lake  or  harbor,  and  the  only  re- 
lief is  the  distant  view  of  Du- 
lnth. Every  bushel  of  Superior  wheat 
is  handl<$d  in  our  city,  and  the    Minnesota 


legislature  investigated  the  working  of 
the  Superior  elevators,  in  their  business 
oflioes  in  Duluth.  Duluth  men  have  made 
our  sister  town  what  she  is.  When  she 
booms,  our  people  take  the  cream;  when 
she  flattens,  our  neighbors  take  the  con- 
sequences. "Heads  we  win,  tails  you 
lose."  But  real  estate  booms  are  an  evil 
omen,  and  within  two  years  Superior  will 
be  sitting  flat  in  the  mud  in  cheesecloth 
and  ashes,  her  windy  glory  departed  and 
her  swindled  investors  mourning  like  the 
whangdoodle  for  its  first  born. 

We  say  this  in  all  kindness  and  charity, 
for  we  feel  that  the  Eastern  invetJtor  and 
the  common  [eople  of  Superior  are  alike 
being  robbed.  Future  sweat  and  toil 
must  pay  for  today's  vain  glory.  No 
paper  there  can  lift  its  voice  for  right  and 
live.  Extravagance  and  vice  go  or, 
debts  and  crime  pile  up, 

the  babble  swells,  the  tenderfoot 
is  fleeced,  and  labor  pays  the  fiddler  in 
the  end.  Superior  has  a  future,  but  it  is 
appalling  to  think  of.  The  ancient 
mound  builders  left  traces  here  and  there, 
and  so  will  these  modern  mound  builders 
across  the  bay.  Before  the  World's  fair 
o}>ens  in  '5)8  Superior  can  show  one  of  the 
finest  specimens  of  arrested  devtlopment 
on  earth,  but  it  will  not  be  availiblo  iss  it 
will  be  in  acreage  and  away  otT  of  the 
railroad. 

But  we  must  touch  the  harp  gently. 
uow^,  and  let  the  world  become  accus- 
tomed to  its  mu«ic.  Then  we  ini^y  play  a 
sprightlier  tune.  But  think  of  the  ware- 
house boasting  that  it  handles  mi>re  tons 
than  the  counting  room!  Superior  is  to 
us  as  a  tender  to  a  locomotive— carrying 
the  wood  and  water.  We  are  the 
New  York,  she  the  Jersey  City;  we  the 
lofty  Cincinnati,  she  the  Covirgton;  we 
the  high  and  dry  (.)maha,  she  the  flat  and 
straggling  Council  Blnflfs;  we  the  hilly  and 
populous  Kansas  City,  she  the  insijrnifi- 
cant  and  unknown  Wyandotte;  we  the 
superb  and  commanding  San  Francisco, 
she  the  over-the-bay  Oakland;  we  the 
beautiful  St.  Louis,  she  the  stockyard 
suckerville  across  the  bridge.  The  ulti- 
mate result  is  inevitable.  Duhith,  the 
sublime  and  the  solid,  with  a  bes.-'emer 
iron  subsoil,  the  seat  of  culture,  the  home 
of  refinement,  the  upper  story  of  God's 
footstool,  the  commercial  observjitory  of 
the  Northwest,  the  sunny,  bright  and 
cheerful  city,  well  governed,  prosperous 
and  pushing,  with  the  only  entrance  and 
the  only  harbor,  holds  the  deck,  deals  the 
cards,  and  is  the  banker  in  the  great  bac- 
carat game  of  Western  commerce.

In  tlui  wheat    invest ijjntion  at    St.  I'aul 
yosterday,    Mr.    J.    \V.    Trestou,    deputy 
tfvuin  iuspector  from  1885  to  1889,  was  the 
tir.st  witiies!<  examined  here.     He    had   no 
knowleilj;e  of   any    ijrain    being    shipped 
out  without  inspect>oii,    but   had    heard  it 
meutiontd  that    auch    was    the   case.     He 
went  on  to  fell    what    he    had  heard    from 
•■•»omc  of  the  other  boys'."       Mr.    PreBton 
attended  to  the  ont  shipments,  hut  never 
knew  of  a  kernel  beinij    sent  out    witiiout 
inspection.     lie  did  not  think  dirty  wheat 
could  be  tran.-»mitted  from   the    bins  to    a 
I'oat   without    the    inspector  knowing    it, 
but     before       it     wonid     be     possible    to 
make  the  discovery  considerable    aniontit 
of  dirty  wheat  miyht  be  emptied    into  the 
bo.at.     Il  was  not  the  intention  of    the  in- 
spectors to  allow  otf  grades  or  duty  wheat 
to  iio  out,  and  the  inspectors,  so  far    as  he 
knew,  were   vigiiant    in    the  discharge   of 
their     duties.         There      was      no      col- 
lusion,        so         far         as         he       knew, 
between        inspectors        and         elevator 
men,  but  there  was  some    trouble    experi- 
enced in  settin'.;  w'.eat  properly    cleant'd, 
the  elevaior  men  desiring  to  get  rid  of  the 
wheat  as  it  was  put  in  the  bins.     The    in- 
spection served  as  a  check  on  this  kind  of 
business.     The  wheat  shipped  out  without 
inspection  was,  he  thought    what    was   on 
hand  when  the  state  inspection    began    in 
18S,>. 

Mr.  Preston  testitied  that  he  knew  noth- 
iu;;  about  any  screenings  being  shipped 
nor  did  he  know  of  any  cars  being  loaded 
with  wheat  in  the  elevators  at  night.  On 
cross-examination  by  Erwin,  he  said  it 
was  the  duty  of  the  state  weighman  to 
k>ok  after  the  spouts  from  the  bins  when 
a  vessel  was  Joaded.  He  remembered  once 
when  the  elevators  were  all  full  and  had 
no  spare  bins,  wheat  ct)uld  not  be  cleaned 
up.  In  such  cases  if  the  wheat  was  not 
too  dirty  and  the  boats  were  in  waiting, 
enough  wheat  was  spouted  out  to  give  the 
ele\ator  men  room  to  put  in  clean  grain. 
Erwin — Wcmid  it  uot  require  a  great 
force  of  character  on  t^e  part  of  the  i^ 
sjHJCtor  to  order  the  elevator  to  shut  down 
and  not  send  out  any  wheat  until  proper- 
ly cleaned?  , 

Mr.  Preston — No,  I  cannot  say  that  it 
would.  If  the  inspector  considered  ihe 
wheat  too  dirty  to  send  out  there  was  but 
one  thing  to  do  do — order  it  to  be  cleaned 
up. 

Mr.  Erwin  then  tried  to  show  by  the 
witness  that  political  or  some  other  in- 
fluences had  a  tendency  to  "hoodoo"  the 
inspection  department,  but  Mr.  Preston 
said  be  had  no  knowledge  of  any 
conditicm  of  affairs.  The  hoard  of  trade 
of  Duluth  had  inspected  wheat  in  elevators 
B  and  E  in  1885,  and  some  had  been  left 
which  was  inspected  ont  by  the  witness 
the  next  spring  on  orders  from  the  state 
inspector.  Mr.  Erwin  next  attempted  to 
show  that  the  poor  wheat  in  store  in  1886 
had  been  mixed  with  inspected  wheat  of 
better  quality  and  shipped  ont  secrefly. 
Mr.  Preston  said  that  he  understood 
that  the  board  of  Warehon-ie  commis- 
sioners had  given  the  elevator  men  per- 
mis.-ion  to  ship  ont  the  damaged  wheat, 
but  so  far  as  mixing  it  up  with  other 
grades  was  concerned,  he  had  heard  that 
this  was  done,  but  never  saw  anything  of 
the  kind.  The  damaged  wheat  alluded  to 
was  the  frost-injured  crop  on  which  the 
elevator  men  claimed  to  have  suffered  a 
loss  of  f;K),000,  Mr.  Erwin  insisted  that 
this  permission  given  by  tlie  warehouse 
commissioners  to  ship  ont  the  damaged 
wheat,  was  nothing  less  than  a  leading 
violation  of  the  law  of  inspection  which 
was  in  effect  when  the  grain  was  author- 
ized to  be  shipped  out. 

••Why  did  you  leave  the  service,  Mr. 
Preston?"  inquired  Erwin. 

"I  do  not  know,  but  think  that  Clausen 
or  Rnpiey  can  answer  the  question.  I  got 
an  order  about  the  1st  of  .■Vugust,  1889, 
that  the  force  was  to  be  reduced,  and  my 
name  had  been  listed  among  the  depar- 
tures. Within  a  month,  however,  three 
new  inspectors  were  appointed." 

"Were  you  sworn  to  secrecy  about  those 
shipments  of  the  damaged  grain?" 

"No,  but  it  was  tacitly  understood  that 
it  was  not  to  be  made  public  because  it 
would  injure  the  elevators  if  it  became 
known  that  damaged  wheat  had  been 
taken  in  as  a  good  article."  Mr.  Preston 
was  evidently  not  desirous  of  enlarging 
much  on  his  dismissal  from  t!ie  inspection 
service,  although  Erwin  tried  to  make  it- 
appear  that  the  sole  reason  for  his  dis- 
charge was  based  on  the  fact  that  Pres- 
ton had  endeavored  to  hold  the  elevators 
down  to  the  grade.  In  answer  to  the  law- 
yer's question,  ••Did  you  insist  on  a  strict 
observance  of  the  law?"  Preston  replied, 
"I  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  law." 

Called  again  to  the  stand,  Mr.  Preston 
was  called  upon  to  answer  several  philo- 
sophical questions  propounded  by  Attor- 
noy  Erwin,  the  burden  of  which  was  to

WILLIS  A.  GORMAN  CORPS. 

The  State  Department  President  Makes 
a  Decision  of  Local  Interest. 

Mrs.  Mary  E.  Lenvans,  of  Faribault, 
president  of  the  state  department,  Womens 
Relief  corps,  has  issued  an  order  which 
appeared  in  yesterday's  Minneapolis 
Tribune.  One  paragraph  of  special  in- 
terest in  Duluth  reads  as  follows: 

"In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  made  to 
me  as  department  president  from  Willis 
A.  (Jorman  corps,  No.  45,  I  find,  as  matter 
of  right  and  parliamentary  practice,  that 
prima  facie,  upon  the  evidence  before  the 
depart me'nt  president  and  before  the  con- 
vention, the  president,  past  president  and 
delegates  of  said  corps  were  entitled  to 
sit  as  such  in  said  department  convention, 
and  that  it  was  error  to  deny  them  the 
privilege  thereof.  I  therefore  sustain  th< 
said  appeal.  The  reasons  of  this  decision 
and  the  findings  of  facts  are 'this  day  tiled 
at  headquarters." 

It  will  be  remembered  that  there  was 
considerable  feeling  manifested  at  the  8t. 
Patd  state  encampment  last  winter,  and 
the  president  then  presiding  ruled  out  the 
delegates  from  Duluth  as  irregularly 
elected.  The  action  of  the  new  president 
elected  at  that  time  reverses  the  former 
ruling  on  appeal,  and  the  Duluth  delegates 
are  winners  at  last.  It  is  not,  however, 
entirety  certain  that  this  result  will  pro- 
duce entire  harmonj  in  the  local  corps,  as 
several  members  held  to  the  other  opinion. 
It  is  hoped  individual  feeling  will  be  made 
subservient  to  the  general  good,  and  that 
tt^  corps  will  flourish  in  future  as  never 
before. 
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DEAD  MAN  FOUND. 


The  Body  of  an  Explorer  Found  in  the 
Woods;  "Was  He  Frcm  Duluth? 

On  one  of  the  portages  between  lakes 
on  the  traveled  canal  route  from  Ely  to 
the  Canadian  boundary  at  Uunflint  lake 
lies  the  body  of  a  man. 

It  was  found  by  Ben  Simmons,  the  well 
known  explorer,  who  was  on  his  way  back 
to  Duluth  after  a  trip  on  the  eastern 
ranges  and  he  brought  the  news  to  town 
yesterday. 

The  man  has  been  dead  nearly  four 
weeks,  according  to  Simmons'  belief,  and 
was  past  identification.  Simmons  did 
not  search  his  clothing  for  marks  that 
would  tell  who  he  was  or  where  he  was 
from  but  believed  him  to  have  been  an 
explorer  from  Duluth. 

The  man  had  evidently  died  of  starva- 
tion. Lying  beside  the  body  was  a  small 
pack,  containing  some  clothing  and  cook- 
ing utensils,  but  no  food.  He  was  appar- 
ently a  man  in  the  prime  of  life  and  ap- 
peared to  be  on  his  way  to  Ely.  No  steps 
have  yet  been  taken  by  the  authorities  to 
recover  the  body.

Mr.  Clausen  was  called 
npon  to  produce  theletcer  which  retired 
Preston,  and  the  chief  inspector  com- 
plied with  the  ■  request  most  cheer- 
fully. It  seems  that  Preston  was 
continuilly  getting  into  trouble 
with  people,  although  most  of 
his  battles  were  fought  before  Clausen 
took  charge  of  the  department.  Mr. 
Clausen,  with  lawyer-like  promptness  took 
hold  of  the  witness  and  elicit^'d  the  fact 
that  all  of  the  alleged  shippintj  of  inspect- 
ed wheat  took  place  before  ho  (('lauseu) 
took  charge  of  affairs.  Preston,  in  an- 
swer to  Clausen's  cross-tire,  said  that  if 
Mr.  Erwin  was  trying  to  show  this  fore- 
noon that  good  wheat  was  mixed  up  with 
damaged  grain  and  that  the  inspection 
department  knew  of  it  the  witness  did  not 
.so  understand  it,  for,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
he  knew  nothing  about  it. 

Geo.  Close,  a  night  watchman  employed 
at  elevators  E  and  F  at  Duluth  from  1884 
to  1887,  testified  that  he  had  known  of 
wheat  being  shipped  out  secretly  at  night, 
but  he  did  not  know  whether  the  wheat 
had  been  inspected  before  shipment. 
From  his  testimony  it  was  learned  that 
there  was  a  large  number  of  "sweei>ers" 
that  made  $2  and  sf.'J  a  day  in  sweeping 
out  the  unloaded  cars.  In  reply  to  ques- 
tions. Close  estimated  amount  of  bin 
burnt  wheat  in  '86  at  about  4<l,000  bushels, 
which  was  dumped  in  the  bay.

The  Japan  Aground  Near  Drummonds 
Island,  Near  Detour. 
Capt.    Stewart,    of    the  John  M.  Nicol. 
which  arrived  in  port  yesterday,  says   that 
he  passed  the  Japan  early  Saturday  morn- 
ing and  that  the  latter  boat    was    on    the 
reef  near  Drummonds  ialand  a    few    miles 
east    of    Detour.      The    Niool    had    been 
obliged  to  wait  a  few  hours  just    a    short 
distance  jut  in  the  lake  before    trying    tc) 
get  into  the  Sault  river  on  account  of   the 
smoky  weather.     As  morning  approacl»pd 
he  saw  the  Japan  and  concluded    that  she 
must  be  on.     A  little  later    he    picked    up 
the  mate  of  the  Japan,    who   was    rowing 
in  a  small  boat  in  order  to    reach    Detour 
and    get    aid.      The    mate    did  not  know 
whether  there  was  any  water  in   her    hold. 
Capt.  Stewart  took  the  mate  to  the  Sault 
and  before  he   came  away    the  mate    had 
secured  a  lighter  to  no    to  the    assistance 
of  the  Japan.     The  Japan  was  on  her  way 
up  from  Buffalo  with  passengers  and  mer- 
chandise.    On  her  way  down  she  had  hard 
luck  in  the  river,    being    put  aground   by 
the  swash  from  a  passing  steamer.     Capt. 
Robert  Smith,   her    master,  is    known    as 
»)ne  of  the  best    navigators   on  the    lakes. 
In  all  the  years  he    has  sailed    the   Japan 
he  has  had  no  trouble  until  now. 

The  Japan  arrived  here  shortly  after 
noon  today.  It  was  learned  that  her  cargo 
is  uninjured  and  that  only  fifty  tons  of  it 
had  to  be  lightered.  The  Fountain  City 
and  two  tugs  pulled  on  her  nearly  five 
hours  and  succeeded  in  getting  her  off. 
She  was  on  fifteen  hours  in  all.  The  acci- 
dent did  not  happen  in  the  captain's 
watch.  She  will  probably  be  docked  for 
examination  when  she  reaches  Buffalo.
